Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special.]— 
Joseph G. Cannon, referred to by Congress- 
man Rodenberg of Illinois in his nominating 
: as the iron duke of American pol- 
ities,” tonight was chosen by the caucus of 
the regular Republicans of the house as 
their candidate for speaker of the Sixty-first 
congress The rules which were in force 
éguring the session which just closed were in- 
dorsed for adoption for the next season. 

The absentees included practically the 
whole of the Wisconsin delegation, half a 
dozen from Iowa, and five from Minn sota, 
with a scattering from other middle west 
states. 

The caucus tonight was thirty-three shy of 
the full force of the Republican side of the 
house. Not all of the men missing, however, 
can de counted on as members of the in- 
gargent ” faction—those opposed to the rules 
now in force. 

Beveral of the absentees were out of town 
or were kept from the meeting by other im- 
portant business. A few of the so-called in- 

ts" were present and voted, saying 
they would make their opposition felt later. 
There were 186 Republicans present when 
the voting began. Mr. Cannon received 162 
votes. The others were divided as follows: 
Smith of Iowa, 10; Tawney of Minnesota., 7; 
Keifer of Ohio, 5; Crumpacker of Indiana, 1; 
and McGuire of Oklahoma, 1. 

Combine Could Beat Cannon. 

While the house leaders profess to be con- 
fident, it was apparent tonight that many 
supporters of the organization were appre- 
hensive of the result on Monday. The Re- 
publican membership in the house is 210 
strong. Thirty-four less than this number 
were present at the caucus tonight. Combin- 

img with the Democrats, the Republican in- 
surgents "’ will be in a position not only to 
overturn the rules but to defeat the speaker. 
But the speakership is not at stake. No in- 
surgent Republican would vote for a Demo- 
erat for speaker and this insures the rele- 
tion of. Cannon. 

The real test of strength will come on the 
question of rules. Just what will be the out- 
come on this point no member of the house 
can predict. Speaker Cannon and his lieu- 
tenants art determined to force the adoption 
if possible of the rules which prevailed in 
the house that terminated by const{tutional 
limitation on March 4. 

The program is for Mr. Dalzell of Penn- 
syivania to rise in his place and move the 
adoption of the old rules. If this motion car- 
ries, the fight against the Cannon organiza- 
tion will end for the present. Should it be de- 
feated a bitter contest might result that 
would indefinitely delay the consideration of 
the tariff bill, the passage of which will be 
recommended in the message of President 
Taft will send to congress on Monday or 
Tuesday.

CHARTER TO PART 
BENCH AND PARTY 


Resolutions Calling for Judi- 
cial Independence from 
Politics Pass After 
Debate. 


FAVOR VOTES BY WOMEN. 


Suffragettes Cheer Action and 
Back Up Their Defenders in 
Caustic Diseussion with 
Applause. 


Charges that the Chicago and Cook county 
judiciary is stained with the mire of politics 
were made yesterday in the charter conven- 
tion. They came out when the plans for the 
removal of the Municipal bench from the in- 
fluence of party bosses were presented to 
the convention in the afternoon. 


nation of city judges by petition only—as dis- 
tinguished from primaries and conventions— 
were passed by a vote of 18 to 12, but their 
adoption was due largely to sensational 


judicial affairs in the past. 

The opposition to this plan came from 
County Judge Lewis Rinaker, who resented 
a general insinuation that partisanship not 
only had a part in placing men on the bench 
but that it influenced their official conduct 
after election. 

George E. Cole, Lessing Rosenthal, and 
Walter L. Fisher were the men who met 
Judge Rinaker's protest with definite argu- 
ment. Later they refused to divulge the 
names of the judges to whom they had re- 
ferred, but challenged the entire bench to dis- 
pute their accusationa. 

This debate constituted the most sensation- 
al chapter of the history of the charter con- 
vention, but it was only one event of a busy 
day. : 

Woman Suffrage Bill Passes. 

The woman suffrage bill was passed@—much 
to the pleasure of a millineried gallery—but 
it also evoked a debate in which Raymond 
Robins came close to calling names. The 
other material for excitement was furnished 
by the civil service bill, which still is undis- 
posed of, and efforts for restriction of the 
referendum and recall on city officers which 
was approved on Friday. 

At the close of the session Mr. Fisher and 
the other leaders in debate said they had not 
experienced such a warm afternoon since 
the early days of the charter convention. 

Bills 5 and 6—on referendum and corrupt 
practices—were passed without correction, 
but every other issue called up led to mo- 
tions, amendments, substitutes, withdrawals, 
and other forms of parliamentary utterance 
that kept Chairman Foreman guessing as 
to what question the roll call called for was 
to be taken on. 

A few important changes not open to debate 
were adopted without the usual excitement, 
the chief of them being the elimination of 
two Jokers in the public utilities bill 
caught by Mr. Fisher, and provision for the 
conservation of harbpr facilities brought 
forward by the same author. His proposal 
for recovery from the loss of the civil service 
bill, which was tabled, by the amendement of 
other bills to bring the park and school 
boards under the merit law were approved, 
but sections referring to the discharge of 
employés by department heads, and the pref- 
erence of eligible ‘‘ old soldiers "' of 1808, were 
not voted on. 


Attack Is Made on Politics. 

Politics became a target for attack as soon 
as the bill on elections was called up. The 
provision for the elimination of the party 
circle aroused no comment; but 
Rosenthal’s resolution for the elimination 
of the party column brought an ominous 
silence which continued even after Mr. Fisher 
had urged that this was the first step toward 
political reform in municipalities. A ris- 
ing vote showed the measure defeated 18 
to 14, and a roll call showed the same result, 
15 to 16, 

Mr. Fisher then presented his resolutions 
directing Prof. Ernst Freund and the draft- 
ing committee to draw up a new bill or an 
amendment to one of the existing bills pro- 
viding for the nomination of Municipal judges 
by petition only. 

“The elimination of politics from judicial 
affairs,’ he said, in speaking on the resolu- 
tions, ‘‘ has been the aim of civic bodies and 
public spirited citizens for years. This is 
the place to start the work. Politics, first of 
all, should have no hand in the selecting of 
judges. 

“Every student of politi¢s observed the 
result of the last two elections for the Mu- 
nicipal bench. Briefly it was that the higher 
up on the liat a man’s name the bigger his vote. 
The effect was the election of the machine 
candidates, while men of the highest merits 
lost out because they did not have the ma- 
chine backing and their names were not 
among the first on the list. Such a situation 
would disappear if nominations were by 


petition only.” 
Talks of Judges in Politics. 

Lessing Rosenthal followed him and walked 
boldly on the ground that later proved dan- 
gerous. 

„Mr. Fisher has mentioned only the neces- 
sity of political support for men who are ju- 
dicial candidates who are up for election for 
the first time. There is little need of bring- 
ing out history which shows that occupants 
of the bench, once having allied themselves 
with political organizations to secure their 
election, are loath to lose that support after 
they are on the bench. : 

It is not an unheard of thing for a judge 
to take dn active hand in the affairs of the 
organization, even in leadership. We have 
heard wards referred to as Judge So-and- 
So's ward.’ By the necessity of looking out 
for their own interests in anticipating a cam- 
paign for reélection they are compelled to de- 
mean themselves--to conduct themselves in a 
manner not fitting for the judiciary."

HOT TIME IN TOWN MERTIN’ 


Burning Question of Barn’s Lo- 
cation Stirs Glencoe. 


WRANGLE OVER FRANCHISE. 


But All Agree That Automobiles Are 
Common Enemies. | 


Automobiles, public improvements, rall- 
way franchises, barns, bumps, personalities, 
and politics whirled in a kaleidoscopic me- 
lange by candidates for office and their vocif- 
erous supporters and opposers, gave the 
voters of Glencoe in town meeting assembled 
the time of their lives last night. 

The meeting was called to nominate candi- 
dates for office for the ensuing year, and not 
only was the hall filled, but the stairway 
and corridor were crowded with citizens 
eager to hear the wordy battles between 
the administration and the opposition.“ 

It had been rumored that the split would 
be between the suburbanites and the vil- 
lagers, between those who call it golf 
and those who call it shinny,“ between the 
automobilists and the automobile hunters. 
This, however, was completely overshadowed 
by the burning questions of the change in 
location of a barn and the cancellation of 
the franchise of the.Chicago and Milwaukee 
electric line through the village. 


Defeated for Renomination. 

The chief opponents were James K. Cal- 
roun, candidate for reélection to the village 
presidency, and Oscar J. West, candidate for 
Mr. Calhoun’s berth, although there were 
candidates for councilmen and other posi- 
tions, but the big battle was waged around 
these two. Their merits were discussed for 
three hours before the voting began, and be- 
fore any other nominations were made. West 
was nominated by 138 to 76. 

The meeting opened with smooth and oily 
addresses urging harmony, open discussion. 
and absence of personalities. Them they set 
the oll on fire. 

Mr. West, as a prospective candidate, arose 
to refute certain allegations in connection 
with the removal of a barn from one part of 
the suburb to another. Mr. Calhoun arose 
to explain. A lover of truth teld what 
Mr. Calhoun told him “that day in the 
church.” An indignant citizen de = that 
the person "' who wrote the lettefs had not 
authority so to do. 

Franchise in Dispute. 

At this point, the subject of the franchise 
was brought up. Otto R. Barnett, who has 
filed a suit for the cancellation of the fran- 
chise, declared the village had been “ gold 
bricked.” He charged that the council, when 
the franchise was granted two years ago, had 
taken the personal paper of A. C. Frost in- 
stead of adequate bonds for the performance 
of the obligations of the road. 

Mr. Calhoun detlared the $1,000 a year 
which the road pays the village gave back to 
the citizens through decreased taxes 4 75-100 
cents out of every 5 cents car fare. 

Mr. West announced he would work for a 
cancellation, referendum or no referendum. 

This brought forth the hottest oration of 
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the evening from William J. Johnson, a mem- 
ber of the council, which granted the fran- 
chise. He declared no town the size of Glencoe 
on earth had such an advantageous contract 
with a street railway. Throughout his gal- 
lant defense, however, he was badgered. 

1 felt ill this evening and didn’t intend 
to como here,“ he retorted. “‘ Now I know I 
was a datn fool to do it.” 

On motion of Village Attorney Morton T. 
Culver, it was deotded to place the question 
on a little ballot. 


All Hands Ferninst Autoists. 

On the automobile questions there was no 
difference of opinion. If anything automo- 
bile laws will be more rigorously enforced 
this summer than ever before. Mr. Calhoun 
boasted of the 142 arrests made last year, 
explaining that the small number of arrests 
in the latter part of the summer was be- 
cause the public learned to fear Glencoe 
and stopped scorching through the village. 

All speakers deplored the fact that Glencoe 
had been made the “ laughing stock of the 
whole world” from Australia to London,” 
but they expressed the determination to per- 
severe in spite of unenviable notoriety. R. 
W. stevens made the hit of the evening 
when he lifted the blame for this from the 
shoulders of the public and the administra- 
tion and placed Kk on the shoulders of one 
old man. 

‘Glencoe has been made ridiculous by one 
man, he said. “™“ But neitherAthe council 
nor the public should be held responsible 
for the idiosyncrasies or the idiocies, what- 
ever you choose to call them, of Justice 
Lane.“ A feature of considerable import- 
ance was the defeat of James F. Dennis, 
chief of police, justice of the peace, member 
of the council, and nemesis of autoists.

BOY FINDS GHOST; IS AN OWL; 
FARMERS NOW BREATHE EASY. 


Huge Arctic Bird, Caught on Fence, 
Terrifies Countryside at Night in 
Fox River Neighborhood. 


The mystery of the dismal cries heard at 
night by residents along the Fox river, north 
of Geneva, III., aas been cleared up, and the 
good farmer folk now retire in the evening 
without fear of having their sleep disturhed 
by ghosts.“ : 

The unearthly wailings began on the night 
of March 1, and from the fact that the sounds 
emanated from a point near the cemetery, 
the residents along the river valley were 
strengtheried in their belief that the ghosts 
were walking.“ Last Sunday two boys, while 
rambling through the woods near the grave- 
yard, saw a large white object hanging on a 
fence. Going up to it they found it was a 
bird fastened by both wings to the barbs of 
the wire. 

After considerable trouble the boys loosened 
the bird and brought it to a taxidermist in 
Geneva. The taxidermist pronounced the 
bird an arctic, or snowy owl, the largest 
he had seen in forty years of collecting. By’ 
the discovery the mystery of the ghost of 
Fox river hollow was solved. 

The owl evidenfly had became entangled 
in the barbed wire White crasing a rabbit or 
a field rodent, and remained hanging there 
until it starved to death. it being a noc- 
turnal bird the wounded and trapped owl 
uttered cries of pain and hunger at night. 
From the cries many persons coming home 
late at night and naving to pass the ceme- 
tery were led to believe that the spirits of 
the departed were uttering warnings of 
an impending calamity. 5 

Each evening after sunset the moanings 
began and generally continued at short in- 
tervals until midnight, when they ceased. It 
was not until after the cries had ceased each 
night that the residents felt they could go 
to sleep with any degree of safety. 

The snowy owl is a native of the far north, 
and it comes this tar south only during se- 
vere winters, which makes its visit all the 
more remarkable considering the mild 
. weather of the present season.

They are swayed more by the personal 
equation,” he continued, and it is one of the 
qualities I would not destroy. I object to the 
mannish woman. Here in Chicago we al- 
ready are breeding women who don't possess 
the feminine quality as they should. The re- 
sult of giving her the franchise would be to 
incréase the mannish qualities and to disrupt 
the home.” 


Cole Champions Cause of Women.

YOUNG MAKES CHARGES. 


Independent Candidate fer Al- 
derman in the Third Ward 


Opens Headquarters. 


* 

Charges that Ald. Foreman owes his hold 
in Third ward politics to a working combina- 
tion between the Republican and Democratic 
machines were made yesterday by Hobart P. 
Young. the attorney who has come out as 
an independent Republican candidate for 
Foreman’s seat in the city council. Mr. 
Young charges that 1,500 Democrats were 
voted in the primary in which Ald. Foreman 
was named as the regular Republican candi- 


date. 


What with these and other charges and va- 
rious campaign moves that developed during 
the day there is the brightest possible pros- 
pect of an old time political battle in the 
Third ward aldermanic contest., Already 
there are indications that other wards, the 
city administration as a whofe, the state ad- 
ministration, and. ¢ven Washington infiu- 
ences, will be involved in the fight. 

Ald, Foreman himself is preparing for the 
hardest fight he ever has had on his hands 
outside of the contests for supremacy in 
the ward organization which he finally won 
and by virtue of which he represents the 
ward in the Republican county central com- 
mittee. He flatly denied all the charges made 
by Mr. Young and challenged his critics to 
prove their insinuations. He said he was 
nominated fairly and squarely as the regular 
Republican candidate in a primary open to all 
candidates, and as such he believes he is en- 
titled to the support of all the Republicans 
in the ward. : 

Young Opens Headquarters. 

Mr. Young during the day opened head- 
quarters at 3704 State street. The rooms 
sport a sign inscribed ‘“‘ Third Ward Repub- 
lican Club,“ which in itself is a challenge to 
the Third Ward Republican club which fol- 
lows Ald. Foreman’s leadership and is recog- 
nized by the central committee as the regu- 
lar ward organization. The organization 
behind Mr. Young is the following of State 
Senator Ettelson and Dan Schuyler, and con- 
stitutes a formidable rival of the regular or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Schuyler has charge of Mr. Young’s 
campaign, and already is on the job at the 
headquarters. He said his organization has 
a captain in every precinct. A campaign com- 
mittee of Third ward citizens prominent in 
advocating the election of Mr. Young is to 
be appointed this week. 

Chauncey Dewey, the Republican commit- 
teeman from the Second ward, is going to 
take an active part in the Young campaign. 
He long has been an opponent of Ald. Fore- 
man, and was ohe of the politicians who in- 
duced Mr. Young te enter the race. When 
he came out into the open for Young last 
week he went.to Mayor Busse and offered his 
resignation as a member of the board of local 
improvements. The mayor told Mr. Dewey 
that personally he was R friend of Ald. Fore- 
man and desired his reslection, but that he 
did mot intend to coerce city officials in politi- 
cal contests. He said it was Mr. Dewey's 
right to do as he pleased, and refused to ac- 
cept the proffered resignation. 


Young Outlines His Plans. , 

“I am going to make a hard fight for elec- 
tion,” said Mr. Young. “I am going to 
make definite, specific promises of what I 
will do as alderman from the Third ward if 
I am elected. I am going to point out the 
weakness of Ald. Foreman’s record, but I 
am going to do it without indulging in any 
mud slinging or bitter personalities. I mere- 
ly am going to give the voters the choice 
between what Foreman has done and what 
I promise. 1 

want it distinctly understood that I am 
nobody’s candidate. I am not the candidate 
of the Douglas Neighborhood club or of the 
Rev. Morton Culver Hartzell or of Senator 
Ettelson. I am not going to pull anybody’s 
chestnuts out of the fire. 

My headquarters are the headquarters 
of the Third Ward Republican club and I 
consider myself just as much a regular Re- 
publican candidate as if I had been nomi- 
nated atthe primary. When 1,500 Democrats 
vote in a Republican primary, as they did in 
that one, the candidate is not a regular Re- 
publican candidate. I was invited to be- 
come a candidate in that primary, but I 
refused. I told the gentlemen who asked 
me to run that Foreman had the nomination 
framed up. Both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations were working together 
for his renomination. 


Says Democrats Aid Rival. 
“This is not a new situation in the ward, 
but it is a bad one, and it is time that the 
self-respecting Republicans put an end to it. 
For years the Democrats have made no 
valid attempt to elect an alderman and the 
Democratic organization has been delivered 
to Ald. Foreman periodically by‘ Pat’ 
White, the Democratic committeeman. Mr. 
White has done this not without recom- 
pense, for he continues to enjoy a $4,000 a 
year position in the city service with the 
full acquiescence of Ald. Foreman. More- 
over, Foreman distributes city patronage to 
the Democrats of the Third ward as well as 
to the Republicans.”’ 

The prospect is that party lines wil] be 
pretty well wiped out in the contest. The 
Democratic organization, headed by Roger 
Sullivan's lieutenants, ig said to be notice- 
ably lukewarm in support of M. A. Mergen- 
theim, the Democratic cAndidate, who is 
backed principally by the Harrison following. 
The Sullivan Democrats are expected to line 
up for Foreman, and Young will make a 
strong bid for the support of the anti-Sulli- 
van Democrats. 

Oppose G.. W. Halleman. 

An attempt will be made by the Republican 
organization in the Twenty-seventh ward 
headed by Judge McEwen to keep the name 
of G. W. Halleman, independent candidate 
for alderman, off the ticket. t a meeting 
in the evening in Race’s hall, Irving Park 
boulevard and Forty-third avenue, in the 
interest of Joseph Capp, the regular Repub- 
lican candidate, Judge McEwen, who pre- 
sided, appointed a committee to investigate 
the petition filed by Halleman and determine 
whether it is signed by the requisite number 
of bona fide voters. 

There are 1,200 names on the petition, but 
the charge is made that several hundred of 
them are the names of persons not qualified 
as voters. The judge appointed Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Robert Campbell chair- 
man of the committee. Halleman expects to 
have the support of the Municipal Voters’ 
league.

FORECLOSE ON WALSH'S COAL 


Bondholders of the Two Indiana 
Companies Secure Decree. 


EASTERNERS MAY BID IT IN. 
: : 


Interests Connected with Steel Cor 
poration Behind Action? 


One of the final steps in the segregation of 
the John R. Walsh properties was taken 
yesterday, when the bondholders of the In- 
diana Southern and the Southern Indiana 
Coal companies secured a decree of fore- 
closure against the companies in the courts 
in Indianapolis. This is the first actual de- 
cree to foreclose that has been entered in 
the. administration of the Walsh properties 
since the trouble was precipitated by the 
failure of the Chicago National bank about 
four years ago. 

The present difficulty was caused by the 
failure of the coal companies to pay the 
interest on bonds aggregating $3,342,000, and 
unless the indebtedness, together with ac- 
crued interest, is met by March 25, all the 
properties, which include mines in Green, 
Sullivan, and Vigo counties, Indiana, and 
having estimated coal deposits of more than 
150,000,000 tons, will be knocked down to 
the highest bidder at foreclosure sale. 


Railroad Owns the Stock. 

All of the capital of these companies is 
owned by the Southern Indiana railroad, 
which was thrown into the hands of a re- 
ceiver last August when it, too, failed to meet 
the interest due. At that time the Southern 
Indiana road was in a bad wdy, being two 
months behind on its pay roll, in addition to 
being unable to meet bond interest. The 
clearing house, committee and local bend- 
holders, represented by Hodenpyl and Fer- 
nald, tried to avert the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings, but were unsuccessful. Receivers were 
appointed not only for the Southern Indiana 
railroad /but also for the Illinois Southern 
railroad and the two coalcompanies against 
which the decree of foreclosure has been én- 
tered. ' 

At the time it was stated the coal com- 
panies were in sound condition and were 
making money for the railroad, but it has 
developed since then that the generally bad 
condition of the coal market has worked 
against them, and the courts have refused 
to permit the railroad company to advance 
the money necessary to pay the bond inter- 
est. 

The First Trust and Savings bank is trus- 
tee under both mortgages. The bond issue 
of the Indiana Southern Coal company is 
$1,500,000 and that of the Southern Indiana 
is $1,842,000. In the case of the latter com- 


Easterners May Bid It In. 

At the time the receiver was appointed it 
was stated it was a friendly receivership 
brought about by those who are interested 
in conserving the properties. Recently, 
however, there have been rumors to the ef- 
fect that certain eastern interests closely 
connected with the United States Steel corpo- 
ration have had their eyes cast towards the 
Walsh coal properties, and as they are known 
to have held a small amount of the bonds 
it is not improbable they will appear as bid- 
ders for the properties when the foreclosure 
sale actually occurs. R. R. Govin is said to 
represent the eastern committee of bond- 


holders.

Mystery About Alleged Suspect 
in Murder Case Exploded. 


CONVICTED CROOK EXPLAINS. 


Inspector Wheeler Shatters Theory 
That John Hart Is Slayer. 


Because some policeman got a “hunch” 
that John Hart, a self-confessed confidence 
man, might be the murderer of Mrs. Fannie 
Gilmore Thompson, Hart has been carted 
around the city since Friday instead of be- 
ing taken to the bridewell to serve out @ 
sentence imposed by Judge Girten. 

Deep mystery entered into the case last 
night, when two policemen of the Stockyards 
station brought Hart to the Harrison street 
station and gave orders that no one but In- 
spector Wheeler be allowed to see him. 
Newspaper offices had been notified by some 
mysterious person defore Hart’s arrival at 
Harrison street that the police were trying 
to cover up a big sensation. 

‘“They’ve got the man who killed Mrs. 
Fannie Thompson, was the information im- 
parted over the telephone, and they won't 
let anybody see him. He's locked up at 
Harrison street under the name of John 
Hart. Get after it quick.” 


Reporters Barred Out. 
When the reporters reached the station 
they learned that Hart was there, but were 
refused admittance to his cell. Sergeant 
O’Connor had received the prisoner from the 
stockyards police, and he obeyed their in- 
junction to let no one see the prisoner. 
Inspector Wheeler was appealed to by the 
newspaper men and he telephoned from his 
residence to the station, asking for informa- 
tion regarding the mystery.“ 
On learning that Hart was being held as 
an alleged suspect in the Thompson murder 
ease, the inspéctor said things over the 
phone that would not look well in print. 
„Let the reporters down to see him,” was 
the order given the sergeant, and when they 
get through talking with him send him back 
to the yards. I don’t want to see him, and if 
he isn’t taken away from Harrison street 
before I get down to the station in the morn- 
ing somebody will answer for it. Send him 
back to Inspector Claacy; he can have him.” 


Mystery Soon Exploded.

Trust company, and was known as the Wal- 
lace rehabilitation scheme. 


J. M. Wallace on Stand. 
Mr. Wallace was placed on the witness 
stand and questioned as to his relations with 
Mr. Owsley is promoting this reorganization 
plan. 
Did you tell Mr. Owsley,“ he was asked, 
“that if he did not do something to protect 
your collateral that you would make a call on 
the loans right away?“ 
“I am not sure that those are the exact 
words, said Mr. Wallace, but that was 
the idea I think I wanted him to get—that’s 
the substance of what I said.’’

GIRLS HEROINES AT A FIRE 


Two Waitresses, Lead Blind Vet- 
eran Through Smoke to Safety 


LODGERS FLEE FROM HOTEL. 


Frightened by Blaze Which Consumes 
Adjoining Bakery. 


Smoke from a fire in a bakery adjoining the 
Jackson Park hotel, 226-228 Sixty-third 
streets, routed fifty persons from the hotel 
last night, many of them in scant attire. One 
of them, a blind veteran of the civil war, was 
rescued by two waitresses. 

The fire was in the rear of a two story 
bullding at 230 Sixty-third street, used as a 
bakery. It spread to the front to a clean- 
ing and dyeing shop and exploded a can of 
gasoline. The loss was $5,000. 

A young man who was in the poolroom at 
the réar of the hotel barber shop saw the 
smoke and turned in an alarm. 


Girls Rescue Blind Veteran. 

The smoke spread rapidly through the 
rooms in the hotel when the two waitresses, 
Catherine Steele and her sister Marie, went 
to the aid of W. E. Minshall, the blind vet. 
eran, whom they knew to be alone. They 
found him groping helplessly about his room 
oh the third floor and almost overcome by 
the smoke. They led him down the stairs 
to safety. In the meantime twenty-five resi- 
dents at the hotel whose rooms were nearest 
the fire hurried to the lobby, where they re- 
mained until assured by firemen that the 
flames would not spread. 

Dr. Gay Dorn, manager of the hotel, and 
John Weber, avho lives there, went to the 
rooms occupied by the remainder of the 
lodgers and advised them to dress and to 
go to the street. In a few minutes the ninety 
rooms in the hotel, which is a four story 
structure, were empty. 15 


Firemen Are Driven Back. 
Firemen fighting the flames from inside of 
the building were driven back by the gasoline 
and in fear of other explosions fought the 
flames from the outside and from vantage 
points in the hotel. 

The fire was controlled after it had burned 
most of the building in which it had started 
and its contents. 

The hotel suffered a small loss from smoke 
and water. 

It is believed the blaze was started by an 
overheated stove in the bakery conducted by 
Robert Thomson, and soon spread to the 
front where So] Cooperman operates a clean- 
ing and dyeing plant.

Yerkes’ complaint, that which charged the 
executor with misstatements regarding the 
discovery of certain deeds, and attempted 
to disprove it. 
Mrs. Yerkes charged that Mr. Owsley told 
her he had found certain deeds to the New 
York mansion in a local vault. This was a 
misrepresentation, she said, in that Mr. Ows- 
ley in fact found the deeds in New York and 
brought them to Chicago. 

An employé in the executor’s office testi- 
fied the deeds were discovered in a Chicago 
safety deposit box at a time when search 
for other papers was being made. It was 
brought out that the rubber band holding 
the package in question together stuck to 
the papers, proving that they had been in 
the position found for some time. 

Mr. Owsley claimed he had not seen the 
deeds to the Yerkes $1,000,000 mansion in 
New York until March 9, 1907.

More Evidence Against Matiden.

the dispute today or tomorrow. 
The employers insist they will “‘ stand pat 
on their refusal to grant the increase In 
wages demanded by the tile layers. They an- 
nounced they will resume work on the inter- 
rupted contracts tomorrow morning with 
nonunion men. 
In that event it is likely that the other 
building trades will walk eut, the Associated 
Building Trades having voted to support the 
strikers. It probably will be an “ individ- 
ual walk out, in order to evade taking sym- 
pathetic strike action. ,Tile contractors de- 
clare they will apply for ap injunction if the 
strikebreakers are interfered with.

INSANE PATIENTS 
INCREASE RAPIDLY 
Number of Asylum Inmates 
in Illinois Grows 369 Per 
Cent in Generation. 


State Board of Charities Reports 
Conditions to Legislature and 
Makes Recommendations. 


Springfield, II., March 13.—[{Special.}—In 
the brief span of one generation the increase 
ot insane in Illinois public institutions has 

been 300 per cent, while the increase in pop- 

ulation of the state has been only 80 per cent. 

Ine hospitals of the state today are over- 
crowded. They are swarming with patients, 
The almshouses still contain many hundred 
who belong in the state institutions. 

‘The demand of Cook and other large coun- 
tles for accommodations in the state hos- 
pitals has become so great and insistent that 
the state board of charities faces the most 
serious situation in its history. 

At what rapid rate the state's responsibil- 
ity for the care of its insane has increased 
is disclosed in the forthcoming biennial re- 

port of the state board of charities. 


Increase Shown in Figures. 
In 1878.“ says the report, there were 
2 576 Insane persons in the public institutions 
of Illinofs. In 1908 there were 12,084. In 1878 
the population of thestate was 2,968,000 and 
in 1908 it was 5,618,000. In 1878 one person 
in every 1.152 was cared for in one of our pub- 
lic institutions as an insane person. In 1908 
one person in 465 is in this class. While the 
population of Illinois has increased only 89 
per cent in the last thirty years, the insane 
population of our public institutions has in- 
creased 369 per cent, or about four times as 
rapidly.’ 

Presenting this situation forcibly and call- 
ing attention to the overcrowded and over- 
taxed’ capacities of the state hospitals, the 
board utters a vigorous Macedonian appeal 

towards the legislative ear for help, prompt 
and emergency help. More room must be 
provided for the scores of insane who are 
| entitled to the care of the state. 


Asks Money for Land. 

The board in this report not only furnishes 
plans to increase the room at the existing 
hospitals, but it favors strongly the authori- 
‘gation of a new institution. It asks an appro- 
priation of $110,000 with which to buy at once 
1,000 acres of land for a site. The. next as- 
sembly will be appealed to to provide the 
funds for the erection of the buildings. 

The board's plan for increasing the capacity 
of the existing hospitals embodies two other 
purposes that are considered most heneficial 
and humane. By the erection of cottages at 
thege hospitals for the nurses and attendants 
thes class of state emp'oyés will be taken 


COAL OPERATORS GIVE VIEWS 


Statement Shows Why Demands 
of Miners Were Refused. 


UNION HELD AS 


Higher Wages, They Say, Will Increase 
Cost of the Product.

New «York. March 13.—A statement of the 
attitude of the anthracite coal operators on 
the question of recognition of the United 
Minewerkers of America was given out here 
| today by the operators’ committee of seven. 
The statement sets forth that the operators 
will treat union. and nonunion men alike and 
that they will exercise no discrimination 
against or in favor of any man because of his 
membership or non membership in any labor 


organization. 

The committee declares also that it is ab- 
solutely impossible to grant the demands for 
increased wages and a shorter working day 
without increasing the price of coal to the 
consumers. 

This the operators will not consent to do,“ 
says the statement, nor will they even con- 
sider it.” 

Text of the Statement. 

The statement follows: 

From the statements of Mr. Lewis it ap- 
pears that he puts most emphasis upon the 
question of ‘ recognition '—the question as to 
whether the operators shalL. make a contract 
with the United Mine Workers of America. 
He says he and his fellow committeemen 
represent the union and that a contract 
signed by them except as officers of the union 
would be binding upon nobody but them- 
selves as individuals. 

In providing for the future we can have 
no safer guide than the experience of the 
past. Never before in the history of the 
anthracite industry have better labor condi- 
tions prevailed for a similar period of time 
than since the anthracite coal strike commis- 
sons award went into effect six years ago. 
The status of the gentlemen who agreed on 
behalf of the employés to accept this award 
was thus defined on page 60 of the official 
report of the strike commission: 

It was distinctly stated at the first meet- 
ing of the commission that the president of 
the United Mine Workers of America ap- 
peared before the commission as the repre- 
sentative of the mine workers in the anthra- 
cite region. 

It is true they have been represented 
and ably represented before the commission 
Dy Mr. Mitchell, but in so representing them 
he appeared as the representative of the 
anthracite cdal mine workers, and not in his 
official character as president of the United 
Mine Workers of America.’ 


Claim Inquiry Upholds Refusal. 

Again in 1806 the committee which met 
the operators came as representatives of the 
anthracite mine workers, and in that same 
capacity they signed the agreement for an 
extension ofthe original award of the com- 
mission. There was no mention of the 
‘United Mine Workers of America. 

At various times the operators have 
stated their reasons for not entering into a 
contract with the United Mine Workers of 
America. This question was the subject. of 
exhaustive study by the strike committee, 
which positively declined to grant the de- 
mand for such a contract. Any one who 
reads the official report will be fully convinced 
it weuld not be for the best interests of the 
public, of the operators, or even of the mine 
workers themselves for the United Mine 
Workers of America to be recognized. 

The operators stand for the open shop.’ 
They will treat union and nonunion men 
alike. As to the demands for increased wages 
end a shorter working day, it is absolutely 
impossible to grant them without increasing 
the price of coal to the consumers. This the 
operators will nat consent to do. An appli- 
cation of the economic law to the present’ 
state of business would compe! a reduction 
instead of an increcse In wages.

TEXAS SENATOR IS OUSTED. 


Fellow Members Resent Thomas’ 
Charges of Corruption. 


ASKS SPEAKER TO RESIGN. 


House Resents His Practices Regard- 
ing Payment of Clerks. 


Austin, Tex. March 138.—[Spectal.]}—Sena- 
tor Bascom Thomas was expefied from the 
Texas legislature this afternoon on the 
charge that he had maligned and injured fel- 
low senators by stating that they were graft- 
ers and corruptionists, and were under the 
influence of a corrupt lobby. 

Tonight the house adopted a resolution 
calling upon its speaker, A. M. Kennedy, to 
resign by reason of questionable practices 
in drawing clerks’ warrants when clerks 
were not in attendance upon the legisleture, 


Thomas Will Run Again. 


Thomas left the senate a nd announced that 


he will run for reélection in the spring elec- 


tion ordered for April 3. 

Kennedy has not indicated what his action 
will be. 

The regular session of the legislature ad- 
journed sine die tonight at 8 o'clock, calendar 
time, high noon today legislative time, and 
immediately reconvened in special session 
to consider some measures to be submitted 
by the governor. 

Senator Thomas charged that three sena- 
tors and three representatives hed engaged 
in a game of poker with a Houston banker 
and that the latter had lost $1,000. 

Mr. Thomas declared that charges had 
been preferred against the senators and rep- 
resentatives in a local court for engaging in 
the card game and thet all of the defendants 
had been fined. He stated that a lobbyist 
of Austin had paid the fines of the law- 
makers. 


Charges Were Not Sustained. 

Thomas charges were supposedly investi- 
gated by a committee appointed two weeks 
ago. The members brought in a report de- 
claring there was nothing in the charges. 

When they reported Senator Thomas re- 
torted by saying that there was, but he could 
not get assistance enough from the commit- 
tee to prove it. Throughout this proceeding 
Thomas, when called upon, said he regretted 
the necessity of having to repeat the state- 
ment, but he felt that he had in his posses- 
sion sufficient proofs to substantiate his 
charges. 


HARAHAN TO BE N. Y. C. HEAD? 
CHICAGO ASSISTANT SAYS No. 


Report of Promotion for Illinois Cen- 
tral President at Hands of B. H. Har- 
riman Emanates from Los Angeles. 


According to reports received yesterday 
from Los Angeles, J. T. Harahan, presi- 
dent of the lilinois Central, is slated to be- 
come-~president of the New Vork Central 
after a conference with E. II. Harriman to be 
held in that city. The reports also stated 
that E. E. Calvin, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Southern Pacific, with 
headquarters at San Francisco, would be 
transferred by Harriman to Chicago, to suc- 
ceed Harahan as president of the. Iilinois 
Central. 

The report was denied in every particu- 
lar by Donaid Rose, assistant to President 
Harahan in Chicago, who said that there 
was not only na truth or probability in the 
story but that there was no fotindation for 
it beyond the tact tat Herriman and Hara- 
han were to meet.

It is altogether too much to ask nurses and 
attendants to work among the insane and 
then sleep on the same wards occupied by the 
patients.

can be made for 670 additionalinsane. Ap- 
propriations totaling $285,000 are recom- 
mended for nurses’ homes at all large insti- 
tutions in the insane group not having them 
and including Watertown, whose nurses’ 


home is inadequate.”’ 


Segregate Patients with Epilepsy. 

The second good purpose to be served, at 
the same time increasing its accommodations 
in the state hospitals, is the segregation of 
the insane epileptics of Kankakee and Elgin 
in a colony at Kankakee and those at Water- 
town. Bartonville, Jacksonville, and Anna 
in a similar colony attached to Anna hos- 
pital. New buildings for these epileptic 
colonies have been asked by the state board. 
The removal of insane epileptics, about 677 
in number, to there two colonies and of the 
nurses to their own private cottages will 
leave room in the hospitals themselves for 
1.347 insane patients. 

Taking un the work of the last two years, 
the board places the most importance upon 
the laws of the last assembly providing for 
complete state care and curative treatment 
of the insane. The object of this bill was 
to make the state responsible for the care 
and treatment of all insane; in other words, 
to abolish entirely the county almshouse 
as an asylum for this class of people. 


Training School for Attendants. 

The board favors the establishment at the 
University of Hlinots of a school of civics for 
the education of all classes of state em- 
ployés and especially for attendants in the 
insane hospitals. A private school of thissort 
in Chicago has given the board thecue. Many 
of the attendants at the hospitals have 
availed themseives of its opportunities with 
such success that the board urges strongly 
the establishment of a similag school or 
course at Urbana. 

The importance of the educated attendant 
is aptly explained in these paragraphs: 

Fundamental as is the necessity of the 
trained nurse in the hospital for the insane. 
yet we must look to the attendants as the per- 
sons in constant association with the great 
mass of patients, and in the last analysis we 
must depend upon their faithfulness and skill 
for the chronic patient's dally comfort and 
for his actual care and reéducation. 


Students Could Be Attracted. 

“Tt is the belief of the board that the state 
could inaugurate systematic plans for edu- 
cating not only the employés in public-insti- 
tutions but as well those who desire to enter 
its humanitarian service. 

“The state university is the natural center 
for the education of the servants of the state, 
and this board therefore recommends to the 
prescat legislature an appropriation which 
will enable the state university to furnish 
special training to present employés of the 
state and also to offer suitable courses which 
will. invite desirable candidates to prepare 
themselves in advance for all those positions 
in the institutional and inspectional service 
of the state which are or may be protected 
by the state civil service law.“ 

The report recommends the extension of 
the civil service.

Upper Alton Man, Injured in Woolen 
Mill, Claimed Service in Army Caused

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Springfield, III., March 13.— [Special. 
George W. Taylor. aged G years. a veteran 
of the civil war, was arrested at his home in 
Upper Alton today by Deputy States Mar- 
shal O. G. Addelman and brought to this 
city, charged with defrauding the govern- 
ment of 517.000 by making a false pension 
claim. 

The aged prisoner, according to the feder- 
al authorities, made statements that led ta 
an investigation. which resulted in finding 
that he had obtained pension money illegal- 
ly from the government since 1884. Taylor is 
accused of filing a claim For pensidn be- 
cause of defective eyesight, which he stated 
was caused in army service, while a member 
of the Third regiment, Illinois volunteer cay- 
alry. 

A recent investigation, however, resulted 
in finding, according to the government offi- 
clals, that the prisoner had been injured ina 
woolen mill at Alton in 1875. 

Taylor alone was responsible for the in- 
vestigation, which rcvealed to the govern- 
ment authorities that the civil war veteran 
had obtained a large amount of money from 
the government in an illegal manner. The 
first intimation that the federal authorities 
had of the prisoner's schemes was a year 
ago in the streets of Alton. 

Pension Examiner John L. Hyer was in 
Alton on business for the government and 
inadvertently became engaged in a conversa. 
tion with Taylor. 

The latter not knowing that the person to 
whom he was talking was an agent of the 
government began to talk about pensions 
and spoke of how easy it was to get one, 
stating at the same time that he had beaten 
the government. The prisoner was incar- 
cerated in the county jail, and it*is believed 
will not be able to give bond.

DIES WHILE DOING DUTY. 


Detective Had Been Sent to Sic- 
ily to Secure Proof Against 
Outlaws 


1 
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New York, March 13.—[Special.}—Lieut. 
Joseph Petrosino of the New York detective 
force, who bas sent more men to the electric 
chair than any other member of the force, 
was Slain in Palermo, Sicily, today. He was 
shot down by members of the Black Hand. 

Lieut. Petrosino died in the performance of 
his duty. More than two months ago he 
gained permission to go in secret to Italy 
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to fight the Black Hand and similar secret 
societies at their fountain head. He went 
after years of pleading with high officials 
that he be allowed to take up this work. 
None knew he had gone but Commissioner 
Bingham and officials of the American gov- 
ernment. 

The a’sassination occurred in a dark spot 
on Piazza Marina in Palermo. Soon after 
the shooting a sailor saw a man leaning 
against an iron railing with blood stream- 
ing from his mouth. The man fell dead 
within a few minutes without speaking. The 
sailor saw two men sheltered in a neighbor- 
ing house. These men fied at the approach 
of the police. 

The identification of the dead man was 
esg y. Besides the police shield numbered 
there was found en Petrosino’s body a 
letter addressed to Adelina Petrosino, 223 
Lafayette street, New York City,“ which the 
detective evidently held in his hand ready 
to mail when he was killed. In addition to 
this, there were many credentials and visit- 
ing cards. A magistrate ordered the body 
removed to the police station, where it was 
ascertained that death had been almost in- 
gtantaneous. Two bullets had been fired at 
close range. They struck the detective in the 
cheek near the mouth. 


Dead Kan Holds a Letter. 

The body was conveyed to the cemetery and 
a postmortem was held. The result was not 
announced. Nobody knew Petrosino's pres- 
ence in Sicily or the nature of his mission 
except the chief of police of Palermo. The 
Italian newspapers without exception de- 
plore the crime. The Tribuna’s comment is 
significant. It blames the Palermo police 
for not guaranteeing Petrosino’s life. 

Special instruction has been sent to the 
Palermo police heddquarters that no effort 
must be spared to arrest the assassins. It 
iz reported the police have a clew which 
they are following, but not much stock is 
taken in this here, as similar orimes, com- 
mitted by the Mafia, Black Hand, and Ca- 
morra, never are discovered. 

It was a prediction that often was made 
for *‘ Joe”’ Petrosino, one at which he often 
smiled grimly himself, that he would meet 
a violent death at the hands of the men to 
the running down of whose criminal acts 
he had devoted many years with a serious- 
ness of ,urpose and with ability as a detec- 
tive nevér surpassed, perhaps, in the police 
department. 

Many times he had been attacked and as 
often he had escaped to become all the more 
determinec in the pursuit of the work he 
had been doing. He was a marked man 
of the Black Hand, the Mafia, and the Ca- 
morra, anc the hundred and one offshoots 
of these organizations of Italian bandits 
formed to‘prey on their fellow countrymen. 


Dies While on Big Work. 

He had sent more men to the rope and the 
electric chair than any individual member 
of the police department and he had en 
the friends of the convicted going away from 
the courtroom or jail with murder looking 
out of their eyes. Traps of all kinds that 
were laid for him had come to his notice. 
But he passed them all by safely. No 
Nemesis of the criminals ever was ha.ed as 
Petrosino was, and with the genuine sorrow 
in the department and out of it over his 
untimely end there will be undoubtedly a 
low muttered chorus of approval over the 
fact that Petrosino will no longer trail of- 
fenders through their dark and devious ways. 

Petrosino went to his death in the big 
work of his career. Several times before he 
had been on cases of international import, 
but this time he was doing the work of jus- 
tice on a broad scale. It was he, more, per- 
haps, than any other man, who brought home 
to the local and federal authorities the reali- 
zation of the fact that the fight on the Italian 
criminal here must be begun anew abroad. 

Petrosino, with his intimate kmowledge of 
the Little Italys of the city and surrounding 
sections; saw daily the steady increase of 
the criminal class. He had seen the trans- 
planted vendettas, and murder plots, and 
extortion conspiracies find their culmination, 
and there seemed to be no end to them. 

With the intuitive knowledge of his coun- 
trymen he knew years before, when he was 
sent out on his first cases, what every de- 
tective knows, that the Italian criminal is 
the hardest one to run down.

Feat Successfully Accomplished 
on Wager of Dinner. 


OLD LEGEND IS. EXPLODED. 


„Gus“ Lange Shows Ald. Kenna Flow- 
ers Don’t Require Erin’s Soil. 


Shamrucks grown in Chicago! 

Yes, and grown by a German! 

Wirra, wirra, did ye iver hear th’ beat av 
that? 

They were grown from seed sent from 
Ireland a year ago by Edward M. Lahiff to 
Ald. Michael Kenna. The alderman, whose 
knowledge ef horticulture is limited, looked 
around for a man who he thought could 
grow sh&mrocks in Chicago. When he put 
the question to several fiorists they ‘said it 
was impossible to grow the three leaved plant 
on any other than Irish soil. 

One day last fall the alderman met Gus 
Lange, and remarked that it was strange 
the shamrock would grow in no place in the 
world outside Ireland. Lange, who doesn't 
pretend to know much about shamrocks, 
doubted the statement. and offered to wager 
the price of a dinner that he could success 
fully grew the plant in Chicago. 


Experiment Begins; Kenna Cautious. 

The following day Ald. Kenna delivered 
to the florist the packet of seed sent him 
by his friend Lahiff, who formerly was sec- 
retary to Mayor Harrison. The alderman 
was present at the plantimg of the seed at 
Lange's greenhouse, and he cut his Initials 
in the box to make sure that the florist did 
not switch on him.“ 

Five months ago the seed was planted, and 
the box containing it was kept in a ‘cool place. 
When the first sprouts of green began to 
show through the surface, the florist sent 
word to Kenna. The latter visited the 
greenhouse and gazed at the growing sham- 
rock much the same as a father looks upon 
his first born. Since then he has made a 
dozen trips to the greenhouse in his auto- 
mobile, each time taking a party of friends 
to look at the shamrocks. 

Ain't they great?“ was the way the alder- 
man used to express himself. And to think 
they were grown by a Dutchman! Now, 
whet do you know about that?” 


“The Bathhouse“ Is Enthused. 

A few weeks ago the shamrocks were trans- 
planted and placed in a warmer spot, where 
the growth was forced. The alderman was 
present at the ceremonies, accompanied by 
his colleague, Ald. Coughlin. The “Bath- 
house wanted to make a speech suitable to 
the occasion, but was restrained by Hink.”’ 

Yesterday Mr. Lange sent for Ald. Kenna. 
The latter was overjcyed at the sight of the 
shamrocks fully grown and, clasping the 
florist by the hand, said: 

When Ireland and Germany get together 
they can skin the world.” 

Several small pots of the shamrocks were 
sent last night by Ald: Kenna to his friends 
as a St. Patrick’s day souvenir. 

Mr. Lahiff send packets of seed to more 
than 100 of his Chicago friends, but it is 
thought Ald. Kenna is the only one who 
planted them. So far as known they are the 
first shamrocks ever grown in Chicago.

| Deeds of Ireland's Patron Saint 7 
8 That Won a Nation from Paganism. 


BY WILLIAM J. O'NEILL. 

T. PATRICK says of himscif in his 
confession that he was born at Ban- 
naven Taberntae, which is extremely 
hard to identify. Some, however, 
claim that Kirk-Fatrick, near Gias- 

gor. in Scotland, took tts name from St. 
Patrick. 

The saint was born about z; was a cap- 
tive and a slave of the king of Dalaradia, in 
Ireiand, from 388 to 305, went to Gaul and 
was there ordained priest; was consecrated 
bishop and sent to Ireland as miasionary in 
482, and died at Saul, near Strangford Lough, 
County Down, Ulster, where many years 
betore he had founded his chureh, March 17, 
465, the day now sacred to his memory. 

Jreland was then occupied by a great num- 
ber ot petty tribes, most of whom were 
evangelized by Patrick. So well was the 
work accomplished that ireland was known 
in subsequent centuries as the land of 
Saints and scholars.“ 

The method employed was that of dealing 
cautiously and gently with the old paganism 
of the people. The chieftains were first won 
over and then through them their clans. 


—~e- 


Of Patrick himself much that has been re- 
late is fabulous, but his autobiographical 
confession and his epistie to Coroticus, both 
of which are unquestionably genuine, reveal 
a devout, simple minded man, and a most 
discreet and energetic missionary. 

In his epistie he states that he was of nobie 
birth and that ris father, Calphurnicus, was 
a Roman decuiro. His mother, Conchessa, 
or Conceis, was the sister of St. Martin of 
Tours. 

The family of the saint is affirmed by the 
earliest authorities to have belonged to 
Britain, but ‘whether the term retert to 
Great Britain or Brittany or other parts of 
France is not ascertained. 

Some of the quaint stories told in Ireland 
about St. Patrick would make the traveler 
imagine that the saint visited the island for 
the benefit of witty guides, or to promote 
mirth in wet weather. It is not remarkable 
that the subject of these stories for sixteen 
centuries, at countless hearths, bas been 
regarded and is today honored as the great- 
est man and the greatest benefactor that ever 
trod the Irish soll, and, considering the versa- 
tility of the Irish character, it is not strange 
that there remains respecting the saint a 
vast cycle of legends- serious, pathetic, and 
profound. 

It could not be otherwise. Such a people 
could not have forgotten the heroic figure 
who led them forth in the exodus from the 
bondage of pagan darkness. In many in- 
stancecs doubtless has the tale become a tra- 
dition, the foliage of an ever active popular 
imagination gathered around the central 
stem of fact; but the fact remained. 
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A large tract of Irish history is darak; but 
the time of St. Patrick and the three cen- 
turies which succeeded it is clearly as de- 
picted by history, a time ot joy, The chron- 
icle is a song of gratitude and of hope, as be- 
fits the story of a nation’s conversion to 

ristianity. 
ane — legend, which, however, do not 
profess to keep close to the original sources, 
except as regards their spirit, and the man- 
ners of the time are found fg some ancient 
lives of St. Patrick, the most valuable of 
which is the Tripartite Life,” ascribed by 
Colgen to the century after the saint’s 
death. The work was lost for many cen- 
turies, but two copies of it were rediscovered, 
one of which has been recently trauslated by 
an eminent Irish scholar, Mr. Hennessy. 

The miracles, however, recorded in the 
“Tripartite Life” are neither the most 
marvelous nor the most interesting portion of 
that life. 

Whether regarded from the religious or 
philosophic point of view, few things can be 
more instructive than the picture which it 
delineates of human nature in the period of 
critical ‘transition and the dawning of the 
religion ot peace upon @ race barbaric, but 
far, indeed, from savage. 

. — 

That warlike race regarded it doubtless as 
a notable cruelty when the new faith dis-. 
couraged an amusement so popular ae battle. 
But in many respects they were in sympathy 
with the faith. That race was one of which 
the affections as well as the passions re- 
tained an unblunted ardor, and when nature 
ig stronger and less corrupted it must feel 
the need of something higher than itself, its 
interpreter and its supplement. It prized the 
family ties, Ie the Germans ore by 


Tacitus, and it could but have been drawn 
to Christtanity. f 

its morals were pure, and it bad not lost 
that simplicity to which so much of spirit- 
ual insight belongs. Admiration and won- 
der were among its chief habits. It desired 
a religion no smaller than the human heart 
itself—a_ religion capable of being not only 
appreciated and believed, but comprehended 
in its fullness and measured in all its parts. 

Warlike as it waa, it was unbounded ais> 
in loyalty, generosity, and self-sacrifice; it 
wae not, therefore, untouched by therecords 
of martyrs, the principles of self-eacritice, or 
the doctrine of a great sacrifice. It loved the 
children and the poor, and St. Patrick made 
the former the exempliers of the faith and 
the latter the eminent inferitore of the king- 
dom. 

in the main, institutions and traditions of 
Ireland were favorable to Christianity, and 
the people received the gospel gladly. It ap- 
pealed to them and frompted ardent natures 


to find their rest in spiritual things. It had 


creaied among them an excellent apprecia- 
tion of the beautiful, the esthetic, and the 
pure. 

— 

The early Irish chroniciers show how 
strong that sentiment has ever been. The 
Borhromean Tribute, for many years the 
source of relentiese wars, had been imposed 
in vengesnce for an insult offered to a 
woman, and a discourtesy shown to a poet 
had overthrown an ancient dynasty; an un- 
proveked affront was regarded as a great 
moral offense. And severe punishments 
were ordained not only for detraction, but 
for a word, though uttered in jest, which 
brought a blush on the cheek of the listener. 

It was not that laws were wanting; a code 
minute in fs justice had proportioned a pen- 
alty to every offense. It was not that hearte 
were hard—there was at least as much pity 
for others as for self. It was that anger was 
implacable, and that where fear was un- 
known the war field was the happy hunting 
ground. 

The rapid growth of learning, as well as 
piety, in the three centuries succeeding the 
conversion of ireland prove that the coun- 
try had not been until then without a prep- 
aration for the gift. 

> 


Perhaps nothing human had 80 large an 
influence in the conversion of the Irish as 
the personal character of our upostie. By 
nature, by grace, and by providential train- 
ing he had been especially fitted for his task. 

Everywhere we can trace the might and 
sweetness that belonged to his character; 
the versatile mind, yet the simple heart; 
the varying tact, yet the fixed resolve; the 
large desire taking counsel from all, yet the 
minute solicitude for each; the fiery zeal, 
yet the gentle temper; the skill in using 
means, yet the reliance in God alone; the 
readiness in action, with a willingness to 
wait; the habitual self-possession, yet the 
outburst of an inspiration, which raised him 
above himself—the abiding consciousness of 
an authority—an authority in him, but not of 
him, and yet the ever present humility. 
Above all, there burned in him that bound- 
less love which seen the main constituent 
of apostolic character. It was love for God; 
but it was love for man also, an impassioned 
love, a parental compassion. Wrong and 
injustice to the poor he resented as an in- 
jury to,God.

A just man. indeed, was St. Patrick; with 
purity of nature like the patriarchs; a true\ 
pllgrim like Abraham; gentle and forgiving 
of heart like Moses; a praiseworthy hmist 
like David; an emuletor of like 
Solomon; a chosen vessel for proclaiming 
truth ke the Apostie Paul; a man of grace 
and of knowledge of the Holy Ghost like the 
beloved John; a lion in strength and power; 
a dove in gentleness and humility; a servant 
of labor in the service of Christ; a king in

HELD INADEQUATE 


Treasury Officials Lead in Op- 
posing Tax Because of 
Product in Storage. 


WOULD DEFEAT PURPOSE 


Instead of Revenue It’s Asserted 
Dealers Would Make Profit 
of $21,000,000. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—As the tariff 
bill stands tenight coffee remains on the 
free list. When the Republican members of 
the ways and means committee ceased their 
labors temporarily, on the new bill at 6 
o'clock, adjourning until Monday morning, 
the provisions relating to special taxation 
had not been decided upon. , 

The proposed tax on coffee was for a time 
accepted by the committee as the best means 
for providing revenue by which to prevent 
the continuation of a large deficit in the 


treasury. 

The Payne bill will not be ready for in- 
troduction on Monday, according to a mem- 
ber of the committee. 

While an inheritance tax provision un- 
doubtedly will be included in the Dill, the 
members of the subcommittee have been 
unable to agree regarding this or the propo- 
sition to impose a stamp tax on checks, bonds, 
and stocks, similar to the war reveriue tax of 
1808. The entire matter of providing some 
means for increasing the revenue of the gov- 
ernment, aside from the general duties on 
imported articles, is still an open question 
and is being thoroughly thrashed out by the 
subcommittee. 


Treasury Wants Free Coffee. 

The treasury officials view with great dis- 
favor the proposition to levy a tax on coffee 
brought into the United States. It is pointed 
out that several million bags of high grade 
Brazilian coffee are now held in this country 
and in some of the European centers as se- 
curity for loans made to one of the Brazilian 
states, and that should such a duty be im- 
posed the coffee stored in Europe could be 
readily shipped into the United States be- 
fore the new tariff bill would become oper- 
ative. 

This vast quantity of ane 
exceed 10.000 000 bags, is 
entire exportation of Brazili coffee into 
the United States for a whole year. Thus, it 
is stated, instead of being a revenue pro- 
ducer, the income from the first year’s im- 
portation of coffee is likely to be an insig- 
nificant sum. 


No Revenue for Two Years. 

In the brief which they submitted to the 
ways and means committee tne National Cof- 
fee and Tea association declared that the 
proposed tax on coffee or tea would fall to 
produce any material revenue to the govern- 
ment for nearly two years to come and would 
increase the cost of these beverages to every 
family who uses efther from $4.50 to $25 per 
year. 

According to the figures which they sub- 
mitted, a duty of 4 cents a pound on coffee 
would, they claim, mean an immediate profit 
of at least $5.20 per bag upon every bag in 
the United States. or a profit of nearly $21,- 
600 000 to the owners: and holders of this 
coffee, without producing any revenue to 
the country

Founder of Colorado 3 
Closes Life at Country Home. 


FAMED AS RAILROAD MAN.

Colorado Springs, Colo, March 13.—Gen. 
William Palmer. founder of Colorado 
at his country seat, Glen Byrie 


1906, which resulted in ‘breaking 

The fact that he lived so long after this 
serious injury {is considered a surgical won- 
der. 

Gen. Palmer, who was widely known in the 
east, often had been called the foremost cit- 
inen of Colorado. He left an estate valued at 
$15,000,000, 

Famed as Railway Builder. 

Gen. Palmer was distinguished as a soldier 
in the civil war, but his greatest fame came 
as a railroad builder. Immediately after 
having been mustered out of the service in 
1865 Gen. Palmer, at the request of a coterie 
of Pennsylvania railroad officials, was elect- 
ed secretary and treasurer of the Kansas Pa- 
cific railroad company. which later was ab- 
sorbed by the Union Pacific. 

Besides Gen. Palmer's connection with the 
building of the Kansas Pacific railroad to 
Denver in 1860-70. he carried out several 
connecting enterpriees. 


Colorado Springs His Building. 

Gen. Palmer remained president of the 
Denver and Rio Grande system and its di- 
recting personality until August, 1883. He 
resigned to give greater attention to his rafl- 
roa l enterprises in Mexico, the Mexican Na- 
tional railroad, but he continued to be presi- 
dent of the Rio Grande Western railroad, 
extending from Grand Junction to Salt Lake 
City. until April, 1901, when he withdrew 
from personal participation in its affairs.

B. C. Marsh Offers Plan to Re- 
lieve City Congestion. 


CHEAP LAND HIS REMEDY.

Building Restrictions Urged to Help 


the Workingman. 


Benjamin C. Marsh of New York, secretary 
of the committee on congestion of population 
which organized the New. York Congestion 
Exhibit last year, told the City club yester- 
day that crowded condition in cities could 
be corrected by laws limiting the number of 
buildings to. the acre and prescribing their 
construction” He illustrated his lecture with 
stereopticon views showing comparisons be- 
tween conditions in American cities and 
those of continental Europe. 

“Land owners who try to get as much 
money.as possible out of their property,” 
said Mr. Marsh, must be watched and re- 
stricted. There must be city laws which 
will determine the class and character of 
houses in each locality. 


Germany Keeps Rents Down. 


„German cities standardize the living con- 
'ditions of their workmen, making it possible 
for them to obtain nominal rentals that are 
impossible in America. They figure on the 
growth of the city for from fifty to seventy- 
five years in advance and reserve tracts for 
parks, boulevards, and public buildings. The 
cities also own large tracts of land adjacent 
to the cities, which regulates prices and 
makes land speculation impossible. 

One reason why our campaign against 
tuberculosis is so unsuccessful is because we 
are working against impossible conditions. 
We prefer to pay penalties in the shape of our 
charities rather than get right down to the 
real trouble—congestion. Dr. Koch says that 
the real breeder of tuberculosis is the tene- 
ment and slum district, and that we will not 
make any real headway till we get rid of 
present conditions. 


Solution in Cheap Land. 

The solution of the problem is to keep 
land cheap so that the rentals will be within 
reach of the working classes. Then they 
will not be compelled to live in the human 
beehives and add to the cengestion.”’ 

Mr. Marsh declared city laws should pro- 
vide for plenty of light and air, thereby 
keeping the price of land down to a mini- 
mum. 

“ City officials are glad to have land values 
go up,” he said. It increases the city’s 
borrowing power. They base the city’s cred- 
It upon the workingman’s condition, which 
is a discredit."’ 

Speaking of condemnation of buildings by 
the city, Mr. Marsh said the Germans worked 
on the theory that they could condemn a 
bad tenement as easily as they do bad meat.

It was a vast garden cut up into small 
rectangular plots, each carefully defined by 
hedges, while dotted all about were the won- 
derful dome shaped huts of the Bagishu. 


Flows with Milk and Honey. 
Gov. Bell says the whole scene gave him 
an impression of such calm security, plenty, 
and peace that he tried in vain to realize he 
was in the heart of Africa. The inhabitants 
of this delectable land are, however; low in 
the social scale in spite of their agricultural 
thrift. It is not, perhaps, a sign of degrada- 
tion that for the most part they go abso- 
lutely naked, but they are undoubtedly can- 
nibals.

German suffragettes, who are organized, 
but of quiet demeanor, are preparing to give 
Mrs. Catt a cordial recep They have 
engaged one of the biggest malle in Berlin 
for her meeting, and delegater from all parts 
of the country are coming to town to invite 
inspiration from the vigorous American agi- 
tator. 

Well Known in German Capital. 

Mrs. Catt is well known in Berlin through 
her activity at the international woman's 
congress held here in 1904. The international 
suffrage alliance was formed on that occa 
sion through the initiative of the late Susan 
B. Anthony, who also was here, and Mrs. 
Catt was made the first president of the suf- 
frage movement. 

Particularly backward is Germany, dwing 
to the restrictive laws which long have de- 
barred women from participating in political 
activity of any sort. Votes for women hith- 
erto have been supported only by the So- 
cial Democratic party, which makes equal 
suffrage one of its regular platform planks. 


One Has Been in Jail. 

The leading Teuton suffragette is Dr. 
Anita, an Augsburg woman of great cul- 
ture and oratorical skill. She is an accom- 
plished stump speaker and has been in jail 
once or twice as a consequence of clashes 
with the police in political campaigns. 

She is the logical candidate for commander 
in chief of the German suffragette forces if 
they respond to Mrs. Catt's call and decide 
to assume the offensive.

“Museum of Bad Taste has just been 
opened in Stuttgart, the capital of Würtem- 
berg. It is intended to make it a permanent 
exhibition of horrible examples” in the 
domain of liberal arts. 
It will consist for the present of a bewilder- 
ing variety of objects representing the most 
classic departures from the dictates of good 
taste which the human race has committed, 
and it will be added to from time to time as 
often as fresh freaks come to the museum's 
notice, The project originated with Prof. 
Pazaure, director of the Royal Würtemberg 
Industrial museum, which has devoted a 
special section of its buildings for the pur- 


pose. 
Divided Into Three Departments. 
The ‘* bad taste museum is divided into 
three separate departments—improper use 
of materials, offense against the construction 
of ideals, and anomaly in decorative effects. 
Illustrative of misused materiajs is shown 
in a varied collection. of articles wherein 
wood, iron, ceramics, and other substances 
are employed to represent something else 
than that which they really are. 
Among “the sins of construction is an 
array of objects which plainly are unguitable 
to the purpose for which they appear to be 
designed, such as vessels which do not stand 
firmly and cannot be clean, dishes with gro- 
tesquely cut corners or projections, and ab- 
surd contradictions between form and object, 
such as thermometers in the shape of riding 
whips, inkstands shaped like revolvers, etc. 
Form Anent Patriotism. 
There, are long showcases full of bad 
form ”’ specimens born of speculating upon 
patriotic and religious sentiments. Among 
the former is a collection of fresh ideas that 
originated in connection with the Zeppelin 
craze last autumn. 
In the department devoted to decorative 
eccentricities the museum contains examples 
designed to show humanity the sins in the 
direction of overdoing and underdoing. 
Museum curators from all parts of Ger- 
many are journeying to Stuttgart to inspect 
the new museum, which, it is generally 
agreed, fills a long felt and practical want.

LONDON IN NEED OF NURSES; 
INFLUENZA SCOURGE CAUSE. 


Theaters, Hotels, and Even House of 
Commons Feel Effects of the Great 
Epidemic. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 13.—Never have the 
services of trained nurses in London been 
more in demand. It is practically impossible 
to get a nurse since the present scourge of 
influenza, yet so large is the number of 
women in this profession here that even the 
best nurses ordinarily find it difficult to get 
work seven months in the year. 

Sixty applications for nurses were refused 
this week at the London hospital. Its entire 
staff of 241 nurses were all engaged. It is 
the same way with every hospital and nurses’ 
home. The theaters and hotels also are 
feeling the effects of the epidemic, as there 
is a general falling off in receipt. = 

At the house of commons there never have 
been more members suffering from severe 
colds or influenza. Apologies for nonat- 
tendance arrive every morning, as more 
than seventy M. P.s are on the sick lust. 
The epidemic is not so severe as in other 
seasons, but is more extensive. The origin 
again is ascribed to Russia, where ts preva- 
lence, especially in St. Petersburg, is de- 
scribed as paralyzing among all classes. 
Berlin is suffering severely, but Paris is 
almost exempt. It is estimated that fully 
one-eighth of the population of London has 
been stricken. The attacks are accom- 
panied by the usual symptoms lasting about 
a week, The most frequent sequel in bad 
cases is pneumonia.

PARIS, March 13.—Miss Muriel White, 
daughter of the American ambassador, 
Henry White, who is engaged to Count Her- 
man Scherr-Thoss of the German army, was 
visited by a delegation of the Dames des 
Halles. a corporation of the market women 
of Paris, who came to congratulate her and 
to extend their best wishes for her happiness 
in her approaching marriage. 

The Dames des Halles is an ancient cor- 
poration and enjoys many privileges, in- 
cluding the election of a queen of the car- 
nival. One privilege, go which much impor- 
tance is attached and which was first exer- 
eised in the days of the Bourbons, is that of 
greeting and congratulating future queens of 
France, and when Marie Antoinette entered 
Paris the Dames des Halles came out from 
the city in procession and welcomed her.

LONDON, March 13.—By common consent 
London this week witnessed a play of serious 
importance not approached by any book or 
drama of the season, John Galsworthy’s 
Strke.“ It is regarded not only as remark- 
able and as a social document of saad 
cance, but as a creation which while oft 
most modern realism is not yet classic in ts 
pronounced art. 

The play was given a performance as near- 
ly perfect as any could be in this imperfect 
world and so rendered furnished a series of 
striking pictures of two worlds, that of the 
well to do and that of the poor. Specifically 
the audience was shown the directors’ con- 
ference, the strikers’ meeting, the director's 
home, the striker’s home in verisimilitude so 
convincing as to make a hardened theater- 
goer at the fall of the curtain awake with 4 
start to the fact that he was not present at 
the actual scene represented. 


Play of Capital and Labor. 

It is a capital and labor play, and in the 
Point of view of both sides the worldwide 
struggle is given with an amazingly forcible 
expression, but beneath the representation 
of this immediate social struggle Galsworthy 
displays a conflict of two strong wills, An- 
thony, chairman of the directors, and Rob- 
erts, the strike leader. Bach of these strong 
personalities represents the extreme posi- 
tion of his clase and each impresses the far 
reaching consequences of the contest now 
raging between wealth and labor and really 
is sacrificing everything to advance the in- 
terests of his class. 

At last the curtain falls on the picture of 
these two men still envisaged in mutual 
hatred, yet admiration, but both are utterly 
defeated, for Roberts’ wife has just died 
of starvation and Anthony has been deposed 
and ruined financially and physically, while 
the parties they led have compromised be- 
hind their backs. Additional irony is poured

Grimly Displays Character. 

The dramatist grimly records and displays 
without prejudice the risings of character 
in the merciless web of events. If it hasany 
moral it is that of the inconsistency of life 
and the vanity of resolute purpose. It shows 
types of the strongest men as the victims of 
comical- events. The Strike is such a 
play as Thomas Hardy would write if he were 
to turn from the subject of the vanity of the 
human struggle as manifested in that drama 
and the ambition for military glory to its 
manifestation in a worldwide fight for wealth 
and position. 

It would be difficult to prophesy what sort 
of career the play will have. High literary 
quality has not always been an element of 
popular dramatic success. It will be pro- 
duced in America, where, on account of the

A vacancy in the law office of the govern- 
ment in Scotland has been created owing to 
the promotion of the late lord advocate— 
which is Scotch for attorney general—to a 
seat in the house of lords, and a young 
Scotch lawyer named Arthur Dewar has been 
made -solicitor general. 


Irish Demand an Explanation. 

This acceptance of office compelled him to 
resign his seat in South Edinburgh and to 
stand for reélection. But in South Edin- 
burgh there. is a big Irish vote, and, of 
course, the two questions, and especially the 
second question, became even more impor- 
tant in this case than in the case of Bowles; 
for Dewar is a member of the government 
and Bowles is not. 

Dewar is a home ruler of twenty years’ 
standing, and he took the first pledge at 
once. But he also balked at the second 
question, and while ready to say that the 
sooner home rule was settied the better, and 
that it shall always hold a place in the fore- 
front of the liberal program, he would not 
utter the sacramental words, One of the 
leading issues at the next general elec- 
tion. l 

This made it clearer than ever that the issue 
must be fought out at these elections, and 
that if it were necessary in order to awaken 
Liberal leaders to the grim reality of the 
situation and of the Irish demand, the Irish 
voters should help to put in a Tory. 


Debate Makes Struggle Harder. 

But again this vote for a Tory, always ob- 
jectionable to Irish Nationalists, was made 
more so by the fact that at that moment there 
was going on a debate in the house of com- 
mons in which the “ carrion crows,’’ as Bir- 
rell once wittily called the orangemen from 
Ulster, were engaged in their usual campaign 
of hate and calumny against Ireland, and 
were once more demanding coercion. 

So day after day they sat, adjourning, tele- 
graphing, negotiating, until at last it came 
to Friday before the election, and even then 
ng@gotiations seemed as far as ever from a 
satisfactory conclusion. And the meéting 
of the executive, which started at half past 
12 o'clock, had to be postponed till half past 
4. But then an intimation was given that 
no further delay was possible. By half past 
4—and not a moment before—there came the 
message that Dewar would give the required 
answers; which meant, of course, that the 
leaders of the Liberal party were in agree- 
ment. 

That night Irish officials and speakers were 
on their way to Glasgow. Every one felt 
that the result of that election might be im- 
portant, but that whatever happened the 
crisis had given a great step forward to the 
cause of Ireland; had brought home rule once 
more onto the forefront of the great political 
fight in the British ‘constituencies, and that 
was joyful news whatever else followed.

FERRERO’S IDEA OF U. 8.

LONDON, March 3.—Nearly 120,000 infants 

under a year old die every year in England. 

Over 100,000 of these are victims of the ig- 

noranee and carelessness of their mothers. 

Therefore an effort is being made to get 

mothers among the poorer class to take an 

interest in and learn the rudiments of the 
cafe and proper feeding of children. 

Schools for mothers have been started in 
several parts of London. They are on the 
same plan as the one which was started in 
Ghent seven years ago by a Socialist doctor. 
Their value is shown after even the short 
trial they have had here. 

The honorary medical officer, a woman 
doctor, attends two afternoons a week to 
examine babies and their mothers and to give 
advice on thelr feeding, clothing, and general 
management. The babies are weighed every 
1 and a record is kept of their condi- 
tion 

Mothers who come regularly join the club 
and pay 2 cents a fortnight, and they try 
hard to follow ‘instructions in regard to the 
feeding and clothing of the babies. The 
doctor in charge found irregularity of feed- 
ing to be the most common fault and bron- 
chitis the most common ailment. 


The great question now in regard to these 


schools is, shall they be made a part of state 
education or shall they struggle along sup- 
ported by voluntary offerings and always 
in need of funds? The fear that this is an- 
other Socialist measure has aroused opposi- 
tion to the state's having anything to do with 
them. 


_ Birthday of Herman Vezin. 

Herman Vezin, a famous and fine old Eng- 
lish actor, has just celebrated his eightieth 
birthday. Even at this advanced age he is an 
exceedingly handsome man, with fine fea- 
tures and masses of snow white hair, an 
erect figure, and a deep, rich voice. 

For years he has been an elocution teacher, 
and half the well known English actors and 
actresses today have studied with him or 
been coached by him at some time in their 
lives. As a tragic actor Mr. Vezin fora long 
time stood highest in England. Then he be- 
came a victim of stage superstition. 

It was noticed that he played in many fall- 
ures, then that no play in which he acted was 
a success. Finally he got the name of being 
a Jonah, and one of the finest actors in the 
world had difficulty in getting parts to play. 
It was then he began his career as a teacher 
and elo¢cutionist. 

Now that the fact of his advanced age has 
been brought before the public there is talk 
of a benefit to be organized for him, for he is 
not well to do. Besides, some compensation 
is due a man who by no fault of his own and 
through no weakening of his talent was 
quietly but firmly put aside as a Jonah. 


What Ferrero Thinks of Us. 

The Italian historian, Sig. Guglielmo Fer- 
rero, makes known to his fellow countrymen 
his impressions about America and the Amer- 
icans, the result of observations during his 
recent trip to the new world. 

All ideas about America are greatly exag- 
gerated, he declares, even those about the 
traffic in the great cities like New York and 
Chicago, which is less than that in London 
and Paris. The same may be said of Amerit- 
can labor. The Americans no doubt work a 
great deal and expend a great amount of en- 
ergy, but on the other hand they are past 
masters in the art of resting. 

The historian denies American luxury, bad 
manners, and materialism, but admits that 
America is a great democratic country. Re- 
ferring to Tammany Hall, he says that many 
of &s members are honest people. 

In ‘conclusion Sig. Ferrero solemnly de 
plores the lack of culture as shown in jour- 
nalism, which he proves by the following 
two instances: When he explained the mar- 
riage between Antony and Cleopatra on po- 
litico-financial grounds in his lectures a Chi- 
cago paper published two pictures. One 
represented Antony as a handsome young 
man kneeling at Cleopatra’s feet, and was 
entitled The Legend.“ The other repre- 
sented them both as fat and old, while An- 
tony was asking. Hen much money have 
you, Cleo?” and was entitled Truth.“ 

When Sig. F¢rrero in another lecture spoke 
of the abuse of wine in ancient Rome, and 
held Horage’s Bacchic poems partly respon- 
sible for it, another paper published the fol- 
lowing item: The wine trust at Rome cor- 
rupted Horace and paid him to make the 
Romans buy its goods.“ 


Shakspeare’s Knowledge of Poisons. 

The poisons mentioned in Shakspeare's 
works are the subject of an article by Dr. 
Cartaz in the Bevue Scientifique. The ex- 
tensive medical knowledge which Shakspeare 
is supposed to have possessed, and which has 
been advanced by the Bacon theorists as a 
proof 
often attracted the attention of investigators, 
but Dr. Cartar seeks to prove that Shaks- 
peare knew no more than his contemporaries, 
‘and was under the same misapprehensions as 
they were regarding the potency of certain 
philtres and poisons.

Diamond Fever in Africa, | 
, Advices received in Berlin froit)} German 
Southwest Africa show that a tremendous 
diamond fever has taken hold of the colony. 
Crowds of adventurers of a dangerous type 
are gathering round the diamond fields and 
speculations are the order of the day. 

Plot certificates sold by the official colonial 
company for $15 are resold again and again 
for from $1,500 to $2,500, and it is declared 
that the company has given out more plot 
certificates than there are real diamond 
claims. Five-sixths of these certificates may 
prove absolutely worthiess so far as dla- 
monds are concerned. 

Many new companies are formed based on 
hazy prospecting, probably in more than 
half the dases without any honest prospect- 
ing at all. Land that cost $1.50 a square 
yard three years ago is ‘now sold from 
twenty to fifty times that sum. Labor for- 
merly obtainable at $2 a day now cOmmands 
$5 or $6. 

Yet the output of diamonds is only about 
1,000 carats for the whole field. This is 
probably due to the fact that there is no 
regular control. The work people and oyer- 
seers, it is calculated, steal two-thirds of 
the finds. Thus from 2,000 to 3,000 carats

French Drink Less Alcohol. 

Frauce seems to be becoming more sober, 
according to statistics tor 1007, just issued 
by the ministry of tinance. They tndicate 
that the consumption ot alcohol is gradually 
diminishing. _ 

The decrease is more rapid in towns than 
in the country, although the consumption of 
alcoho! is still nuch higher in the cities than 
in the provinces. In the north and west ot 
France considerably more intoxicants are 
drunk than in he other departments. 

One of the principal :easons for the de- 
creasing consumption of alcohol is the pro- 
hibition of the sale of spirits in military 
canteens. A disquieting feature of the sit- 
uation is that while the consumption of aico- 
hol as a whole is declining, the quantity con- 
sumed of absinthe is rapidly rising.

Medical Uses of Radium. 

The Royal British Radium institute has 
accentuated the interest in radium and a 
firm of medical and scientific instrument 
makers is supplying tiny tubes of radium 
bromide for internal therapeutic work. 

As glass absérbs some of the emanations 
the radium bromide is/enclosed in a small 
dome about a quarter of an inch in height 
by three-sixteenths of an inch in d/ameter, 
made of quartz. The tube is hert tetically 
sealed to a rod and can be introdu ed into 
an incision or into the interior of t te body. 
The quartz holds only about the Sixth of 
a grain of radium bromide, but it costs

bonne, recently described a new process of 
sterilized milk. The milk is exposed to the

Woman Keeps Young by Fasting. 

At the Royal Charité Hospital in Berlin a 
youmg woman is trying to prove that com- 
plete abstinence from food for indefinite 
periods is conducive not only to good health 
but also to perennial youth. Miss Claire de 
Serval, who offered herself for a series of ex- 
periments, is a niece of the famous fasting 
Dr. Tanner. She has just ended a fast of ten 
days without nourishment of any kind, liquid 
or solid. } 

During the time of her abstinence she lived 
in a glass cage into which fresh air was 
pumped, Her weight decreased from 114 to 
101 pounds, but her condition otherwise is 
perfectly normal. Now she has been placed 
in the regular ward of the hospital and will 
abstain from food for twenty days more, al- 
lowing herself the luxury of mineral water, 
however.

CANNOT START MACHINES. 


Owners of Factory Threatened 
with Lynching for Propos- 
A ng to —-

PARIS, March 18.—A small revolution is in 
progress in Calals, where the citizens have 
banded together to fight the lacemaking firm 
of Caderas & Ozanne, which is accused of 
taking models and machinery, and even 
workmen, to America with thé idea of trans- 
planting the factory there. 

All Calais has lived on lacemaking for a 
great many years. Its annual income from 
America is something like $10,000,000. Nat- 
urally, it did not look upon the removal of 
this firm with favor. The guild of lacemak- 
ers met and expelled the firm of Caderas & 
Ozanne. Next the workmen in the hated fac- 


tory ceased work. 

As it is necessary to keep the machinery 
going to keep it from rust, M. Caderas him- 
self was obliged to stoke for a time, while 
M. Ozanne went to America, to which the 
firm now has definitely turned its face. In 
the meantime all the various shops of Calais 
refuse to sell anything to M. Caderas, and it 
is with great difficulty that he is able to get 
food to keep himself alive. 


Citizens in Lynching Mood. 

M. Ozanne; on his return from America, 
came to Paris, where he is now. He is afraid 
to return to Calais, for the infuriated citizens 
are in a mood to lynch him. 

The situation is quite frightful,’’ M. Ozan- 
ne said, and I don't know what the out- 
come may be. Asa matter of fact, our firm 
bought the only important invention for 
making machine made lace which has ap- 
peared in the last twenty-five years from 
Brown, Sharp & Co., an American firm. We 
invested our money in a textile company in 
Pawtucket, R. I. 

This fact aroused the ire of the citizens of 
Calais, who immediately foresaw the trans- 
planting of their industries and much loss of 
trade. Their guild boycotted us. I wént to 
America at once and showed a letter from the 
gulld to President Roosevelt himself, who 
pronounced it a medieval document, and so 
Since then the citizens seem to have 
banded together to destroy us at all costs. 
The papers pour out columns of seething 
matter and threaten the factory. 


May Finally Leave France. 

“T am sailing for America again next 
week, and if matters are not straightened out 
we may really remove to America. That 
seems to be exactly what the attitude of 
Calais will force us to do. However, at pres- 
ent the tariff on foreign made lace is 60 per 
cent. 
In America he must get at least $1. 

In the circumstances we cannot produce 
lace there as cheaply as the French can. 
Unless the tariff is raised it may be necessary 
to import some workmen, too, as it takes a 
man seven years to learn the weaver’s trade, 
and as the citizens of Calais swear that we 
cannot get a sin wagon or man to help 
take our machinery away, our difficulties are 
many.

In more direct relation with our subject is 
the project of a West Indian federation of 
British orown colonies with what might be 
called an interinsular parliament and a gov- 
ernor general appointed by the emperor-king. 
This project seems to command at any and 
all times a large amount of space in the 
London papers, but among the islanders it 
excites hardly any interest. I broached the 
subject to a distinguished gentleman of An- 
tigua, as, indeed, I did to many other men 
weight with whom I came in contact curing 
my trip through the islands, but it was in- 
variably dismiseed with a few and generally 
bitter words. 3 : 

Feeling Against England Bitter. 

The leading Antiguan said when he had 
relieved his feelings with a good scold of 
Whitehall street in general and the colonia! 
office in particular: These islands are so 
many oranges which the mother country has 
sucked dry, and now we, the peels or the 
rind, what you will, are thrown away. I 
hear quite a trade is springing up between 
Haytian and Dominican ports and the United 
States in orange peels, but that is commer- 
cial, not political. You can take it from me 
that the great majority of the people of Eng- 
land are concerned in the pursuit of the elu- 
sive guineas and do not care a penny for 
political orange peels such as we are. 

“TI think it was France was it not, who 
said the West Indies grew sugar but not 
men. As we no longer grow even sugar, how 
can they be interested in us and in our calam- 
ltous affairs? It would hardly be wise to re- 
mind them of the goad white rum we gave 
them in ages past. Their gouty toes probably 
keep that in all the freshness of remem- 
brance that is desirable. Now and again 
we get a colonial minister like Chamberlain. 
who was either patriotically and honestly 
concerned with our well being and our wel- 
fare as outposts of the empire, to which in 
the days of our strength we rendered loyal 
service, or was desirous of securing a new 
political battle ery with which to rally a par- 
Hamentary majority or secure a niche in 
Westminster abbey. But. as a rule, they leave 
us alone in our ruined sugar milis and our 
neglected plantations which are growing up 
into jungle again.” 

The leading editor in Jarpaica when I called 
his attention to the West Indian federation 
project found it amusing, but in bad taste 
The situation in the islands. he added. 1s 
far too serious to be made a subject of jest- 
ing. The federation scheme serves to point 

few paragraphs in the London daily papers 
and furnish an occasional long article in the 
colonia! office journal, but it has no more 
practical purpose than that. The whole 
business is an absurd dream of two or three 
English faddlsts, he continued. who are 
weakly supported by a few West Indians 
who have lived so long in London they are 
completely out of touch with the islands. 


No Economy in Federation. 

The paper project is, as I understand it, 
a federation stretching from Demerara on the 
southeast to Honduras on the northwest, 
and so embracing integral portions of two 
continents and divers Islands of mary seas. 
When the advocates of this scheme are in- 
vited to give us facts, laying aside the vague 
géneralities in which they usually indulge, 
they say: Well, at all events it would be 
economical.’ Economy, though not the sole 


end and aim of government, is a desirabie | 


thing, but it cannot be advanced in favor of 
the federation scheme, at least not to the 
satisfaction of business men. . 

“The governor general would have to be 
well paid and needs must live in great state, 
and be continually taking costly official jour- 
neys through the islands, or, according to 
the ideas In which we West Indians, whites, 
as well as blacks, have been trained for gen- 
erations, he would simply cut a ridiculous 
figure. The resident Heutenant governor in 
each of the colonles would have to be paid 
nearly or quite as much as the present gov- 
ernors if we wanted to secure the same ora 
higher class of men for the posts, and we do. 
The members of the legislature of the federa- 
tion would have to be paid (the members of 
the colonial assemblies, as at present consti- 
tuted are not), because the performance of 
their Guties would carry many of them, in- 
deed most of them, thousands of miles away 
from their homes, their tamiltes, and their 
private concerns. Under these circum- 
stances I fear we would not secure the high 
class men which at present with few excep- 
tions compose the colonial assemblies. 

“The whole idea of a federation is to my 
mind absurd unless a community of interest 
can be proved, and in this instance evidence 
quite the contrary is apparent to every ob- 
server. It is true that Demerara, and per- 
haps one or two of whe other colonies, have 
quite made up their minds they want the 
tederation and are convinced they would 
prosper mightily once preferential tariff rela- 
tions with Great Britain were established. 
They forget or do not see that the gov- 
ernment of the United States would be forced 
to retaliate and as a result Jamaica, Domin- 
ica, and the other islands dependent upon the 
American markets would be ruined.” 


French Prédict American War.“ 

In France, where the deficits in the annua! 
budgets of Martinique and Guadaloupe have 
become fixtures and the perjodic race con- 
flicts on these once peaceful is'!ands-a cause 
of grave anxiety, the comment and thé ad- 
vice upon the West Indian situation con- 
tained in the recently published work of Capt. 
Gabriel Darriens, entitled War on the Sea, 
has attracted widespread attention. The au- 
thor is a distinguished officer of the French 
navy and prefessor at the naval war college. 
The weight and authority attached to his 
opinions in France correspond to the fame 
which Capt. Mahan enjoys with us. In many 
of his statements, particularly where he en- 
ters the political fleld, this distinguished 


’naval officer is mistaken. but his conclusions 


are enjoying wide acceptance in France to- 
day and his influence upon the West Indian 
policy of his government and his people is un- 
deniable. 

“The great island of Cuba,” he writes, 
as the first objective of the forward policy 
of the United States, and because of its value, 
extent, and riches it deserved to be so fa- 
vored. It was not so much, however, be- 
cause the American government saw in Cuba 
an excellent opportunity as because Cuba 
lay within the sphere of attraction traced by 
the Monroe doctrine that her divorce from 
Spaln was consummated by force of arms 
after, it should be added, long and patient 
attempts at a mutual agreement had failed. 

But, it should be borne in mind, this fa- 
mous doctrine, which is the fanatical creco 
of the American policy. was by no means con- 
ceived for an isolated case. Indeed, it ap- 
plies marvelously to all occasions which af- 
ford opportunity to increase the patrimony of 
the Star Spangled Banner. And Cuba is by 
no means the only satellite which gravitates 
toward that mighty star, the United States. 
Many other islands in the West Indies are 
still foreign to the Americans. and it is on 
that account that several European powers. 
ourselves [the French] in particular, have 
an interest of the first order in following with 
the most extreme attention the manifesta- 
tions of public opinion in America. 


Some of the Symptoms. 

„Over there the rapid strides toward im- 
perialigm, the feverigh activity with which 
warships are launched until it is evident that 
goon the American will be able to successfully 
dispute the second place among the navies of 
the world, are all undeniable symptoms. For 
what are all these preparations if not in case 
of need to compel the acceptance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine? True it is that beyond the At-

“Many good people . - . affect to see 


in these words merely a warning to the opera 
béuffe republics of Hayti and San Domingo. 
They would even freely applaud intervention 
of the excellent policeman, but they forget 
that policemen often calm disorders by drag- 
ging everybody tothe guardhouse. They Uke- 
wise lose sight of the fact that there is great 
encouragement to pursue a policy in a first 
success. After having confiscated the actual 
theater of the disorder. who can say that the 
other West Indian. islands would not have 
their turn? It is so tempting to offer one’s 
good offices when the proprietor is not at 
home and when Europe isso far away 


Intervention Coming Soon. 


But, it will be objected, there exists no 
pretext for intervention in the islands that 
still belong to European powers. That is per- 
haps true today, but it will no longer be so 
tomorrow. The method to be pursued has 
undergone the test of experience in the case 
of Cuba. In his message sent to congress 
two years before the war President Cleve- 
— laid particular stress upon the great 

terest which all Americans had in seeing 
peace established in Cuba. In this connec 
tion he expected to admit that the Gres of 
insurrection were started up on the one hand 
upon American abil by Cuban refugees who 
‘were recéived there with open arms, and, on 
the other hand. fanned into the flame of open 
revolt on the shores of the island by former 
revélutionists who had become naturalized 
‘citizens of America, the better to plot, and 
above all to do so with the least danger to 
their persons and property. 

“This method is not even American, for it 
has ; ‘es been known and practiced in the 
worid. 
may nevertheless be asked if the frequency 
of disturbances during recent years in the 
French West Indies really has its single 
origin in internal political difficulties? We 
cannot and should not fail to note with what 
eagerness the first assistance was rendéred 
by the Americans at the time of the catastro- 
phe in Martinique and later in Jamaica. 


Advocates Sale to Uncle Sam. 

“The danger [to France of losing her 
West Indian possessions] ‘exists in a latent 
state, but itis sure. If it can be considered 
as still far distant, it is none the less neces- 
sary to examine our situation with all possi- 
ble care. Strategy offers us two ways of 
preparing for it and two only. We should 
either sell our West Indian islands to the 
highest bidder or we should get our forces 
ready in anticipation of a possible conflict 
with America, In the latter event the lesson 
of the Spanish war,,derived above all from 
Spain's errors, clearly demonstrates the ne- 
cessity of establishing at Fort de Prance an 
immense base of supplies and of operations 
capable of supplying our entire fleet. 

This step would entai)] vast expense, and 
in all probability we would not be allowed 
to make such an effort out of all proportion 
to the value of the possessions endangered. 

. « On the other hand, in my opinion, 
by selling Martinique and Guadaloupe to the 
United States we would accomplish a fine 
stroke of strategy. 1 insist upon this be- 
cause, far from leaving our subject, we are 
showing by this striking example of what 
farseeing conceptions the military art is 
made. 

While ae | islands [Martinique and 
Guadaloupe] arè of little if any value to us— 
indeed they are simply a costly luxury—they 
would have great value in the possession of 
the Americans. Fort de France especially 
would be for the Americans a naval base of 
exceptional strategic advantage when the 
opening of the Panama canal has drawn into 
ibe West Indian waters the fleets of all na. 
tions. This port is an incomparable ordnance 
post of Caribbean empire, and its acquisition 
would be for the Americans a conservative 
investment, while at the same time its sale 
would relieve us of a greatanxiety. Indeed, 
the whole transaction would compare favor 
ably with Napoleon's excellent strategy in 
ihe Louisiana affair. ss 

Above all, let us not do as Spain did. 
when in 31848 the United States government 
made definite proposais for the purchase of 
Cuba. Wrapping her tattered mantle about 
her, Spain then-replied; Rather than that 
let the beautiful island be engulfed in the 
sea.” Fifty years latemshe lost Cuba and 
the purchase money which she might have 
had and which now would stand her in such 
good stead,” 


Either Uncle Sam or Barbarism. 

I will conclude this necessarily hmited and 
fragmentary survey of opinion at home and 
abroac in regard to the present state and 
prospects of the West Indies with a quota- 
tion from Brooks Adams, a distinguished 
publicist, who on several occasions has exer- 
cised his gift of prophecy with remarkably 
successful results: 

Should the future resemble the past,“ 
wrote Mr. Adams several years ago, and 
the conditions of competition remain un- 
changed, the Caribbean archipelago must 
either be absorbed by the economic system of 
the United Ststes or lapse into barbarism.” 
Since these words were written the develop- 


ment of our policy at the hands of President 


Roosevelt and Mr. Root, as shown in our 
dealings with Hayti and San Domingo, in- 
dicate with great clearness that any serious 
lapse into barbarism on the part of our near. 
neighbors would call for the intervention of 
our police force.“ 

Mr. Adams then goes ontosay! Nov the 
current sets toward America and the absorp- 
tion of any considerable islands will probably 
‘ead to the assimilation of the rest, for the 
preference of the Products of any portion 
of the archipelago by the United States would 
so depress the trade of the remainder as 
to render civilized life therem exceedingly 
precarious” | ?

PLAN NEW BATTLE OF HASTINGS.

Austria Seeks an Excuse. ‘ 

There has been further evidence in the last 
few days that Austria would welcome any 
indiscreet act on the part of Servia which 
would give her moral excuse for temporary . 
military occupation of the little kingdom.

PARIS, March 13.—M. Dibos, a French en- 
inder, is conducting a series of experiments 
in the English channel which have given 
rise to the hope that New York harbor may 
ultimately be kept free ot fog. 

Attracted by the Engiish experiments for 

dissipating fog by means of electrica! dis- 
charges, M. Dibos conceived the ‘dea of a 
combination of Hertzian waves. 
Beneath a powerful Hertzian plant which 
emits waves of 40,000 voits he placed four 
huge blowpipes directed to the four points 
of the compass. Simultaneously with the dis- 
charge of the Hertzian waves the biowpipes, 
each giving a temperature of 2.000 degrees 
centigrade, were lighted. In from twenty to 
thirty minutes a thick fog was dispersed 
over a zone of 200 yards. Encouraged by 
this success, the experiments will be con- 
tinued.

Who can expect other than persons with 
retentive memories of early reading to know much more about “ King John” than 
that Shakespeare wrote it? The great tragedians used it seldom, it has yielded noth- 
ing to the supply of familiar quotations, and up to last Monday it hadn't been acted 
in this city since 1874. | 

The east side has a comedy new to most of the people who go to low price the- 
ters where gun-pop pieces used to be popular. It is an experiment with material to 
take the place of the crude melodramas once wanted, but now flouted. The heroine 
was a poor country girl before marrying an old city bachelor, and her follies and 
foibles irritate him to testiness.

Ewen's acts should be the initiation of a

Unfortunately, here, as everywhere else, 
Chicago’s poverty presents its perpetual 
negative. The survey would cost thou- 
sands, and, instead of being planned on 
large lines'and entered upon at once, must 
be gone a little at a time, as means are 
provided for the more pressing cases of 
need, such as the territory north of the 
river, where the new harbor is planned. 

The removal of obstructions in the riv- 
erway and the straightening and widen- 
ing of the thoroughfare await the neces- 
sary funds and possibly some enabling 
This is unfortunate, but at 
least should serve to concentrate the in- 
fluence of the private interests immedi- 
ately involved in support of the city’s 
movement for fiscal and other relief from 
the legislature. 

Meanwhile there are three main feat- 
ures of the harbor problem which involve 
study, negotiation, and settlement. 
is the articulation of the “city beauti- 
ful” plans with the potential harbor de- 


convictions that it is undesirable to con- 
tinue the party policy of a generation of 
appointing southern négro Republicans toe 
office.

The other plan has had long trial. It 
has brought out many efficient negro offi- 
cials. But it has been a constant irrita- 
tion to southern whites whose more active 
participation in political affairs is now 
so much sought. It is worth while to try 
the experiment. The professional south- 
ern negro politician may be eliminated by 
it. At the same time it is fair to presume 
that a generation hence, with race feel- 
ing much moderated, represehtative south- 
ern negroes of the new school will have 
their chance with representative southern 
whites. The change proposed is a radical 
one. But it has much to commend it, in 
view of the unsatisfactory political condi- 
tions of the last quarter of a century. 


NATIONAL EXPENDITURES. 

Chairman Tawney of the house commit- 
tee on appropriations deplores the rapid 
increase in the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment. There is no question as to the 
fact, but his explanations of it do not 
cover the entire ground. He attributes the 
larger appropriations to ‘popular and ex- 
ecutive demands upon congress to vote 
money for the exercise of rights and 
functions belonging exclusively to ths 
states and to the unnecessary war ex- 
penditures in time of peace. If one can 
believe him, congress has been forced 
against its better judgment to add to the 
functions and expenditures of the gov- 
ernment. 

It is true that the national government 
has taken in hand some matters which 
it would have let alone if the states had 
not neglected them. There would have 
been no meat inspection law if either Tili- 
nois or Chicago had made provision for 
an efficient inspection, There was a fail- 
ure to look after something which had be- 
come of mational concern. The national 
government could not force the local gov- 
ernment to act. Hence inevitably it had 
to assume a new task. 


bullt in the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury by Simon Alexander de Gallifet, who 
had realized an enormous fortune by his 
fishery enterprises, The De Gallifets were 
ennobied in 1628 by Louis XIII., when Alex- 
ander de Gallifet was president of thé par- 
liament of Alx. The name of Gallifet is 
stated to be a contraction of Gallus factus 
—that is to say, a made Frenchman ’’— 
which lends color to the stories according to 
which the general's fourteenth and fifteenth 
century ancestors were of foreign origin.

The De Gallifets played an important role 
in the military history of France in the 
eighteenth century, and one of them, Count 
Philippe de Gallifet, was inspector general 
of cavalry of the French army during the 
reign of Louis XV., and as such took part 
in the battles of Rosbach and of Minden. 
Another, Louis de Gallifet, was colonel of 
the royal guard at the time of the great revo- 
lution, and on the restoration was created 
a lieutenant general, while the father of the 
present marquis de Gallifet was colonel of 
chasseurs in the reign of Charles X. 

The general, in spite of his marriage to the 
daughter of the banker Lafitte, was 80 ex- 
travagant that the couple were unable to 
live in their ancestral home, which was 
turned over to De Gallifet’s sister, married to 
the Marquis d'Imecourt. The Marquis ad’ Ime- 
court was as close ted as her soldier 
brother was extrav nt, and, having mar- 
ried a rich man, her daughter was regarded 
as a great heiress. It was this that induced 
-Paul Musurus Bey, then councilor of the 
Turkish embassy in London, and son of the 
sultan’s ambassador there, to seek the hand, 
and incidentally the fortune, of Mile. d'Ilme- 
court. He induced her to run away with him. 
They went over to England, were married in 
due form, and after several weeks ventured 
to return to France for the purpose of effect- 
ing a reconciliation with the widowed Mar- 
quise d' Imecourt and the other members of 
the latter’s family. ‘As soon, however, as 
they landed at Boulogne they were arrested, 


police to her mother, while Paul Musurus 
was forcibly shipped off to England and 
threatened with criminal proceedings for ab- 
duction in the event of his daring to return; 
for his diplomatic immunities as a member 
of the Turkish embassy in London were of 
no avail in France, but only in the country 
in which he was officially statiqned.

There is probably no civilized power 
that is not bound by some hidden ties and 
obligations of this character, and it is only 
rarely that they are actually disclosed, al- 
though their existence may be strongly Bus- 
pected. 

There are known to be as yet unrevealed 
provisions in the Franco-British entente 
cordiale, and also in the notable agreement 
concluded last year between Russia and Eng- 
land, which may be said to have brought to a 
conclusion a feud that had existed for nearly 
a hundred years. That the public has been 
kept in the dark concerning certain phases of 
the triple alllance has lately been shown 
by the documentary evidence produced, pro- 
ing that as far back as in Webruary, 1881, 
the Roman consulta, or department of for- 
eign affairs, writing in the name of the Ital- 
ian government, had agreed to Austria's 
transformation of her occupation of Herze- 
govina and Bosnia into actual sovereignty 
whenever Emperor Francis Joseph found it 
necessary to make the change. 

In one word, every international agree- 
ment may be said to have its hidden joker,

There are many reasons which lead to the

The ocean steamships are steadily re- 
ducing the time requirement for crossing 
from continent to continent.

Is the Modern Burlesque: 
By Will Re€d Dunroy. | 


These are the days of ceneored burlesque. 
In other words, this sort of entertainment has 
been expurgated. Tastes have changed, and 
with the changing taste has comé a cleaner 
and more wholesome atmosphere in the 
Jouses where burlesque is played. In faot, 
such attractions are now so much more re- 
fined that women patronize these playhouses 
quite fred, and as many as 800 or 400 women 
may be seen at matinée performances in 
such houses as the Galety in Pittsburg, the 
Gaiety in St. Louls, the Star and Garter and 
Euson’s theater in Chicago, the Empire in 
Albany, and at Hertig and Seamon’s and the 
Murray Hill in New York.

Kren in the houses where the audiences 
are composed entirely of men, the humor is 
clean and the offerings are of a higher and 

There has 
been a tendency in later years to more nearly 
approximate musical comedy in this sort of 
entertaimment. and there is an interchange 
of players between burleeque and musica! 
comedy every season. 

A burlesque, to be a success, must be quick, 
snappy, and brisk. The points must be made 
emphatically. In fact, they must be made 
bluntly. ‘A spade must be called a spade and 
there must be no ambiguity. It is claimed 
that a great many of the comedians in mu- 
sical comedy study burlesqués every season 
and there get many hints that aid them in 
their work. /

It isa well known fact that-some of the 
funniest and best comedians in musical com- 
edy today received their trafming in bur- 
lesque. To be sure, it was burlesque of the 
higher sort, but even at that,some of them 

graduated from burlesque of the common er 
garden variety. There are several women on 
the stage, some in musical comedy and some 
in vaudeville, who began their careers on the 
burlesqué wheels, as the circuits are called. 
They displayed so much talent that’ they 
were promoted and now shine with more or 


less brilllancy in other forms of amusement 


Among the burlesque actors who have come 
forward may be mentioned such names as 
David Warfield, who was a high class bur- 
lesque actor in his early years; Sam Bernard, 
who had long training in this sort of thing; 
Jefferson De Angelis, Lew Fields, Joseph 
Weber, and many others. Lian Russell, 
who is now seen in straight comedy, at one 
time displeyed her talents in Tony Pastor's 
variety theater, and Grace La Rue, Emme 
Carus.

It is an odd feature, but those who claim 
to know say that some of the best burlesque 
actors come from the Pacific coast and San 
Francisco holds the palm for producing 
them. ‘The stock companies in the city of the 
Golden Gate have given the stage a great 
many of the best burlesquers. Other west- 
ern Cities have provided others, 


— 

Vaudeville performers who tire of the two a 
day houses seek engagements with the big 
burlesque companies. There they are sure of 
long seasons and are relieved of the worry of 
railroading, the care of baggage, and other 
annoyances, and they find the life easier in 
many respects. 

On the other hand, the vaudeville stage is 
constantly being recruited from burlesque. 
Joseph E. Howard, author of a half dozen 
musical scores, is now in vaudeville. He was 
once in burlesque with Ida Emerson, then his 
wife. Frank Finney was in burlesque e long 
time and is now one of the head liners in 
vaudeville.

Many of the big acts in vaudeville and 
some of the best specialties now seen in mu- 
sical comedy were played in burlesque in 
Chicago several years ago.“ says Sid J. Fu- 
son, one of the managers of burleaeque in Chi- 
cago. Frank Abbott, manager of one df the 
big burlesque companies seen in Chicago re- 
cently, says: There was a time when all 
that was needed to start a burlesque com- 
pany were about a dogen large women, some 
fieshings, and a few tainted jokes. That time 
is past. Tastes have changed. Ren audi- 
ences. composed entirely of men refuse to 
accept the old smut. Choruses now must 
nave more than weight to recommend them. 
They must be able to sing and, to dance. 
They must be on a par with the choruses with 
musical comedy. The old days of Lydia 
Thompson and Frankie Balley ‘are over. 
Burlesque is on a higher plane than it ever 
wast. To be successful it must be quick and 
snappy. It must never be slow or draggy. 


‘Bverything must go with a rush and a dash.” 
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Whether or not it may be attributed to the 
psychological effect of certain kinds of drama 
it is a fact that every theatrical engagement 
of a serious emotional work means extra 
labor for the Jost and found departments of 
the theater. The more absorbing and in- 
tense the play, the more valuable and nu- 
merous are the things left in the wake of de- 
Parting audiences.

It may not be widely known, but at the 
Present time the vaudeville actor is better 
paid and has less werk to do than any other 
player on the stage. There are many in- 
stances where & map and his wife dre ap- 
pearing on the-varifty stage and they get 
from $150 to 6200 for their att.” while if 
they were appeafing together in regular 
dramatic attractions they might not get more 
than $100 with their salaries pooled. 

The great demand for novelties on the 
vaudeville stage in recent years hag brought 
salaries up, and there are numerous playera 
on the continuous circuits who are immense- 
ly wealthy. In recent times the vaudeville 
player has become careful and frugal. There 
was a time when he was a careless individ- 
ual, living from hand to mouth and dreasing 
in a shabby manner, but that time is past. 
Now the variety performer is among the 
best dressed players on the Rialto, and he 
stops at the best hotels and is eminently re- 
spectable. : 

Take such players as McIntyre and Heath. 
They draw big salaries and they hoth know 
how to gave money. McIntyreown property 
in Chicago, in Seattle, and in New York. 
Heath has numerous real estate invest- 
ments and is a man of means. James 
Thornton is another well known vaudeville 
player who has saved his money, invested it 
carefully, and accumulated a nice fortune. 
Will Cresey is practically independent. 
Harry Houdini expects to retire within a 
year, and there are several other players 
well known on the circults operated b 
vaudeville associations who would be called 
wealthy even in these days of bloated for- 
tunes. 

With increasing salaries, with short hours 
of work, and with other advantages the tone 
of the vaudeville player has risen greatly in 
the last few years. There are many pley- 
ers who riee early on Sunday mornings and 
go to church. Many have acquired thrifty, 
habits and send their mioney home, or to 
banks, as soon as they get it. It ie not an 
uncommon thing to see a vaudeville team 
hasten and get salaries changed into money 
orders to be sent away as soon as the pay 
envelopes are delivered. There are young 
girle.in vaudeville who support their mothers 
at home, and many a family has cause to be 
thankful for the good salaries earned by 
players who are seen on the great circuits 
that are operated throughout the country. 


When the Manager 
Acts as Substitute 


‘Both heads of the so-called theatrical syn- 
dicate, Marc Klaw and A. L. Erlanger, have 
taken part during their interesting careers in 
practically every.branch of the amusement 
business. They have been managers, ad- 
vance agents, treasurers, stage directors, 


and‘actors.. During the last few years Mr. 


Erlanger — made it a business to personally 
rehearse every big production with which 
the name of his firm has been connected. 

His memory is remarkably retentive, and 
ii is said of him that simply. a few rehearsals 
are sufficient to enable ‘him to familiarize 
himself with all the sp hes of the play. If 
the manuscript of Little Nemo were to 
bé destroyed it is safe to say that Mr. Er- 
langer could dictate another from memory.

Mr. Klaw has not appeared upon the stage 
in years, but he made his debut asan actor 
in Boston. A company in which he was in- 
terested—findncially and managerially—was 
suddenly deprived of the services of one of its 
members who had a long part. No one could 
or would learn it. It seemed absolutely nec- 
essary for Klaw to act or dismiss a big audi- 
ence. Having hea the part more than a 
hundred times he felt that he knew it, and he 
went bravely at it. 

From the comments of the other actors.“ 
confesses Mr. Klaw, I was far from a suc- 
cess: I had taken, however, one precaution. 
I had left the name of the actor whose part 
I had taken in the program, and he got all 
the blame in the papers.

Ardency appears to be the distinctive mark 
of the present day stage kiss. There wasa 
time when the kiss behind the footlights 
was but a perfunctory sort of thing. The 
hero simply brushed ‘the cheek of the heroine 
with his mustache, and that was well. But 
in these days of realism the stage kiss is 
more than that, or at least it appears so to 
the people out in front of the house. Still, 
those who know say that it is the same old 
kiss, only a degree of intensity is injected 
into it that makes it appear an ardent affair. 

Those who claim.to know say that it is not 
good stage ethfcs for lovers to kiss.on~the 
mouth. The audience gets the impression 
that the kiss is planted squarely on the ruby 
tinted lips, but this is all an illusion. The 
hero, when he bends over his beloved, sim- 
ply kisses her on the cheek and thus fools 
the people who are looking on. Of course, 
when a husband and his wife are playing 
opposite to each other that 16 a different 
matter, and engaged couples often use the 
real kiss, but as a general thing the stage 
kiss is nothing more than a stage kiss, sosay 
the managers. 

It was Olga Nethersole, the English ac- 
tress. who some years ago startled the coun- 
try with her famous kiss in Sappho,’ and 
this was so real, so clinging, and so ardent 
that it caused no end of trouble and even 
aided in suppressing the play on Broadway.

But neither the kiss that caused Marc An- 
tony to lose a kingdom nor the one that 
caused Don José to lose his life is the kies 
the hero is seeking. Finally he is tempted 
with the Gibson girl kiss, but that Is too 
cold, too icy to suit him. Finally Adeline 
Genée fleats in on her toes and allows him 
to touch the tips of her fingers with his lips, 
and this is the nearest he comes to the un- 


attainable.

From fifty to seventy-five women in the 
Ghetto earn their living and some even sup- 
port their families by making wigs. This does 
not mean that these women are the patron 
saints of balded men or young women seek- 
ing to improve their looks with an extra curl 
or two. The wigs these usually middle aged 
women make are worn by women who have 
plenty and even beautiful hair of their own, 
and not by professional play actors.“ More 
than that, beautiful locks are sometimes cut 
or shaved off to make room for the odd look- 
ing, clumsy wig. 

The custom of women weari 
part of religion with Jewish w -in Russia, 
Austria, and Galicia, where néarly every or- 
thodox woman who is true to her orthodoxy 
has her hair cMpped the day after her mar- 
riage. Thig hair cutting of brides has been 
the cause of many a tragedy, and the bride 
refusing to allow her hair to be cut is the 
heroine of many a story and song which one 
still hears in the Chicago Ghetto. 

The influx of Russian Jews into America 
because of repeated persecution by the Rus- 
sian government orought with it hundreds 
of women who remain loyal to their orthodox 
traditions even in this country, where, to all 
appearances, Russian Jews and still more 
Jewesses cast aside their orthodoxy in favor 
of Americanism. 

It is to supply these new arrivals from Rus- 
sia with wigs that this specifically Jewish 
wig industry is still kept up, and it is be- 
cause of the large number of immigrants 
with a strong orthodox element that is ar- 
riving in this city daily that the wig business 


has attained the scant prosperity with Neve

While this wig industry is primarily an 
occupation for women, one frequently finds 
that where the woman has built up a con- 
siderable trade the man also is initiated in 
the mysteries of the business and is allowed

Inquiries about e success with which the 
trade is meeting in this country brought out 
various answers and views. The pro- 
prietress of a shop on Maxwell street, who 
employes three girls, was optimistic about 
the future of wigs in this country. 

We are doing a brisk business, she said,

bitter in their denunciation of this, as they 
call Kk, barbaric and Asiatic custom. 

But quarrels between mothers and daugh- 
ters are not the only products of the conflict 
between the old world orthodoxy and Ameri- 
can enlightenment. In many cases the per- 
sistence of the woman in the matter of wear- 
ing wigs results in divorce or in desertion by 
her more Americanized husband.

“This conflict between the old and new, 
between the orthodoxy which for many 
women is embodied in the wig andina few 
more such customs, and the Americanized 
husband is the great peace disturber in 
many a home in the ghetto,” said a repre- 
sentative Jew of the west side. 

The men come to this country about four 
years ahead of their wives. Their business 
and general experience during those few 
years Americanizes them to a large extent. 
When the woman comes there is a big gap 
between the husband and the wife. If the 
woman is of a more or less pliant nature, 
and lends herself to changes in her ways of 
life as well as her views of things in general, 
all is well and good. 


If, on the other hand,

she still insists on keeping up her ortho- 


doxy, her wig wearing, and such other 


strange oriental customs, cnage is sure to be | 


trouble in the family. 

It is this peculiar wig industry in the 
ghetto that will determine the general prog- 
ress and the standard of Mving of the Jews 
inthe ghetto. The wig and the woman wear- 
ing it stand for the old ideals and standards 
of life. ig wearing usually thrives in the 
filthy and congested tenement districts, and 
carries with it a sort of an opposition to 
things modern and new.

The next most patient athlete in the John- 
son organization was Hartsel of the Ath- 
letics, who trudged ninety-six times and 
wasn't hit once. ‘he left fielders of the 
American league teams were possessed of 
eagle eyes, for Nos. 3 and 4 in the list of 
charity takers were Matty McIntyre of the 
Tigers and Josh Clarke of the Naps, both of 
whom play the port garden. 

Eighteen of the Johnsonites received fifty 
or more gifts, the Chicago team having five 
men in the half-century list. the Boston Red 
Sox four, the St. Louis Browns three, the 
Clevelands and Athietics two each, and the 
Detroits and New Yorks one each.

as the battery. 

Jake Stahl of Boston had the distinction of 
being winged by the pitchers oftener than 
any other player in the junior organization. 
He was vaccinated twenty-one times. 

Comiskey’s pale hosed warriors troubled 
the pitchers more than any of their rivals. 
The Chicago south siders got 588 passes, 56 
of which were of the kind that were liable to 
send a player to the hospital. The next most 
patient team was Washington. The Tigers 
ranked next to last, and the Highlanders 
brought up the rear in gaining complimen- 
taries. The American league pitchers had 
better command than their brethren of the 
National league, passing 334 fewer men and 
hitting 50 less players.

“JEFF” STIRS ALL NEW YORK 


Presence of 3 in the Lime- 
light Casts Shadow Over Big Black.

Interest in the fighting game now centers 
in the two foremost heavy weights of the day, 
Jack Johnson and James J. Jeffries. The 
latter arrived in New York over a week ago 
and was given one of the most enthusiastic 
receptions ever accorded a pugilist in the his- 
tory of the game. 

The arrivai of a presidential candidate, a 
foreign sovereign, or even a municipal! elec- 
tion never has stivred up the interest the big 
bollermaker did. He was able to get about 
only with the assistance of police and his 
close friends. Even today Jeff's presence on 
the street will stir up more commotion than 
a fire in the financial district. 

Jam reiterating this only for the purpose 
of drawing a parallel with the reception Jack 
Johnson will receive when he visits Broad- 
way. No matter where he goes, he will not 
be the really popular fellow Jeff is or other 
white heavyweight champions have been. 

It is seldom 1 care to refer to my Own ex- 
perience in the fighting game, but when upon 
the subject of receptions given champion 
pugilists I honestly believe the reception 
given me after my fight with John L. Sullivan 
was the greatest ever accorded any fighter 
in the history of the sport. 


° Sullivan Idol of Fans. 

Of course Sullivan had been the idol of the 
fighting fan. He was looked upon as the 
greatest man ever seen in the ring, and prob- 
ably he was. The New York fans thought 
he couldn't be beaten. They had bet their 
money on Sullivan and had given odds of 3 to 
1 in most cases. Most of my friends were 
from the west. San Francisco and other 
coast cities had backed me against Sullivan 
largely because they had seen me in action 
and thought that the odds on Sullivan were 
too big. 

When New York makes up her mind to do 
something, there is no city in the world that 
approaches her in enthusiasm. Well, after 
my fight with Sullivan the Gotham sports 
decided I should be extended a welcome and 
they laid their plans. Before the train ar- 
rivedin New York a committee of sports got 
aboard to meet me and to post me of what 
was in store forme. When I climbed off the 
train, thousands of people were there to do 
their part in showing me that New York 


fappreciates anybody who has accomplished 


anything out of the ordinary. 

When I started to tell this personal story 
it wae also for the puropse of bringing in the 
account of the celebrated brown derby,’’ 
and right here as 1 got off the train is where 
it belongs. Of the thousands of people who 
were on hand to welcome me, there was one 
fat, jolly looking fellow who had met me 
some other time in.my life. He said it had 
been at Jersey City when he congratulated 
me on my victory over John L.

“ Why, you must remember me, Jim. Iam 
the fellow with the brown derby who met you 
at Jersey City after your Sullivan fight. 
Don't you remember the hat?“ 

This was the foundation for the story that 
has gone around the world and is often used 
today by traveling men when they meet old 
acquaintances. There were thousands of 
“brown derby ’’ boys in New York at that 
time, and there still are, aand I'll bet Jeff 
has met a lot of them since he arrived on 
Broadway. 

My New York reception, which began at 
the depot, was kept up for a week. The cli- 
max undoubtedly was reached when the mon- 
ster crowd gathered at Madison Square gar- 
den to witness a few bouts and extend their 
congratulations to me and their regrets to 
John L.

Kelly had it on Papke the last Ame 
they met, but the next session of the two 
will find Papke in the best shape he ever has 
been. 

Temperament and Weight. 


I often have been asked why I have never 
taken on weight.

However, the secret primarily is in my ad- 
hering to the laws of nature in eating and 
drinking. Every athlete should curb his ap- 
petite and eat moderately. Of course the 
athletic work produces a strong desire to eat. 
And, as a rule, the athlete eats until he can't 
eat any more. This is worse than eating too 
little and results in makms the body slug- 
gish and lazy. 

Abe Attel is a fine Semple of moderate 
living. The little Hebrew takes care of him- 
self all the time, and no fighter in the history 
of the game has as little trouble about his 
weight when getting ready to fight. Attel 
seldom thinks about how much he will weigh. 
This probably accounts for his long and suc- 
cessful career more than any other reason. 
Jeffries likes all the good things, and that is 
why he is so far beyond where he was when 
he won the championship.

Experience with Aerolite. 


McMahon had a not altogether pleasant 
experience in connection with the pacer Aero- 
lite. He had been told by the owner of the 
horse that the stallion was strictly sound, 
and on that representation agreed to take 
him, paying $500 earnest money. When he 
looked at the horse the following day he 
found the paeer wearing bandages, and it 
was only at his positive refusdl to go any 
farther in the matter until they were re- 
moved that they came off. A glance showed 
the Chicago trainer the stallion had a big 
front leg, and it was not entirely free from 
fever. McMahon, of course, declined to take 
Aerolite at any price, and naturally supposed 
his $506 would be returned, but the owner 
of the horse refused to refund, and still] has 
the money. Suit for its recovery has been 
instituted. ' 

It always has been a difficult proposition to | 
get two horses, by the same stallion and out 
of the same mare, both of which would race 
well. Undistinguished brothers and sisters 
to distinguished trotters and pacers have 
been common enough. Axtell and Allerton 
had a brother or two apiece that could not 
beat 2:20, and on the running turf the same , 
state of affairs prevails. 

Speed Runs in the Blood. 

When, in the fall of 1907, the 3 year old 
trotter Bisa stepped better than 2:10 in her 
races, and her brother Binvolo, a year young- 
er, took a mark of 2:15, winning the fastest 
three heat race by 2 year old trotters, the 
spell seemed broken. Binvolo took a record 
under 2:10 as a 3 year old, Bisa not being 
started that season, and that made them.the 
best brother and sister in the trotting rec- 
ords when speed and the quality of their 
performances is considered. Both were bred 
by William Russell Allen of Pittsfield, Mass., 
and that gentleman- now has in training on 
his farm track a 2 year old brother to Bisa 
and Binvolo. 

John Young, who prepared the other two 
members of the family for their engage- 
ments, will get this one ready, and if he 
makes good to the extent of showing a mile 
in 2:20 or better as a 2 year old it will make 
his sire, Bingara, a champion in respect of 
getting three great colt trotters in a row 
from one mare. Mr. Allen, who has done 
much for the breeding interests in more 
ways than one, will be greatly gratified if the 
brother to Bisa and Binvolo upholds the 
family reputation in the trotting line. Mr. 
Allen bred the dam of the fast youngsters, 
she being by Kremlin, which Mr. Allen raced 
from his 8 year old form until he Was re- 
tired, during which time he secured the 
stallion record with a mile in 2:07%. Bin- 
gara was selected by Mr. Allen from among 
a number of sons of Bingen, and his early 
and unusual success as a sire, especially 
when mated with Kremlin mares, already 
has made it possible to place his fee at 8150. 
Next to: Peter the Great he is the foremost 
young sire, and five years from now he may 
be at the top, being a much younger horse 
than Peter, which is within three years of 
the age of Bingen, sire of Bingara. 

Bingen a Popular Horse. 

Bingen, always a popular horse, is having 
an extra boom just now owing to the fact 
that his two best trotters. The Leading Lady, 
®-O7F at 3 years, and Uhlan, 2:07% at 4 years, 
made their records last fall. Uhlan raced 
like a high class horse, not losing a race or 
a heat, although he was started in the Grand 
circuit and at Lexington, and while The 
Leading Lady was beaten in her later en- 
gagements she won races around 2:12. and 
her 2:07 mile is not Hkely soon to be duplli- 
cated by any trotting filly of herage. What 
she did as a trotter and what Minor Heir 
accomplished as a pacer last year has called 
the attention of breeders to the blood of 
the stallion Heir-at-Law. a double galied 
son of Mambrine King which had a (rotting 
record of 2:12 and one of 2:05% at the pace. 
He sired Minor Heir and also got the dam 
of The Leading Lady, a trotter called Miss 
Pratt. whose record is 2;17%. 

Early Speed of the Bingens. 

Bingen will have a better class of mares 
this year than even before, his owner, a 

New Yorker, having a band of seventy-five 
matrons’ from which to select. Bingen no 
longer is a public stallion, and about the 
only outside mare that will be mated with 
him this year is the western trotter Angiola, 
2:06. She is a daughter of Gregory the Great, 
and was bought as a 4 year old by a Chi- 
cagoan, who had Dean train her. She trot- 
ted in about 2:12 for him, and then was sold, 
going to the stable of Oscar Ames, who raced 
her several years, and eventually lowered 
her record to 2:06. A colt foaled from her 
by Bingen should be the making of a stock 
horse, as the get of Gregory the Great are 
noted for their fine size, while some Bingens 
are lacking in that particular. For early 
speed the Bingen strain is hard to beat, but 
not a great many of them have trained on 
to be really great trotters at maturity. This 
has been explained by some on the ground 
that the Bingens, once they show speed, come 
so fast they afe allowed to do too much for 
their age and the experience they have had 
—in other words, are asked to go hard races 
deore they are up to that sort of thing. 
Uhlan Is an Exception. 

In this particular Uhlan, best of the Bin- 
gens, is an exception. He was not seriously 
trained either as a 2 or 3 year old, but tn 
the latter season got plenty of matinée rac- 
ing, where there was not much scoring, and 
it made no real difference whether a horse 
won or was beaten. Under this plan of stay- 
ing at one track all the time and going one 

race a week the 3 year old came on with 
wonderful rapidity, and the following spring, 
when trained professionally, he had. extra 
speed on tap every time he was asked for it.

FOR JACKSON PARK HARBOR 


South Shore Club’s Yachtsmen 
Revive Veteran Project. 


LOOK FOR SUCCESS THIS TIME 


Power Boat Men Begin Activity; Sev- 
eral New Craft in Sight. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

If plans now under way go to a successful 
conclusion the South Shore Country club 
soon will take its place among the foremost 
yachting organizations in Chicago, if not 
on the great lakes. Last week the club's 
board of governors appointed a committee 
to confer with the South park commissioners 
and federal authorities on a proposition to 
construct an outer harbor fronting Jackson 
park and the property of the South Shore 
club. 

This committee, which is composed of Fred 
W. Upham, chairman; William A. Lydon. 
George W. Jackson, G. H. Atkin, Charles E. 
Fox, and George M. Wisner, will get to work 
at once and prepare a complete report to be 
submitted to the board of governors, who 
undoubtedly will take prompt action in the 
matter. 

The outer harbor proposition along the lake 
shore at Jackson park is not a new one. 
Four or five years ago the Jackgon Park 
Yacht club presented arguments to the South 
park board setting forth the advantages of 
such improvement, but the matter never got 
beyond the blue print stage. It had not been 
forgotten, however, and the sguth side 
yachtsmen have been biding their time await- 
ing a favorable opening. 


Two Clubs Will Co-operate. 


Now the South Shore Country club, with 
the assistance of hundreds of influential mem- 
bers, proposes to take up the work, and 
doubtiess will cojperate with the Jackson 
Park Yacht clubin the common cause. Since 
th> Jackson Parkers first conceived the idea 
conditions have become more favorable to 
the project, which, if carried out, will make 
Chicago one of the great yachting centers ot 
the country. The proposition is in line with 
several large harbor projects now being con- 
templated. 

At Gary the Indiana Steel company is 
pending $1,000.000 on a harbor that, when 
completed, will be capable of accommodating 
the United States battleship squadron. The 
downtown harbor is well known as one of the 
best protected harbors on the great lakes, 
while at Lincoln park, the commissioners 
have developed another large harbor. At 
Wilmette, the piers constructed by the drain- 
age board afford protection for a limited 
number of boats, while the Lake Bluff naval 
station is to have a basin of ample propor- 
tions and depth. A harbor at Jackson park 
is the only link necessary to make a chain of 
liarbors which would encourage yachting as 
probably no other improvement would. 


Harbor to Include 300 Acres. 

A couple of years ago the South Shore 
Country club joined the Lake Michigan 
Yachting association, but owing to inade- 
quate harbor facilities the activities of 
yachtsmen in the organization were confined 
to dory sailing. Now, if they carry out their 
plans, the special committee just appointed 
will place the club in the foremost rank of 
western yachting organizations. 

The plans to be presented are almost iden- 
tical with those of the J. 1“. Y. C. a tew years 
ago. They provide for an inclosed harbor 
with an area of approximately #0 acrés. A 
pier will be recommended running south 
from the present casino pier, the cost to be 
borne by the south park board, while the 
South Shore club proposes to rebuild and 
extend its piers north, which would provide 
a large inclosure, and, when dredged out, a 
safe harbor of refuge for scores of deep 
draft yachts. 

One convincing argument the South Store 
special committee will present is the fact 
that at present the Jackson park lagoon is 
crowded with yachts, while over sixty boat 
owners are on the waiting list and unable 
to secure moorings. it is said that if the 
project goes through it will carry with ita 
permit to the Jackson Park Yacht club to 
construct a club house on the shore of the 
lake, which has been anxious to do fcr 
several years. 


New Boats to Appear. 

The bringing to Chicago of William Hale 
Thompson's Valmore and Dr. W. L. Baum's 
recently purchased Amorita—both magnifi- 
cent schooners—and the building by William 
A. Lydon of the largest steel steam yacht.on 
the great lakes, indicates that Chicago citi- 
zens at last have awakened to the fact this 
} city possesses natural resources for the en- 
] joyment of yachting. Other new boats to ap- 
pear in the harbor this spring are Commo- 
dore Berryman s yawl Veruna and James B. 
Keogh’s yaw!, Omoo, both of the Chicago 
Yacht club squadron. 

Rumors of other crack yachts to be bought 
by other local men are in the air. Aspirant, 
Addison G. Hanan's great New York #loop, 
is said to be a possibility, as a Chicago 
yachtsman is contemplating the purchase of 
the craft. Another crack baat that may be 
brought here is J. Maxwell Rogers’ big 
schooner yacht, Queen. 

Coincident with the sighting of the first 
robin comes the appearance of the first yacht 
of the season, which was towed into the 
anchorage of the Jackson Park Yacht club 
during the Week. Downtown, the basin is 
free of ice and the first boat is expected to 
make its appearance most any day. News of 
transfers is beginning to come in. Vice Com- 
modore Edward F. Jedlan of the Jackson 
Park Yacht club has sold his thirty foot 
loop. Cyma, to Frank J. Spierling and E. P. 
Frost, while Edward. J. Tierney has dis- 
posed of his half interest in the sloop Wid- 
sith to Albert E. Rohde, who becomes sole 
owner of the boat. 


Motor Craft Men Active.

Play in the new American Whist league 
challenge trophy contest is about to begin in 
this section, the first game to be between the 
Hyde Park and Hamilton clubs of Chicago.

Custody of Trophy ~The trophy shall be held | 
by the club winning the Hamilton club trophy con- 
test at an annual congress until the first of the 
following October. 

During the months of October. November, Decem- 
ber. and January the trophy shell be he'd, subject 
to challenge by clubs in the section where the 
trophy is held Oct. 1: it shall be held subject to 
challenge By clubs in the opher section during 
the tnonthé of February, March.

While the trophy le actualiy held in one section 
LS shall, for the purpcses of these rules, be treated

From the end of May until the opening of the 
next congress the trophy shall be held by the club 
winning one last match in the section where the 
trophy is actually held. 


Rule for Trial Contest. 


Final contest—Whenever the actual holder or the 
consiructive holder of the trophy shall have won 
twenty matches actually played. the president shall 
suspend all challenge matches and immediately 
arrange a final contest, best two matches in 
three, between said holder and the club with the 
greatest number of victories to its credit in the 
other section. If the leading clubs in said other 
section shail have secured an equal number of 
victories, right to enter the al contest shall be 
determined by a semi-tinal test ot One or more 
matches between said clubs. to be played immedi- 
ately under the direction of the president, each 
club, however. being entitled to receive ten days’ 
notice thereof. 

Thé final contest shall be played at @ point se- 
lected by the president, as near as may be equal 
distant between the re clubs, and at tue 
time as he may direct, within four weeks after 
the conclusion of the last challenge or semi-final 
match, but each club shall be entitled receive 
ten days’ notice of the final contest. 


Change a Popular One. 

The changes from the old rules should be 
popujar. In the first place, the piay in each 
section will last through eight months in- 
stead of four, but games will be played fort- 
nightly instead of weekly. In the past a 
team which has been successful in winning a 
series Of games has invariably found it®ur- 
densome to be obliged to defend thestrophy 
every week. 

There has been considerable written of late 
about the combined echo and uhblock at 
bridge. This play has been used here for 
many years by the better players. 

The unblocking play as used in this | con- 
nection means simply that when you hold 
more than three cards in the suit which your 
partner opens, in attempting to win the trick 
you play, first, the third best of the suit and 


then the second best in order to avoid block- 
ing your partner's suit in case he holds more 
than you. To play a higher and then a lower 
card in the suit of no-trump informs your 
partner not only that you have four or more 
cards in that suit but that you have the best 
card not already declared.

AMERICAN " COLLEGES ARE _ 
SEEKING AN AMATEUR RULE. 


Authorities Would Be Liberal in Dif- 
ferentiating Between Youngster 
Who Violates Law and Professional.

Important developments are expected in 
the near future as a result of the movement 
inaugurated at the last meeting of the Inter- 
collegiate Athletic association to secure a 
good definition of an amateur athiete and 
an enunciation of laws for his government. 

The question was forced upon the sixty 
members of this organization when a visit- 
ing delegate asked whether or not colleges 
that permit summer bassball would be wel- 
come additions to the Intercollegiate asso- 
clation. Now, it happens *hat each institu- 
tion joining must agree. among other things, 
to prevent the playing in intercollegiate con- 
tests of those ineligible as amateur. Hence 
the query: Who is an amateur?” became 
of unusual importance to the collegiate 
world, 

The colleges in this country are not alone 
in their efforts to settle this vexed point. 
Laws on the matter are being promulgated 
by the athletic associations of England, 
Denmark, and other lands. The amateur 
status has become of importance largely on 
account of the wide influence of the Olympic 
games. The participants in these are zug- 
posed to be simon pure amateurs, whether 
coming from the United States, New Zea- 
land, or Australia. The discussions that 
arose over some of them at the London 
Olympie are still echoing in the ears of the 
public. 


Uniform Governing Laws Needed. 

It is necessary to have uniform governing 
laws for the separation of amateurs from 
professionals. else these bickerings always 
will occur at these great international meets, 
That colleges are taking part in the move- 
ment is a subject for congratulation, since 
it is well known that England and other con- 
tinental countries view with especial sus- 
picion the amateurism of the college athlete 
of the United States. 

The abuses existing in college athletics, 
the commercialism so rampant in connec- 
tion with the sports of many American in- 
stitutions, are well known. to foreigners, and 
make them regard all our college athletes 
with more or less suspicion. It cannot be 
claimed that the last Olympic games les- 
sened this suspicion—indeed, certain unfor- 
tunate incidents but increased it a hundred 
fold. 

Many institutions permit their students to 
join minor baseball leagues during the sum- 
mer months and insist their amateur status 
is not injured thereby. On the other hand, 
many colleges publicly frown on this making 
of athletic prowess a means of gain, while 
in private condoning it on the part of their 
own players. There are in addition insti- 
tutions which are honestly striving to pre- 
vent their students violating one of the con- 
sidered fundamentals of the amateur law, 
with the result that these players are apt to 
deceive, to lie, and thus to seriously~ de- 
terlorate morally. 


Aim to Correct Evils. 

To correct the evils is one of the great 
aims of the sixty colleges and universities 
that belong to the Intercollegiate assccia- 
tion. The sentiment seems to be decidedly 
in favor of securing a reasonable definition 
of an amateur and then strictly upholding 
the standard set. With this end in view the 
following committee was appointed and is 
now struggling with the subject:

The committee is studying the definition of 
an amateur and the laws governing the 
same recently adopted by the Wales, Danish, 
and Tasmania federations, which reads: 

Amateur shall mean one who has never 
competed for money, whether in the form 
of a prize, staked bet, or declared wager, 
or knowingly competed with or against a pro- 
fessional or taught, pursued. or assisted in 
the practice of any athietic exercise as a 
means of livelihood., or for pecuniary gain.“ 


Who Are Professionals? 

Whether similar laws are suited to the col- 
lege situation is to be decided. Conditions 
are different. The one set of laws deals 
with men, the other with boys, and those 
just entermg manhood. The prevalence of 
summer ball playing all over the United 
States between teams to which college play- 
ers during vacation naturally gravitate, 
makes the amateur question a different one 
from the collegiate standpoint.

The important clause is the last one. With 
it in force there will be no excuse for a 
college boy concealing any of his past ath- 
letic history. It seems a sensibje provision.

Army of Young Breaédwinners. 

“ With the closing of the schoo! year,” said 
the principal of a grammar school, we are 
face to face with an army of 14 year old bread 
winners, an army made up from all nations, 
but all speaking the same language—Eng- 


lish—and all imbued with the same spirit— 


money making. The boys, which make up 
about three-fourths of the army, are perhaps 
the worst off lot of would-be wage earners 
living. They don’t know where to turn te 
search for work. A certain amount of knock- 
ing about, so to speak, is beneficial to every 
man But these youngsters frequently get 
more of it thaihey should have. 

“This army of would-be wage earners, 
business men, captains of industry, and lead- 
ers in every walk of life? are the most eager 
job hunters in Chicago. They are most pa- 
tient, and when they get a job are grateful, 
for moat of them need work and need it badly. 
To most of them the day when they would 
receive their school and age certificate stood 
out iike an oasis in the barren desert of their 
lives.

Certificates Given te Hundreds, 

But not alone to the children are these cer- 
tificates full of meaning. They mean a great 
deal to their parents, who have been looking 
forward to the day when their boy or girl 
would become of assistance to them. No- 
where is this better seen than at the office of 
the board of education, where these school 
and age certificates are issued. From morn- 
ing until evening the office is crowded with 
children and their parents, who come to get 
their certificates for them. There is a relief 
in the eyes of some of the parents. In the 
face of some tired mother one can read that 
she had already made her plans how to use 
the 2.80 A week which little Johnny will 
earn. On the other hand, some of the parents 
are sad. They tell themselves, or their 
neighbor with whom they are talking over 
the prospects which a boy of 14 has for get- 
ting a job now, that they will send their chil- 
dren to school again as soon as vacation is 
over. In their heart, however, they know 
this will not be possible. Once the boy goes 
to work he will have to stick to it. The family 


winner meets until he finds employment 
gives us a large amount of hobos and tramps. 

Frequently a luckless youth will join 
the street gang after a few weeks’ job hunt- 
ing. Sometimes he will meet older people 
who are also out of work, but for other rea- 
sons. From them the young boy learns 
some bitter truths and early becomes im- 
bittered at all honest industry.

“I have seen such cases happen. One

He wanted to work 
because his mother was a widow and he 
wanted to help her. But he was not success- 

He had no acquaintances and got only 
jobs that he did not like and for which he 
was not fit. By the time he was 19 he was 
completely exhausted, and the first chance 
he got to become a tramp he took it and 
left his helpless mother alone In the world.

Suggests Agency for Them. 

It was cruel ofthe son. Yet this was al- 
most inevitable, and will continue to be so 
as long as moneymaking will be the only 
object of the youth who looks for work and 
as long as no person is interested in the thou- 
sands of children who leave school annually 
to go to work. 

“If children become machines at the age 
of 14 they are not apt to last long. Pro- 
visions should be made for them. They 
should have a chance to find themselves, to 
find what work they are best fitted for and 
what work they like. They should be sup- 
plied with information regarding those es- 
tablishments while boys of their age might 
find profitable work and not be left to find 
out these things after it is too late, after 
they had seen too many disappointments 
and formed*morbid, depressing views of life. 

“A disinterested investigation among the 
working classes of the city would reveal the 
fact that nime-tenths of their children work 
at trades or jobs which they don't like and 
for which they are not suited. They work 
because they get wages and not because they 
have an interest in their work. This is the 
result of the reckless and ill advised, or 
rather unadvised, choosing of work upon 
leaving Wchool. Unless this is remedied and 
the graduating classes of the public schools 
are looked after. by some agency we can ex- 
pect more tramps every yéar, and nobody 
but ourselves will be to blame for it.”

Ask one thousand 
or more house to house canvassers 
and atreet peddlers and hawkers in 
Chicago what sways success, and they 

will tell you that it is your ability to separate 
a man from a 10 cent piece by making him 
buy the particular article you have for sale, 
whether he wants it or not. If you can do 
that, then you will be successful. 

You will never have to look for a job. You 
will never accept a job even if you were 
offered a salary which your next door neigh- 
bor would consider lucrative. For once you 
have acquired this art of convincing people 
that you are absolutely right and honest— 
even if you convince them only for that mo- 
ment—you are sure to make more than you 
would get by holding even the best of jobs. 

At least 1,000 such house to house peddlers 
in Chicago are making an excellent living, 
paying for homes on the installment plan and 
even buying real estate for speculation from 
the earnings of such 10 cent sales. They sel- 
dom spend more than 51.80 for their stock of 
goods for the day and seldom come out with 
less than §38 profit before their day's work is 
done. 

Many of them make as high as $0 a week, 
and here and there one finds a man who 
would not exchange his humble job of being a 
house to house peddier for a position which 
would give him a salary of Ns.

Expensive Articles Are Tobooed. 

One of the first rules among these canvass- 
ers is never to attempt to sell any expensive 
articles, If you try to sell an article for $6 
you are apt to go from morning until night, 
knock at a hundred doors, and not make one 
sale. Five dollar bills are scarce and those 
that have them to spend and want to buy 
the same article which the peddler is selling 
will go downtown to a big department store 
and do their “shopping” there. But a 
nickel, a dime, and even a quarter almost 
every housewife has. If the article which 
the peddier sells be such as to have any 
connection whatever with the needs of any 
household, even the poorest woman is pre- 
valled upon to buy. After she had refuted 
the peddler's arguments why she should not 
buy there always remains one which she 
cannot meet. That isthe fact that the article 
in question is “cheap, so cheap, only 10 
cents.” 

Many of these street peddlers and house 
to house canvassers know little about Amer- 
ican life and take great liberties with the 
English jlanguage—for they are mostly for- 
eigners who have immigrated to America 
at an age when schools and education were 
out of the question with them. They know lit- 
tle of American customs and in their homes 
stick pretty close to their European stand- 
ards and ways of living. But they do know 
every American holiday. They know them 
all as well as the department stores do.

‘ _ Peddling a Step Forward. 

How does one make money by peddling? 
Well, I will tell you how I made it. I have 
been a small business man in the old world. 
When I came to America I decided to do the 
same thing—business. Instead of going to a 
shop I formed some connections with an in- 
stallment house. I was to canvass for them 
in a territory where I could speak with the 
people in my native language. 

From this to peddling was but one step. 
I bought a little stock of goods and began to 
peddle from house to house. Later I found 
that carrying a pack of goods on my shoulders 
was not exactly an easy thing. Besides, it 
took too much of my, time to ugpack it. If 
you have many articles for sale a woman 
willl look at every one of them and perhaps 
buy only,one or none at all. Sol gave up the 
pack and began to selling only one article. 

IJ would go into a novelty house and pick 
out an article which every housewife could 
use and sell it. Thus I would sell one week 
spoons and knives. The next I would sell 
some ornamental article. Then it was a 
nice picture or rather a nice frame with a 
cheap picture. These articles seldom went 
above 25 cents. But as they rarely cost me 
more than 5 or 7 cents and frequently less, 
it was not bad business. 

“ Of course every time I sold a new article’ 
there was a new story to go with it. In fact 


I never ‘sold’ things; I was always ‘ intro- 


ducing’ them. Our firm was introducing a 
new sort of silver knives and spoons, so my 
story would run one week, and I was merely 
putting out these samples. This a¢counted 
for my selling these things so cheap—4 half 
dozen spoons and half a dozen knives for only

ever ruling a business market. Often the 
‘character of the merchandise is such that it 
must be handled within twenty-four hours. 
Why should the grocer, sending to such 
@ competitive market, ever complain that he 
was held up? Why should he try to blame 
the street for a price on which his own cus- 
tomer kicks? The only organization in all 
South Water street is an association which 
has for its objects prompt collections and the 
minimizing of losses through ill advised 
credits. : 

South Water street as the clearing house 
for tens of millions of dollars’ worth of fruits 
_and vegetables every year has been losing 
a good deal of the old commission character 
that ruled a few years ago, and more and 
more its busineds is transacted on a mer- 
chandising basis. The house that once did 
business on consignments now is buying out- 
‘right of the shipper and stocking up as the 
wholesale dry goods house or grocery does, 
pocketing his profits or his losses as they

Most Growers 2 Organizations. 

In recent years in nearly every great field 
of production the growers of South Water 
street products have organized growers’ 
associations. At the shipping point for such 
@ territory the association has its paid agent 
through whom it gets in touch wih market 
prices in the street and through whom its 
shipping arrangements are made in detan. 
Through this agency, the South Water street 
merchant makes his bid at a certain figure, 
free on board train or boat. When the 
grower has made his sale and his shipment, 
his railroad bill of lading is attached to a 
sight draft through his local bank, and the 


cost will be $2.25 a crate. With a market 
at espe he can count upon a 10 per cent 
profit, which is considered good enough for 
the commission house.

ship. The car is loaded at Mobile, the grower 
receives his bill of lading and draws through 
his bank upon the commission man, attach- 
ing his bill of lading to the draft. At once the 
bank advances him the cash for his carioad 
shipment at theSouth Water street price and 
the deal is over so far as the grower is con- 
cerned. 

All future movements of that car of cab- 
bage concerp only the buyer in South Water 
atreet, unless the railroad company, through | 
negligence, makes loss of part or all of it. 
The commission house has bought it and 
must take all risk of selling it at a profit. 

When it comes to selling the cabbage the 
comanission man deals largely with the gro- 
cer’s wagon, which backs up for supplies at 
the curbstone. This grocer, according to his 
judgment and common sense, is a close buyer. 
Before he buys one day’s supply of cabbages 
he is likely to walk up and down the street, 
asking prices of a dozen dealers before he 
ventures to buy. When he has bought, it fs 
taken for granted that he has bought just 
as cheaply as the sharp competition in the 
street has made it possible. 

That point made by the South Water street 
merchant against the grocer who gives the 
“holdup talk to his patron, is that the 
commission man is in position to lose sev- 
eral hundred dollars on his car of cabbages, 
bought on a margin of 10 per cent, perhaps 
ten days in advance of possible selling, whi 
the grocer, looking only a day or two ahead 
for his supplies, takes virtually no risk what- 
ever. '

Old Story Causes “Soreness.” 

“The South Water street house is satisfied 
with 7 to 10 per cent profits on a car,” said 
a well known dealer, while the grocer often 
has a latitude of 80 to 80 per cent on the 
stuff he buys in the street. It ie this which 
makes ‘us sore at the old explanation that 
the grocer bas been held up in South Water 
street.’ 

The average grocer knows nothing of such 
competition as the dealer in the street has 
to meet. He has his old trade, which buys 
of him almost without question, provided 
he has been reasonably square in his deal- 
ings. He knows from his trade whether he 
needs risk the purchase of $2 or $5 worth 
of stock. And when he purchases it is in 
this day to day manner. The commission 
man may be called to anticipate the mar- 
ket weeks and months ahead, but the 
grocer never places an order with such a 
house for a full season's supply of commodi- 
ties of the kind. He uses the lever of direct

$1,700 invested’ before his car comes to a 
stop on the Chicago siding. Thereafter are 
the handling and the drayage before the 

t is displayed to the keen grocer buyer, 
and if suddenty the fickle Chicago weather 
turns menacing, how much may the dealer 
lose? How much may he have to pay to 
have the spoiled fruit hauled away and 
dumped in conformity with city ordinances? 

Of all the fruits that come to the Chicago 
market the California navel orange appears 
to have the right of way.. The rate on the 
navel orange to the Missouri river is 89 
cents a case. Thereafter the fruit may be 
shipped on and on to New York or Boston 
without increase of charge. 

The California orange is disposed of by 
auction. The first scheduled stop for sale 
is Denver.. If the market doesn’t satisfy, 
Kansas City or Omaha may be chosen at the 
Missouri river rate. If these markets be 
glutted, Chicago ia the next call, and if the 
fruit be passed up here, the car goes on by 
stages, including such cities as Cincinnati,

Tradition has linked the Ghetto with sweat- 
shops and small stores. The chief occupa- 
tions of the Ghetto traditionally are the 
clothing industry and what might be termed 
as small trade, the running of small business 
establishmen's. And these two occupations 
are still the chief pursuits. The clothing 


maustry has gradually outgrown the Ghetto 


and is today occupying considerable space 
and many skyscrapers in the vicinity of the 
loop district.

Only within the last year or so have Greeks 
begun to enter factories. But they do it re- 
luctantly. Business is the province which 
nearly every Greek chooses and which he 
enters on a large or small scale. if he cannot 
have a large fruit store he will secure some 
little stand on a street corner and will sell 
his wares there. If he is too poor to pay for 
the privilege of erecting a stand near some 
saloon or store he will wheel a pushcart or 
will carry a basket of fruiton his arm. As 
a last resort he will becomea hot chestnut "’ 
seller. 3 

Skilled laborers, mechanics, is the general 
term by which the Scandinavian population 
of Chicago ean be gescribed best. Of the 
Swedes many go into the iron trades largely 
because they have been miners in their native 
country. They are most numerous in the 
building trades and excel as woodworkers, 
carpenters, and masons. The clothing trade, 
too, is a favorite with Swedes and there is 
many a Swede to be found in the sweatshop. 
But there are also many. skilled and success- 
ful merchant tailors among them.

Norwegians Make Goed Sailors. 

The Norwegians and Danes as well as 
the neighbors of the Scandinavian peoples, 
the Finns, like the Swedes, are more among 
the skilled workers. In the case of the 
Norwegians, however, there is an extra occu- 
pation which is characteristic of that na- 
tionality in the odd world as well as in Chi- 
cago. The Norwegians are excellent sall- 
ors, and many thousands of Norwegians in 
Chicago find employment as sailors on the 
great lakes. 

Of the many other nationalities which make 
up the polyglot population of Chicago few 
have any distinctive trades. The Irish and 
German are so little forgign and so much 
like the American that no occupation pur- 
sued especially by the Irish or German can 
be spoken of. The Irish-American is most 
frequently found in the ranks of the team- 
sters and draymen. The Germans, or the 
other hand, give a larger number of brew- 
ery workers. These two occupations are per- 
haps the only places where the German or 
the Irish can be said to excel, or lead. 
Otherwise Germans and Irish stand prac- 
tically on the same basis as Americans. 
German girls, however, in common with 
their Swedish and Bohemian sisters, share 
the laurels for being the best domestics. 

Nationalities which, though distinctly for- 
eign, yet hardly make themselves felt in the 
life of a great city like Chicago are the 
Syrians and Arabians. Both of these_na- 
tionalities are here in small numbers, and sel- 
dom mix with Americans because they do 
not work in factories. Most Greeks and 
Arabians are peddlers and hawkers, selling 
all kinds of novelties, whether it be in rugs 
or beads.

¥ I were to be born over again and had 
ae my choice about it I would never 
again be the older brother.” 
The above was spoken by a young 
man who was holding a letter which 
he had just received. He read it over and 
over and with every reading his face became 
more clouded. There was nothing particu- 
larly unpleasant in the letter. It was noth- 
ing more nor legs than a request by a younger 
brother out in Kansas to look up something 
for him in Chicago, as he was getting tired 
of living in Quietville and was coming to 
visit his big brother in Chicago. 

“The older brother,“ the man continued, 
“is in every case considered a sort of @ sec- 
ond father to his younger brother and sis- 
ters. ‘They think that he ought to do some- 

thing for them, that he ought to ind them 
jobs. Parents, too, are not slow in urging the 
older brother to do something for the rest 
of the children. They remind him of his in- 
debtedness to the family, as if he were trying 
to forget it. In short, the older brother is 
frequently held more or less responsible for 
the careers, for the successes, or failures of 
his younger brothers and sisters.

“Older Brother" Does His Best. 

„No man, of course, would refuse to help 
his younger brothers and sisters. On the 
contrary id he saw some opening where a 
brother or sister might fit in he would im- 
mediately let them know. Every older 
brother does or tries to do his best for the 
others of his family, but it is another thing 
to be Imposed upon foolishly, to be held 
blameworthy when cne fails to find some- 
thing or provide his brothers and sisters 
with good jobs. Yet this is the thing which 
most older brothers, especially those who 
have made their way in a large city, have to 
contend with.

Justice Will Not Allow It. 


„ Tet this putting in a strong word, this 
using of one’s pull,“ ts frequently a thing 
which the older brother, out of justice to 
himself and to his employer, cannot do. I 
have had my parents teli me that I could 
place my brother with the firm Iam working 
for. I have been with them for half a dozen 
years, they argue, and I nave always been 
thought of well, so that a word from me 
would probably land my brother a job with 
them. That is true. But ic i not always the 
right thing to do. 

“I know exactly the kind of a boy my 
office wants. And I know exactly that my 
brother is not fit for tnat position. If he 
were.a stranger to me I would never recom- 
mend him for that’ position: To do this be- 
cause he is my brother does not seem fair to 
the firm. It would be more like abusing 
their good faith. 

Besides, such a thing is apt to end badly 
for both me and my brother. If he does not 
make good and is discharged it will be un- 
pleasant for me, If, on the other hand, he 
does not make good and is yet kept in the 
office, simply out of regard which the man- 
ager has for me, then this again is not only 
unpleasant but detrimental to me. In the 
end the manager will get tired of keeping a 
man who is not fit for the position simply out 
of regard for a brother of this man who hap- 
pens to be & valuable empioyé.

He might count 
upon a few hours in an afternoon as sufficient 
for his choice of a purchase and with the least 
effort of body in making the rounds. Now 
the man who might have visited The 
Street” a year ago and returning for another 
purchase would find himself lost in com- 
parison. with the old conditions. ; 

This appropriation bt a street or section of 
streets to the exploiting of any particular 
industry is one of the modern anomalies of 
business. Time was when in competition 
with an established house a new man came 
into the field he felt that he needed to get 
as far as possible from the competitor. In 
the development of the modern city the re- 
verse is true, in fact, and everywhere the 
disposition is for competing businesses to 
get together in an identifying street or sec- 
tion.

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T is aln vost a feeling of relief to turn for 
a few moments from the fanciful, pic- 
turesque, and many odd conceits of the 
present modes to the simple and pretty 
fashions suitable for matrons, young and 
otherwise, who éngage in the old fash- 
foned but pleasant occupation of doing 
their own housework. Women's natural 
end commendable desire to look attractively dressed can 
find plenty of play in planning the pietty wash dresses, 
@prons, caps for dusting, half-sleeves made of bordere 1 
bandkerchiefs and the like, which go to make u 2 
part of the wardrobe It seems as if one hea 
sees less of women wearing any old things they 3 
to have, such as some old woolen skirt and a more or 
less disreputable looking waist—these garments put on, 
no doubt, so that there is a “parting of the ways at 
the waistline, and it would seem as if there is little or 
mo excuse for such attire. 

Pretty and durable percales, madras percales, 
Singhams, Indian head cotton, and other wash ma- 
terials can be bought for from 12% to 16 cents a yard; 
and unless one is unusually large, or cuts with ex- 
treme carelessness, nine or ten yards are all that are 
needed for an entire dress. Including thread and but- 
tons, the garment should come under $2, a sum which 
should make it possible for every housewife to have at 
least three on hand all the time. Having one of these 
Aresses laundered every week with ordinary care ther 
will last one year or possibly eighteen months. 

A dress of this kind should be made so it can be 
put on as easily as possible, and one way to accomplish 
this is to have welst and skirt sewed together, or else 
to have the whole dress cut in one.

Many times ft seems a pity to.ehrink the cloth 
before making it up, it is so much prettier before wash- 
ing; and if one feels this way there are several things 
which must not be forgotten. Strips for the collar, 
waist , and cuffs should be cut off and thoroughly 
shrunk. Put them in hot water and allow them to re- 
main urtil the water is practically cold, then hang them 
up and dry them; repeat this process a couple more 
times, the third time ironing them out perfectly smooth 
while still damp. This should shrink the cloth thor- 
oughly and make it safe to cut belt, collar, and cuffs 
the right size without fear that future washing will ar- 
fect them. 

The seams of the skirt and waist will be finished 
neatly by making French seams, and when cutting the 
skirt allow a five inch hem. It gives the edge enough . 
weight to set well, and makes a pretty finish. Allow 
ah extra inch or inch and a half in turning this hem, 
and after turning it up the first time and making the 
skirt even around the bottom, lay a half or three-quar- 


ters of an inch tuck (whichever amount was allowed) 
in the hem about midway of ite width, thus reducing 


the width of the hem to required five ingneg; then 
finish laying the hem, baste, and stitch. - 

Before sending colored wash materials to ine wash 
for the first time it is a good plan to “set” the colors. 
Saltpeter is good for blue, and alum water for blue and 
green. Sugar of lead is all right for all colors except 
blue, and salt sometimes is used for pink or blue. Black 
pepper is used for buffs or grays, and so on. The pro- 
portions are one ounce of the peter, alum, or sugar 
of lead to twelve quarts of boiling water, ) 
black pepper one tablespoonful ie used to th 
quarts of water, and of the salt use three gills 
quarts of water. In every instance put the 
in the hot water and let remain until the water ie cold. 

It is said that black cotton goods will never lose 
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overhanding it at both ends. Where the dress opens ſu 
the back it is a good idea to have it button the length of 
both waist and placket; quite the same as it would do 
were the opening in the front. Opening on the left 
side of the front is convenient for this kind of dress 
and a pretty finish is to put a two inch bias band of 
the same color as the figure in the material the entire 
length of the dress, also making the collar and cuff 
bands of the plain.

Aprons are necessary when working. and . while 
many times something small will be all that is neces- 
sary—eay one made of three slightly shaped gores, put 
plain into a band, and finished with a small bib at the 
top—there are many times when something to practical- 
ly cover one’s dress is almost a necessity. Several pret- 
ty styles are shown, and they are too simple in con- 
etruction to need any detailed description. 

Ruffles are useful on the bottom of aprons, as they 
sometimes serve to catch something spilled; thus saving 
the dress. It is often necessary for one to be some- 
what “dressed up” before dinner, even if this same 
dressing up may be only the donning of some dainty 
lingerie or other kind of wash gown, and for such @ 
large apron on the omer of the o with large side 
pockets is a necessity. It should no be difficult to find 
patterns sufficiently near any of thes shown to serve as 
a guide. 

With the present style of making most of the 
sleeves long, several pairs of handkérchief sleeves will 
be a boon to put on over the nice dress. The house- 
work dresses will be much more comfortable and con- 
venient’ made with sleeves just above, or covering the 


elbow. Men's handkerchiefs, with colored borders, and 


costing b cents each, will make pretty sleeves. The 
-handkerchief is seamed to fit the arm and some of the 
border is sewed to the lower edge to form a turnback, 
pointed cuff. The border is left on the upper edge, 
forming a deep point, which lies up towards the elbow. 
There need be no trouble about putting a waist into 
@ band, if one goes about it systematically. Measure 
on some waist which sets and fits satisfactorily the 
lengths from the bottom of the neckband in the middle 
of the back and in the middle of the front to the bot- 
tom of the waist; write these measures down, then 
measure from the point where the sleeve sews in at 
the under arm to the bottom of the waist. Subtract

should be disposed of by laying two plaits, one each 
side of the middle, and going towards the middle. 

Working towards the front from the under arm 
seatns, pin the creased waistline to thé band, plain for 
three or three and a half inches. Pin the middle to 
the middle of the band and dispose of thg, fullness 
either by laying plaits, going towards the under arm 
seams, or by gathering and adjusting evenly. In either 
event do not mass the fullness into too narrow a space. 
It will be found that the waist sets perfectly, if these 
directions have been perfectly followed.

In à recent display of evening gowns most of those 
seen had a significant note. The pointed tunic has now 
developed into the pointed train, and the use of mous- 
seline de sole to veil liberty satin is now to be the 
rule not the exception. The effect of this soft, cloudy 
material over satin is quite charming. Another notice- 
able point is the disappearance of the sleeve in evening 
gowns. One was in a delicate blue mousseline de sole, 
purely Greek in style, trimmed with silver embroidery, 
silver girdle, and short, clinging sleeyes. The tunic was 
short and pointed at the sides. 

The second gown was in gold colored liberty satin, 
most delicate in shade, embroidered in gold tinsel pas- 
gion flowers, and draped about the shoulders with gray 
mousseline de sole. The long, narrow train from the 
shoulder was also in gray mousseline, and where the 
tight skirt opened at the side gray mousseline filled 
the void. Another one was in coral pink liberty, beau- 
tifully embroidered in ellver and corals. This gown 
was almost purely princess, with embroidery forming 
a side panel. The train, which was caught up to one 
shoulder and below the other, was embroidered on eith- 
er side and along the edge with the same design as that 
on the rest of the gown.

Another showed a quite new scheme of color; it was 
delicate rose liberty draped with brown mousseline de 
sole in bias folds. The corsage was a masa & gold, 
silver, and pearl embroideries, and the sleeves of the 
brown mousseline. 

A charming dress was seen recently, made ef cash- 
mere in a perfect shade of old rose. A sketch is made 
of it on this page, from which it should not be difficult 
to copy. The sides and back are in two pleces, and cut 
from a circular pattern. The front has an unusual look- 
ing gore, widening as it does towards bottom until 
it really reaches around almost to thé middle of the 
back. One might give oneself a valuable lesson by 
cutting this out first in paper, using a three piece cir- 
cular pattern as a guide, 

Pin the pattern together in the sean, tola through 


the middie, then draw an outline of this apron front, 
letting it go way around to the middle back seam—id 
that event, having the upper edge come about three 
inches up from the bottom—or sloping it off more 
abruptly, and letting it run to the bottom, this side of 
the middle back. As can be seen, the waistline is « 
raised one, which means that there must be a boned 
girdle foundation. 

After these lines have been satisfactorily marked 
of on the pattern, trace the three pleces of the new 
pattern off separately, on fresh pieces of paper, and 
cut the skirt out, not forgetting to make the proper 
allowances for seams. It will be pretty to insert « 
tiny piping ot black satin where the apron front joins 
the rest of the skirt. Instead of real buttenholes, yse 
the satin to simulate the real thing, and the buttons 
the simple wooden molds covered with the satin.

Is market gardening for a profession. She 
keeps poultry and has raised several broods 
of chickens. She also keeps pigs which she 
finds most profitable. . Nothing is wasted, 
she declares, when one has pigs. She even 
gives them the graés when the lawn is mown. 
This spring she bought three frame hives 
with bees and three butts. From the latter 
she got two arms which she hived. The 
hills behind her garden are covered with 
heather, so she has a long seasog, for bees. 

She lives in a cottage in the den. The 
cottage has six rooms and is taken care of 
by a 16 year old girl who lives quite near. 
The water supply comes from a mountain 
stream. She has traced it to its source, a wet 
mossy place near the top of the hill, where 
one sees the water bubbling up from the 
ground. The whole way down the combe is 
beautiful with little waterfalls, and the banks 
of the stream covered with spaghum and 
other moss and ferns, all like the Lake dis- 
trict. This stream is twice filtered and runs 
into:a large reservoir which supplies the big 
house, the garden, and three or four cottages, 
and the care and regulation of this comes into 
the garden work. 

This enterprising young farmer has one or 
two pupils living with her. They work about 
tive hours a day and have a good time, as 
the people in the neighborhood are most hos- 
pitable with invitations. And sometimes the 
girls go off with sandwiches for a day with 
the hounds. The girls cut fern for bedding 
the horse and pigs, turf for potting, dig 
eravel, and make hay, so the work is most 
varied and interesting. With the amount of 
glass, and the pruning, training, planting, 
and potting to be done, they never need be 
without employment. 

One of the most paying crops is Christmas 
roses. They have a good strain and the 
heavy soil suits them. Strawberries do ex- 
ceedingly well. An eighth of an acre of 
strawberries \made about $20. Raspberries 
do extremely well and sell for 12 cents a 
pound. The enterprising proprietor of the 
establishment commends her work to the 
great many girls whom she believes find the 
time to hang heavily after they have ieft 
school and before their wedding day arrives.

Mary Cassati— 0 

Is conceded in artistic circles to be the most 
eminent of living American women painters. 
She was born in Pittsburg, but has made 
Paris the city of her adoption. SHe contrib- 
uted to the decoration of the woman's build- 
ing at the Chicago fair and has exhibited in 
the galleries of the Society of American Art- 
ists. But her chief glories have been won in 
France, where two of her pictures have se- 
cured the coveted distinction of inclusion in 
the Luxembourg collection. 

Early in her career she studied the old mas- 
ters abroad, traveling in Holland, Spain, and 
Italy. The primitive Italian painters im- 
pressed her most, notably Correggio. whose 
stamp remains in her work today. She found 
herself under the tutelage of Degas, and has 
evolved an art that is enjoyed by the culti- 
vated few rather than by the untutored 
many. From the start she has declined to 
produce the merely pretty pictures, and, con- 
tent with her growing fame and eschewing 
notoriety, Miss Cassatt has always held aloof 
from publicity of every description. She has 
an apartment in Paris and @ chateau near 
Chantilly, where she dispenses cordial hos- 
pitality to a limited circle of chosen friends, 
but never throws open her doors to the mere- 
ly curious. She has a dread of public life and 
persistently refuses to identify herself open- 
ly with any artistic enterprise. 

However, she recently has accepted the 
honorary presidency of the Art league in con- 
nection with the hostel for American girl 
students which Mrs. John Hoff has estab- 
lished in Paris.

He has reached permanent 
fame and is the of state legista- 
tion. Mver since theafers had stage doors 
he héas @uttered around them, occasionally 
getting a gteam of notoriety by a para- 
gtaph im the papers when somebody gave 
him a thrashing or the exasperated thea- 
ter m meade an effort to rid themselves of him. 
But never before have solemn Solons met together to 
deliberate upon Johnny and his ways and devise laws 
for his supprespion. It means that he is formally 
recognized as a national institution and must be regu- 
‘lated like a trust. 

New York state is the G@ret to take Johnny seriously 
and Pennsylvania is close on her heels. A bill has 
been introduced into the New York senate which, it is 
hoped, will protect actresses from unwelcome atten- 
tions an@ exercise a generally beneficent inflwence in 
the suppression of the Johnnies. It is a perfectiy 
beautiful law which seems to bear promise of ail 
manner of trouble foreJohnnies and actresses alike. 

In the first place, it is ordained that a visitors’ 
book shall be maintained in every theater in the Empire 
state. When Choi falls desperately in love with the 
saucy seubrette and wishes to tell her all about it in 
a little mote accompanied by a box of bonbons, he will 
find himself confronted with this book. In it he must 
write his name and address and, worse than that, he 
must also state whether he is single or married. It 
is not always pleasant to give away this information 
to cold and unsympathetic strangers and particularly 
to a suspicious theatrical manager, who is your enemy 
on general principles anyhow and without a spark of 
sentiment in his stony heart.

Home Would Be No Refuge. 


But there is another clause in the bill which is 
perfectiy hair-raising in its possibilities. It is pro- 
vided that when a man admits to being married, any 
notes he may send te stage objects of his admiration 
shall be at once forwarded to his wife. Poor Johnny, 
rejected at the stage door, turns away and. wanders 
disconsolately homeward. His sorrows will hardly be 
lightened when he finds his loving spouse waiting for 
him with a note in one hand and a poker in the other 
and a stern demand for explanations on her lips. 

It really seems that in the interests of conjugal 
happiness this clause ought te be stricken out. It is 
horrifying to think of what would happen if this law 
were to be made retrospective. If all the notes written 
by all the mashers to all the actresses were to be col- 
lected and those of the married mashers sent to their 
wives it is not flattering to humanity to reflect on 
what would follow. 

In New York City several of the larger theaters 
have for some time required ali their employés to reg- 
ister on entering and leaving the theater. From the 
humblest of stage hasds to the most haughty of stars 
the rule is inviolable. In the Hippodrome the move- 
ment originally started, and every performer, high 
and low, punches the time clock when he or she enters 
or leaves the theater. By this means tht management 
fs able to keep a fairly close watch on the move- 
ments of the company.

Pennsylvania Coes Step Farther. 


State war on the Johnny, started by New Tork. 
has been taken up enthusiastically by Pennsylvania, 
which state proposes to go ome step farther than her 
sister commonwealth. Perhaps the malodorous scan- 
dais which seem to be one of the special productions 
of Pittsburg may have something to do with the ex- 
ceptional interest which is being taken in the matter 
by Pennsylvanians generally. 

The law which is proposed in the Pennsylvania 
legisiature attacks not merely the Johnny in the dreds 
clothes with the box seat but his more plebeian brother 
whe struts around with an imitation diamond on his 
more or less manly bosom and tries to conceal the fact 
that his earning capacity is limited to $15 a week. 
The registration scheme is adopted and, in addition, 
there is a special clause providing that any actress 
while in the theater or going to or from it who is 
annoyed by the attentions of a man may recover dam- 
ages and institute criminal proceedings. It is also 
provided that in the case of a masher who is twice 
convicted, on his third conviction he will be liable to 
imprisonment in the state penitentiary for a period 
not exceeding one year. 

his extraordinary interest which is being shown 
in the masher who seeks hia subjects among the mem- 
bers Of the theatrical profession is a curious reflection 
on the almost universal and exceptional curiosity which 
is digplayed by the general public towards the stage 
and all people and things connected with it. The 
masher is by ne means confined to the theater and, as 
every dweller in a big city knows, he is to be*met in 
every public place, preening himself with a vanity so 
colossal that it is almost more than human. How- 


ever, no state legislatures have so far exercised their

Chorus Girl is Psychological Problem. 


Some day some profound psychologist will arrive 
who will explain the mystery of the chorus girl. He 
will tell the subtle causes which underly the fascina- 
tion which a woman on the stage exercises over a cer- 
tain class of men. It is not her talent, for there is not 
the slightest evidence that it is ever taken into account 
and actresses, as a claas, are not more beautiful or 
eultured than any other class of women. Strangely 
enough, the members of the theatrical profession who 
are usually most séught after by the “man about 
town" are those who have the least talent and edu- 
cation. 

It is a curious spectacle, and one far from un- 
common, as the records of the newspapers and divorce 
courts can show, to see a man of middle age who has 
won himself a high place in the commercial world 
through his sagacity, judgment of men, and hard com- 
mon sense, become as bad as the most Mietic speci- 
men of the genus masher over a woman who is in no 
sense his equal. The great actresses whose talents and 
genius make them the fit peer of any man are rarely

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E of the cruel’ conclusions of modern 
industry is that “it’s cheaper to kill a 
man than to crippie him,” because in IIn- 
nois, for example, the amount of damages 
which may be collected for a death is im- 
ited by statute to $10,000, while there is 
no limit to the damages which a jury 
may assess for a personal injury. If the 
verdict is excessive and unreasonable the court of 
review may scale the damages awarded, but it not in- 
frequently happens that a man collects twice as much 
for an injury as his wife would have reéeived in the 
way of damages had he been killed outright. 

Some curious statistical person, conversant with 
the decisions of the courts in personal injury cases, has 
compiled the following astonishing table, which shows 
how much a man’s body is worth, according to the de-

Total Would Reach Quarter Million. 

If a man sustained all of the foregoing injuries 
and was awarded the respective amount of recovery for 
each injury he would recover the total amount of $246,- 
230. It is safe to assume that if a man received all of 
the foregoing injuries he would be not only a phys- 
ical wreck but close on to a total wreck. So add to the 


sum of $246,230 the sum of $35,000, which was awarded 
by a Texas court in the Gulf, ete., R. Co. vs. Shelton 
cage, and the sum of $281,230 would be the result. 

If a man had sustained all of the aforesaid injuries 
and was a physical wreck as a result he would have 
experienced much “ pain and suffering, for which he 
would be awarded $7.000. This brings the total up to 
the sum of $288,230, or one quarter of a million, as the 
amount of recovery of this supposititious case. 

If & man could have commenced in his early boy- 
hood and sustained the varjous injuries described 
aforesaid at different intervals during his life, redover- 
ing from the different defendants the aforesaid sums, 
his Mfe could truthfully- be said to be worth the great 
dum ot a quarter of a million dollars. . 

But if in striet attendance to his duty he should be 
so unfortunate As to be killed outright this same man's 
body would not be worth over $10,000, and the next of 


kin would be lucky if they got that sum.

Man's Memory Worth More Than Life: 


One of the old Greek philosophers—perhaps it was 
Socrates—offered to pay everything he had in the world 


— 


to the man who could teach him to forget, but accord- 
ing to the decision of a New York court a man's mer - 
ory is worth $18,000. The case was that of Stewart vs. 
the Long Island Railway company. Stewart, the plain- 
tiff, was a young woman, and in an accident she suf- 
fered through the negligence of the company her skull 
was fractured, and there was a loss of memory which 
the experts thought might be permanent. The jury 
thought the damages were worth $18,000, and 
the court of final review held the amount 

not excessive. 

A man's eyesight is less precious than 
his memory, from a legal viewpoint. In 
Minnesota Vant Hul collected $14,000 from 
the Great Northern railway for an injury 
which resulted in the total loss of sight in 
one eye, the other being nine-tenths im- 
paired.” An IIlinois eye, however, is worth 
less than a Minnesota eye, for in the case of 
Stearns vs. Ready, the verdict being af- 
firmed by the higher court, only $9,000 was 
allowed for total blindness. In Texas $7,500 

Was assessed against a railway 
company for an accident in 
which the sight was greatly in- 
jured. 

A child in St. Paul who was 
injured by the street railway com- 
pany, her sight and hearing being 
permanently impaired, received 
$6,000. But a Chicago street rail- 

Way company mangled the ear of a man 
named Lup, making him permanently deaf 
in one ear and generally impairing his 
health, and, the total expense was only 
$2,500. ; ‘

Broken Nose Drew Small Sum. 
The price of a broken nose. As fixed 
by the ‘Texas courts, is only $330. This 
decision was rendered in the case of a 
man named Crockett against a railway 
company. Crockett not only had his nose 
broken but his teeth were Knocked out. 
One can't help wondering how the jury 
arrived at the odd sum of $330. 


by a system of averages. 

A broken jaw in California, however, 
is worth $16,500 when complicated with 
an injury to the shoulder blade and other 
disfiguring hurts. The case was that of 
Boyce against the California Stage com- 
pany, and perhaps the fact that Boyce 
was disfigured had much to do with the 
sige of the verdict, although the man was 
only a laborer. 

In a Colorado case a strong mans 
shoulder was judicially valued at $7,500. 
The case was that of Hallack vs. Johnson 
and the plaintiff sustained other injuries 
at the same accident. He had not fully 
recovered after four years and was wna- 
ble to work more than half the time. 

A young woman’s arm, broken in a 
New York railway accident in such a 
manner that it could not be straightened 

and was incapable of perfect movement, was, valued 
at $13,000 by the jury that assessed the damages. 

An Illinois jury in the case of O’Connor vs. the 
Illinois Central Railway company fixed the price of 
an arm at $15,000. The jury in reaching a verdict 
took into consideration the amount of suffering 
O’Connor endured and the fact that he would be 
compelled to shift through the rest of his life with 
the use of only one arm.

Future Earnings Were Considered. 

A Texas railroad man recovered $14,000 for the 
loss of an arm. He was only 35 years old and was 
earning $115 a month at the time of the accident, 
and the testimony showed that he had a good chance 
of promotion save for the accident. While juries 
are often sympathetic, they seem to take into rea- 
sonable consideration the effect a man’s injuries 
have on his earning capacity. 

An injury to the wrist that fractured the bones, 
cramped the fingers, and compelled a New York 
man to keep his hand in a plaster cast for five 
weeks was valued at $1,250. An Iowa man named 

Blair, whose hand was permanently disabled in a rail- 
road accident, recovered $11,000 from the company. 
He was regularly employed up to the time of the in- 
jury, and although his salary was only $540 a year, he 
was in line for regular promotion. 

Pohlman, a workman in a Rock Island sash factory, 
received an injury that resulted in the amputation of a 
portion of the fingers on his left hand. He suffered a 
good deal of paih for several months and his earning 
capacity was lessened. The jury fixed the damages at 
$4,000. : 
Injuries to the side depend a good deal upon the 
medical expert testimony, and this is usually conflicting, 
but a man named Osborne suffered an accident through 
the fault of a Detroit company in which his right side 
was declared to be paralyzed. He collected $10,000. A 
Texas railroad engineer received an injury to the side 
which necessitated a serious operation, and was awarded 


$5,000. 8

Injured Heart Was ‘Awarded $2,000. 


Injuries to the heart may be physical as well as sen- 
timental, and a California man who was smashed up 
somewhat by a Los Angeles traction company, so, that 
he contracted heart disease, was awarded $2,000 dam- 
ages. The plaintiff, Storrs, was 75 years of age, but he 
had been in good health before the accident and he had 
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extensive business interests which suffered from his ina- 
bility to look after. them. 

Two different Texas courts have estimated that 
serious and permanent injuries to the spine were worth 
$20,000. In the first case, Nass, who was injured by a 
Galveston railway company, had his sight and hearing 
affected and his nervous system shattered by the injury 
to his spine. He was 29 years old and had been earning 
$90 a month. The award in this case seems to have 
established a precedent, for a constructor named Coote 
received the same amount from a telegraph company for 

“a similar serious and permanent injury to his spine 
Coote also was 29 years old. 

A physician named Woodbury who had a practice 

worth $2,500 a year received an injury to his back which 
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shock up his nervous system so that he was unable to 
look after fiis patients and collected $15,000 from the 


District of Columbia. 


The legal value of a fractured rib has been placed 
at $5,000—-that is, a man named Clark received. twice 
that sum from the Brooklyn Heights Railway company 
fer two broken ribs and the’ consequent pleurisy and 
nervous tremors. 

For a fractured hip joint which 
caused a permanent injury to the leg Mr. 
Crowder was awarded $15,000 by an Ala- 
bama court. For a broken thigh, likewise 
the occasion of permanent injury and 
disablement, a pilot who got smaghed up 
while taking a trolley trip in Brooklyn 
was awarded $10,000, and the New York 
court which reviewed the case declared 
the damages were within reason. The 
Iowa scale of damages for the same in- 
jury is somewhat less, a man named Ma- 
rion being unable to recover more than 
$7,000 for having his thigh broken in 
two places, although the accident endan- 
gered his life.

himself at every step of the procedure that the clever 


opposing counsel cannot find a flaw upon which to ask 
for a reversal. 

There have been hundreds of cases where the ver- 
dicts have been held excessive and reduced to an 
amount which the court of review deemed reasonable 
and the attorney must exercise a good deal of discre- 
tion in his claim for damages. If he asks too much he 
may get nothing on appeal, or have his case re- 
versed, or have the damages scaled down to such an 
extent that his victory becomes almost a defeat.

Large Verdict Was Affirmed. 

One of the largest verdicts ever obtained in a Chi- 
cago court for a personal injury case and subsequently 
affirmed in the higher courts, was given by the jury to 
Harry Rooney, an electric lineman who got tangled up 
in a live wire. The electric company was charged with 
not having the wire properly insulated. Rooney's in- 
juries were frightful and he was described as a “ hope- 
less physical wreck.” The jury gave him $40,000, and 
the verdict was affirmed as hot excessive. 

One of the strangest Chicago accidents noted in the 
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In California, where ju- 
ries seem especially sympa- 
thetic, a business man re- 
ceived $30,000 for an injury to 
his leg which caused partial 
paralysis and permanent dis- 
ablement. The case was that 
of Smith vs. Whittier, and the 
plaintiff. was a business man 36 years of age. He was 
unable to walk for three years, and after ten years his 
night leg had only one-fourth its original power. 

A Wisconsin jury paid the same sum, $30,000, to a 
lad named Heddles who had both his legs amputated 
as the resulf of a railway accident. A Kentucky jury 
permitted a commefcial traveler named Hausman to 
collect $6,650 from a railway company which smashed 
up one of his knees. The drummer had been earning 
$100 a month and his usefulness~was nearly, destroyed 


by the accident.

Perhaps the jury took his earning power 
into consideration, for the man was drawing $175 
a month previous to his injury. 

A big toe is officially placed at $2,900 by a Chica- &@) 
go jury in one af the oddest personal damage cases 
ever tried in the Tllinois court. A south side man 
named Stanley consulted a Wabash avenue chiropodist 
in a professional way. but the treatment of Stanley's 
big toe was fatal to that member. A jury in Municipal 
Judge Fberhardt's court considered 
the matter with much deliberation, 
and, defying the jokes of counsel, 
brought in a verdict for $2,900, as 
aforesaid. fs Bae

allowed Hall, a young railroad engineer, $25,000 for the

Loss of Minor’s Services Has Precedent. 

The price established by legal precedent for loss 
of services in the case of a minor son who was so seri- 
ously injured as to be unable to work for nineteen 
months was $1,027. This was less than $55 a month, 
although the testimony showed that the young man 
had been able to earn $60. This was a 
Missouri case against a railway corpora- 
tion. A man 45 years old who had been 
earning $80 to $90 a month and was 80 
badly disabled that he. was unable to earn 
any money, secured a verdict of $16,500 
against the Chicago City Railway company. If the 
disabled man lived to be the conventional] 70 years of 
age his verdict would give him a salary of $55 a month 
for the remaining twenty-five years of his life. 

“Pain and suffering were legally appraised at 
$7,000 by the Iowa court which awarded that amount 
to a child that was injured in a railway wreck. A 
Texas jury made a railway company pay $2,020 for 
“injured feelings” in the case of a woman passenger 
who had a row with the conductor over her ticket. It 
was not properly signed, the conductor thought, and he 
threatened to put the woman off the train unless she 
put up her watch and ghain for security. The report 
doesn’t say what the cochpany did to the conductor. 

If a man could have all these things happen to 
him in different accidents and survive he would have 
a good many lawsuits on his hands before he could 
collect his quarter of a million dollars in damages. 
Unless he kept two or three lawsuits going at once, he 


probably would live to be as old as Methuselah before 


his last case got through the Supreme court. 

It may not conform to the highest legal ethics for 
lawyers to take these personal injury cases on a con- 
ee, but most of them are conducted on that 
basis. The attorney gets anywhere from one- 
fourth to half the amount collected, and when 
verdicts run up, as they often do, to $15,000 
or $20,000, it does not take many cases to 
add materially to the lawyer’s income. He is 
obliged to wait for his money, of course, be- 
cause where large verdicts are rendered the 
case usually is fought through to the bitter 


end.

Under the present judicial régime in Cook 

county the lawyer is lucky if he gets his 
money within three years from the time of filing the 
suit. This shows a distinct gain, however, for the Su- 
perior court is said to be more nearly up to date with 
its work at present than ever before. The Probate 
court, which adjusts the attorney's fee in case of death 
claims, limits the compensation to 33 1-3 per cent in 
case of suit, and to 25 per cent of the amount collected

Must Consider Higher Courts. 


Securing a large verdict in a personal injury case 
is not always the chief end toward which the lawyer 
works. It is not a difficult thing to work on the sym- 
dathies of a jury and get big damages from a corpora- 
tion, but the attorney who makes a specialty of trying 
this class of cases must keep the higher courts in his 
mind all the time. For in their view of the case senti- 
ment will be lost in pure legal reasoning. Thus, the 
attorney must guard against errors and 80 fortify 


Illinois reports was that in which a railway switchman 
named Barton lost both his feet and his hands, so far 
as ability to use them was concerned. Barton's left 
foot was cut off at the ankle and his right leg at the 
knee.

In the Second Epistle of St. Peter there is a pre- 
diction ot the destruction of the world by fire: “The 
elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also, 
and the works that are therein shall be burned up.” 
And in the great Sanskrit epic poem, the “ Maha- 
barata,” comes a clear prophecy of a celestial catas- 
taaphe which shall bring the world to an end. 

In this ancient work read the words: “O King, 
toward the end of those thousands of years consti- 
tuting the four periods, seven blazing suns, appear- 
ing in the firmament, drink up all the waters of the 
earth that aré in the rivera or seas. And then also 
everything of thé nature of wood and grass that is 
wet or dry is consumed and reduced to ashes.

Idea Is Harmonious with Isaiah. 


“And then the fire called Samvartake, impelled by 
the winds, appeareth on the earth that hath already 
been dried to cinders by the seven suns. And then 
that fire, penetrating through the earth, and making 
its appearance in the nether regionz also, begetteth 
great terror in the hearts of the gods. And, O Lord 
of the earth consuming the nether regions, as also 
everything upon this earth, that fire destroyeth all 
things in a moment.” 

The idea of the seven suns fa quite harmonious 
„Moreover, 
the light of the moon shall be as the light of the sun, 
and the light of the sun shall be sevenfold as the 
light of seven days in the day that the Lord bindeth 
up the breach of; his people.” 

Is there any cause that would produce a great 
outburst of light and heat in the sun? The astrono- 
mers think they have one in the possible collision of 
the sun with a dark body in space. The stars are 80 
far away that for the sun to collide with a star. seems 
absurdly impossible. Such an event, if ever it took 
place, ceuld not possibly happen for thousands of 
years to come after Chicago is as empty and forg-tten 
To pass over the distance 
which separates the sun from even the nearest star 
would take, at the rate of ten miles a second, about 


80,000 years.

Direct Evidence Is Lacking. 

But the existence of dark bodies in space has been 
suspected by the starry scientists for some time; 
suspected, for there is no direct evidence that such 
bodies exist. The idea seems to have originated in 
the so-called dark companion of the variable star 
Algol. Stars cannot go on shining forever. They 
commence their course with a limited amount of 
potential energy, and this energy is being incessantly 
“dissipated in radiant ht and heat. 

This dissipation of energy cannot go on indefi- 
nitely, and in the course of ages gets exhausted. It 
is like a man living on his capital. 
interest on it and goes on spending the money steadily 
the day must come sooner or later when the capital 
will disappear and the man will be bankrupted. 

So it is with a sun. It can receive no energy from 
without, and it is constantly wasting its capital of 
energy in the radiation of heat and light. It is true 
that this waste may be apparently compensated for a 


time by the contraction of the sun's mass due to grav- 


ity. But there is only the Goenversion of potential 
energy into heat, and after a while the process comes 
to an end. For eventually the sun’s density, as Dr. J. 
_E. Gore of the Royal Astronomical society explains, 
will become so great that the contraction will cease, 
owing to the overcrowding of the molecules. No fur- 
heat will be forthcoming, so the body will begin 
cool. After a time, as counted by ages, the sun will 
lose its fire, and “roll through space a cold dark 
Dall.“

Dark Bodies are Not Visible. 


In some of the variable atars the light has begun 
to wane, and it seems probable that in many cases 
the cold and dark stage is on. These dark bodies may 
be beaatiful, but we cannot see them because they 
have no light, se are not visible even to the largest 
telescopes ever turned skyward.

Earth Would Have Long Warning. 


But this catastrophe could not take place without 
our knowing of it months and perhaps years before- 
hand. When the approaching dark body came within 
a certain distance of the sun it would begin to shine 
by reflected light like the planets. I it were a body 


‘as big as the sun, or nearly, it would first become 


visible far beyond the limits of the solar system. 
For months or years the motion would be slow because 
of its huge distance from the sun. 

Probably the astronomers would first announce 
it as a teleseopic star about as bright as others near 
by—a star of about the ninth magnitude—for any- 
thing much fainter would probably be overlooked. 

The unsuspecting Chicagoans and theif fellows 
would doubtless mistake it for a new or temporary 
star, or a variable star at its maximum brightness. 
But the constancy of its light, and its great parallax, 
or apparent change of place among the neighboring 
stars, would soon reveal its true character, and show 
that it was really near the earth compared with the 
distance of the stars. Or it might be mistaken for 
a faraway comet, but if coming directly towards the 
sun its change of place would be small and its light 
examined with the spectroscope would show a solar 
spectrum

Proof Would. Be Given Astronomers. 


This would prove to the wise men that, like the 
planets, it was shining by refiected sunlight. They 
would calculate its distance from its parallax and 
find that it was no comet, for no comet could be seen 
while so far from the sun. 

Prof. Gore has made some estimates on the mo- 
tion of this dreadful body after it should become vis- 
ible as a star of the first magnitude, and, therefore, 
easily visible In a telescope. He supposes it to have 
the same mass as the sun and the same density as 
the earth. Taking the earth’s density as four times 
that of the sun, and sun“ diameter as 866,000 miles, 
he gets the diameter of the dark body to be about 
546,000 miles. 

Now taking the dark body to have the same 
light reflecting power as Uranus he finds that the 
dark body would shine as a star of the ninth, mag- 
nitude when about 15,000 gnillions of miles away. 

Supposing the sun to be moving through space 
at the rate of about eleven miles a second, and the 
dark body to be coming toward the sun with the same 
speed, it would only be a matter of a few years before 
the fire and the end were nigh. The motion for the 
first few years would be comparatively slow, and the 
increase in brilliancy of the dark body would be 
almost imperceptible.

Several Years Would Have to Elapse. 


In about 3.4 years the distance would be reduced 
to 12,000 millions of miles. At the end of 6.7 years the 
distance would be reduced to about 9,000 millions of 
miles, and in 9.8 years to about 6,000 millions. The 
brightness of the dark body would now be of about 
the fifth magnitude and be already visible to the 
naked eye. In about 11.8 years the distance would be 
reduced to 4,000 millions, and in about 14 years the 
dark body woywd be no farther away than Uranus 
and would shine as brightly as Arcturus and attract 
general attention. 


After this there would be quick work to the 
finish. A year later it would be as near as Jupiter 
and be four magnitudes brighter than Jupiter at his 
brightest and two magnitudes brighter than Venus at 
her brightest. a 

Saving the moon, it would be the most brilliant 
object in the heavens and the observed of all ob- 
servers. The motion would now become more rapid 
still. In about fifty-one days it would be about the 
same distance from the sun as is the earth. Sun and 
dark body would be going at the rate of about’ 400 
miles a second. In eight days all would be over. 
Within an hour both would be gases, the plancts 
would melt like wax, and the earth and Chicago and 
Chicagoans vanished.

Season Would Determine Proximity. 

If the dark body approached the sun in a straight 
line Dr, Gore thinks it could not strike the earth ieself 
or any of the planets, for the direction of the sun’s 
motion in space is inclined to the plane of the earth's 
orbit at an angle of about sixty degrees. The nearest 
approach of the dark body to the earth would depend 
on the time of year at which its collision with the 
sun took place. 

If it were about the end of December the dark 
body would not approach the earth nearer than the 


sun’s distance, but it the collision took place about 


June 21 the body would approach the earth within . 
about 80,000,000 of miles. In this case the attraction 
on the earth would be greater than that on the sun, 
— earth would probably be drawn out of its 

Prof. Young believes that at the time of the col- 
Hision the sun’s mass would be suddenly doubled, and

the earth’s orbit would suddenly become an eccentric 
ellipse. But of course this alteration in the earth’s 
orbit would not much concern us after the earth and 
all its inhabitants had been reduced to gases.

Earth Still Could Not Escape. 


Perhaps the dark body would not approach the 
sun directly in a straight line, but along an elongated 
ellipse. 
collision. Should the two bodies merely graze each 
other still there would be enough heat generated to 
destroy the earth. 

The coming of the dark body toward the sun 
would form a magnificent celestial spectacle. When 
it arrived within the sun’s distance from the earth it 
would shine with about the same brilliance as the full 
moon, but with a swiftly increasing luster as it neared 
the sun. It would then, particularly if the time were 
June, begin to show phases like the moon and Chicago 
lovers would have two moons to pledge their vows by. 


If instead of a dark body the size of the sun we 
might collide with something much smaller, say the 
size of Jupiter. In this case the masses being 80. un- 
equal, the sun's motion would be much smaller. The 
dark body would remain invisible until it was much 
nearer the earth. When about only 6,000 millions of 
miles away it would appear as a star of the ninth 
magnitude. If the diameter of the dark body were 
about the same as that of the earth it would shine 
as a star of the ninth magnitude when about as re- 
mote as Uranus, and it would fall into the sun within 
three years’ time. 


* * 
Less Heat Would Be Given Of. 


The amount of heat in this event would be much 

lier than in the other cases. But at the time of 
the collision there would de enough disaster to reach 
the earth. Such a body may possibly be nearing us 
now. If only the size of the earth it might easily es- 
cape detection until well within the orbit ot Uranus. 
And we might then have only a few months’ warning 
before the final catastrophe of “stars with trains of 
fire and dews of blood.” 


And is there any star in sight which might be an 
approaching dark body? All the astronomers can say: 
is that they have carefully. examined the regions 
around the bright star Vega with a powerful binocular 
field glass, and that there is no star brighter than 
the seventh magnitude within five degrees of Vega 
which is not perfectly well known to astronomers. 

At present the sun and its whirling system of 
moons and planets hag drawn near the cefiter of the 
large spaces that are encircled by the Milky Way. 
Billions of miles to our south there is a jeweled re- 
Bion of the Milky Way from which we seem to have 


doom. Billions of miles to our fore there Hes a won- 


dertul cluster of stars toward which we are traveling 
at the rate of 365,000,000 miles every year. It is in 
this direction that Hes t and brilliant Vega,

Immediately around us space appears to be empty. 
But the treachery of the cold bodies which radiate 
no light is disquieting. Prof. Garrett P. Serviss be- 
Neves it possible for us to become aware ot their 
proximity only by their attraction, quite too late to 
avert the disaster if it could be averted under any 
circumstances. ; 


The astronomical observatdries would become cen- 
ters. of such dread information as could be im- 
parted to the public in the brief interval elapsing be- 
tween the discovery of the danger and the “ final fall 
of the curtain on the last catastrophe.” They would 
dissolve in the same vortex of fire that would engulf 
sean unhappy planet whose dire doom they had fore- 


The sun naturally would be the first to collide. 
“This is evident because the system is traveling not 
edgewise but flatwise through space, and, accordingly, 
its center, being the main focus of attractive force, 
would be ‘drawn the most powerfully towards the 
attracting body.“ When they came togéther, plunging 
through space at hundreds of miles a second, they 
would melt like butter in the inconceivable tempera- 
ture that would instantaneously develop.

Sun Would Complete the Work. 


“Close on the heels of the gush of heat borne 
through the ether,” declares Prof. Serviss, “ would 
come the sun ttself to complete the destruction. For 
the solar globe would expand with almost the speed 
of light. On all sides it would swell and billow out, 
swallowing everything as it resumed the vast dimen- 
sions that it had when it was, in the beginning of 
time, a huge floating nebula with its future planets 
yet unborn. 

“The astronomers of some far distant world in 
some other solar system would note with surprise as 
our astronomers have sometimes done that a star in 
the sky had suddenly flared up and turned into a 
nebula. 

“But long before this flery consummation had 
been reached the solar system would have been thrown 
into wild atsorder by the contending attractions pro- 
duced by the approach to the great interfering body.

Nantell Revives King John.“

New Tork. (Special correspondence.) See who's here!” Joe ‘ea drawled 
‘jp some farce or other a year or two ago, and the phrase passed right into slang. 
@See Who's here!” cries a courtier in Shakspeare’s direful tragedy or King John,“ 


and the person thus heralded is the Lady Constance, who comes bewailing the loss 


of her little son. It is thirty-five years since I heard it as the cue for the entrance 
ef Agnes Booth in a role for which she was famous then, along with her husband, 
j, B. Booth, as King John. Not after that until the present week's revival, with 
Robert Mantell and his wife in those roles, was the play performed in this city, Tho 
game Kean arrangement and abridgment of the material was to be used; yet 1 

ed that a dread of ers at “See who's here” as an announcement of the 
iragic Mrs. Mantell would cause a change of words. But that wasn’t done, nor did 
the smiles develop into anything worse than grins. 

Drama dignifies itself on Broadway by this production of a work of Shakspeare 
little known to even people of culture. It is mounted with costly beauties of scen- 
ery and costumes, with its royal courts and martial incidents finely spectacular, aud 
a company of nearly all unknown, yet generally proficient players in a Shakspearean 
mode, The opinion of Mantell’s own performance is favorable, and that despite the 
fact that the king is no more advantaged than any one of four other characters with 
an audience. 

It is not derogatory to say that the matter of “King John” is unfamiliar to 
most people who are now going to see it. Who can expect other than persons with 
retentive memories of early reading to know much more about King John” than 
that Shakespeare wrote it? The great tragedians used it seldom, it has yielded noth- 
ing to the supply of familiar quotations, and up to last Monday it hadn’t been acted 
in this city since 1874. 

The east side has a comedy new to most of the people who go to low price the- 
aters where gun-pop pieces used to be popular. It is an experiment with material to 
take the place of the crude melodramas once wanted, but now flouted. The heroine 
was a poor country girl before marrying an old city bachelor, and her follies and 
foibles irritate him to testiness. She teases him and he scolds her, until she goes from 
bad manners to worse conduct by paying a visit to a roué in his chambers. You will 
perceive that this play tinkles the French triangle of wedlock in the familiar way. 
How the husband surprises his wife with her tempter, and how she repents and re 
forms, is shown in action that makes the audience whoop it to success. 

The author of this comedy is Richard Brinsley Sheridan and the title is “ The 
School for Scandal.“ A close watch on a matinée audience convinced me that only 
a minor portion of the assemblage knew they were seeing a stage classic; or that it 
was not a new composition. That they were unaware of its content, anyway, was 
proved by outbreaks of surprise, in laughter or applause, where amusing things were 
said or done. Lady Teazle was jollied along like any saucy soubrette wife in a 
farce, and Sir Peter was taken all in fun as an ordinary type of testy cuckold. The 
brothers Charles and Joseph, good hearted profligate and bad hearted hypocrite, were 
estimated altogether merrily; but the inert Maria needed a song and dance to save 
her from inattention, and Moses would have made no mark as Sheridan created him; 
but he alone among the characters got permission to break the old comedy’s limits. 
He was made up for a Polish Hebrew peddler from New York’s Ghetto, his speech 
was the vaudeville dialect for Jewish caricature, and he got his hands hit when the 
auetioneer’s hammer knocked down the family portraits, which made him bop about 
and ery “ Oy-yoy”’ as no Moses had ever done before. 

I remember that whenever Augustin Daly revived “The School for Scandal,“ 
with Ada Rehan as Lady Teazle, John Drew as Charles. and Mrs. Gilbert as Lady 
Candour, the other member of the famous quartette, James Lewis, was assigned to 
Moses, although he was utterly incapable of any other than a New England accent. 
So bad was Lewis’ Moses that the favorite was released after the opening night and 


another actor, usually Charles Leclercq, was substituted. 


Screen Scene Caused Convulsive Merriment. 


Nothing in present day farce has made people laugh harder, so far as I have seen, 
than fifteen hundred of our populace did at the screen scene. The arrival of Lady 
Teazle in Joseph's apartment, and his seductive arguments to overcome her écruples, 
conveyed neither satire nor sarcasm across the footlights, but was relished as jo!ly 
joking; the intrusion by Sir Peter, the wife’s retreat behind the screen, and the has- 
band’s pathetic talk to the roué about leaving all his estate to his misbehaving wife, 
were langhed at without a, pause; and the breaking in of Charles Surface, with his 
near to exposure of the hidden wife, sent the merriment up to a convulsive pitch. 
Yes, here was a household of ten-to-fifty cent matinée people taking a Sheridan com- 
edy as a good, big money’s worth of farce. Argue from that premise as you please. 

„Last evening,” said Mildred Holland, the Lady Teazle, at a curtain call after 
the preceding act, “many of the ladies thought the ‘screen scene which you are 
to see next—ended the play. It does not. I wish you, my dear friends, wouldn't 
put on your hats before the ‘screen scene’ is over, nor go out until the whole play 
is done. This is a famous masterpiece and I want you to see the whole of it.“ 

Mindful of that instruction the women sat the comedy out; but it took all that 
Mildred Holland could do—and she is a skilled actress of much experience—to sober 
up her audience when the screen was thrown down and the shamed and sorry Lady 
Teazle was revealed to her husband. 

Up to this time the comédy had been given with no disregard of the traditional 
manner, excepting Moses’ caricature of a Jew, and a few exaggerations to force 
the fun; but now the star actress came to a point where the historic Lady Teazles 
had stopped the lauguter short off, to maintain silent gravity to the fall of the cur- 
tain. She knew that off Broadway, in an extension of the Bowery, something 
extraordinary must be done. To make the lady quietly contrite, and confess in tones 
of calm dignity, wouldn’t give the desired change from noise to silencé. So, the 
screen being down, she fell staggeringly towards Sir Peter, made piteous gestures, 
gave some anguished gasps and gurgles, sharply shifted her manner from that of old 
comedy on stilts to new emotional drama flat footed, and made an exit that almost 
salted the tears of laughter to tears of sympathetic grief. 

Lester Wallack’s vogue didn’t last his lifetime, and a memorable performance 
of Hamlet by Booth, Barrett, Modjeska, and other celebrities raised $25,000 for 
bim. In the theater that still bears his name an entertainment this week yielded 
$3,000 to his aged and impoverished widow. Mrs. Wallack is a sister of Sir John 
Millais, the English painter, and never has been an actress. The program had tea 
minutes of Shakspeare, with Eleanor Robson’s Juliet in the balcony and William 
Faversham’s Romeo in the garden below.

Present Building and Outlook Is 
Greatest in History of City. 


OVER $40,000,000 IN SIGHT.

All Due to Phenomenal Growth of City, 
Which Few People Realize.

Despite higher material prices, especially 
for brick, higher wages for laber, and the 
possibility of trouble in the lattér field, it ia 
believed by leading contractors, builders, and 
architects that Chicago is going to shatter all 
its previous great records in a building way 
during the present year. It certainly has 
made a start suggestive of this during the 
first two months of the year in which time 
it has rolled up a total of $13,386,700, repre- 
senting the cost of the premits issued by the 
city building department, as against $6,204,- 
650 for the corresponding period a year ago. 
This ie an increase of over 100 per cent, and 
when it is remembered that 1908 set a new 
building record for the city with a huge total 
of over $68,000,000, some idea may be had 
of what is meant by shattering this splendid 
showing. 

The secret of it all is that Chicago Is grow- 
ing at a prodigious rate, far and away beyond 
what most of the people of the city have any 
idea of, and just at presént it seems to be 


moving forward with gigantic strides. This 


clearly is shown by the easy manner in which 
it assimilated the vast amount of building 
which took place last year. Thus, despite 
the fact that.about $38,000,000 worth of flats 
and residences were constructed during the 
year, sufficient easily to house over 100,000 
people, there seems to be no more than the 
normal amount of vacancies at the present 
time and rents have been exceedingly well 
maintained, advances even having beer 
made in some parts of the city last fall. So 
sharp and growing is this demand for Mving 
space that builders are preparing to build 
on a larger ecale than ever during this year, 
and evidence of this Is found in the fact that 
for the first week of March the building per- 
mits exceeded $2,700,000, a wonderful show- 
ing. 

These properties are in demand, both for 
living purposes and for purchase by inves- 
tors, and builders like Collins & Morris de- 
clare that in all their fifteen years of exper!- 
ence here they have never experiencd such 
favorable conditions as exist at the present 
time. 


Great Structures in Central District. 

But the spectacular features in the upbuild- 
ing of the city are represented for the greater 
part by the great structures in the central 
business district, in the great stores and office 
buildings, and further convincing evidence of 
the city’s remarkable growth is found in the 
easy manner in which all the great amount of 
space which has been thrown on the market 
in these great new office buildings during the 
last two years has been absorbed. Thus with 
the Corn Exchange Bank building, the Com- 
mercial Exchange bank, the American 
Trust and the Borland, among the more 
prominent buildings in this district which 
have been gcmpleted hardly a year; there 
practically is no vacant space on the mar- 
ket in the better class of buildings and rents 
are strongly maintained 

Under these circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that the construction of the great 
building which the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company is beginning to erect, the Mc- 
Cormick building at Michigan avenue and 
Van Buren street, as well as others reported 
in contemplation, causes no feeling of ap- 
prehension among the owners of office build- 
ings, for they have discovered that Chicago’s 
growing needs have always found a demand 
for all the office space which has been thrown 
on the market. 


Building Without a Parallel. 

But this great bullding year, including 
buildings in process of construction, those 
to be begun during the year, as well as those 
likely to make a beginning in the near future, 
comprise the most wonderful aggregation of 
great structures, both of a private and pub- 
character, that were ever contemplated at 
one time in any other city in the world, prob- 
ably. 

Thus, those in process of construction or to 
be begun within a few weeks comprise build- 
ings with an aggregate cost of nearly $22,- 
000,000, as follows: 
The city hall 
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kstone 
McCormick building”. 800. 
University club 0. 
Chicago — Warehouse Co. bids. 0.

Of this list work is now in progress on all 
except the McCormick building at the north- 
west corner of Michigan avenue and Van 
Buren street, which is to take the place of 
the Victoria hotel, but this work will begin 
May 1. 

Those planned to be constructed, and all of 
which doubtless will be erected in the com- 
paratively near future, comprise:

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These last — a total cost of — 
imately $20,000,000, and it should be said right 
here that both of these lists represent but a 
small part of what really is being done or is 
contemplated in a building way in Chicago. 
The two lists, however, make up a total of 
over $40,000,000, and serve to show the truly 
colossal building movement which is now on 
in the city. 


John M Ewen’s Comment. 

John M. Ewen, who revised these figures, 
declared them to be a remarkable and sig- 
nificant showing, and indicating more clearly 
than anything else possibly could the phe- 
nomenal growth of the city. 

“Croakers have been declaring for three 
years,” he said, “ that Chicago is overbulld- 
ing, but those who have witnessed the sur- 
prising ease with which all this great con- 
struction, amounting to nearly §200,000,000, 
has been assimilated know that all this won- 
derful amount of building hardly has kept 
pace with the city’s growth. 

“As a matter of fact, comparatively few 
of the people of this city have any real under - 
standing of the city’s phenomenal growth. 
Most of them know in a vague sort of way 
that it is growing, but few of them realize 
with what gigantic strides it is marching to 
its splendid destiny. Its manifold advan- 
tages in the way of gathering raw material 
and distributing the manufactured product 
are so great, coupled with its location in the 
heart of the richest part of the entire conti- 
nent, that nothing but an overwhelming cata- 
clysm can stop its tri progress The 
United States Stee] company has seen the 
handwriting on the wall and is now building 
the greatest steel plant in the world at Gary, 
which, as a matter of fact, is an integral part 
of Chicago, although across the Indiana line. 
Indeed, I should say that Waukegan on the 
north to Michigan City on the south is to be 
the measure of Chicago’s industrial sone, 
and the next twenty-five years will withess 
an industrial development in this territory 
which will be the wonder of the world.“ 


INTERESTING WEEK’S MARKET. 


Wide Range and Importance of Trans- 
actions Make a Good 
Showing. 


While the week’s market was devoid of any 
particularly interesting features, as indi- 
cated by the news developments of the week, 
there was, nevertheless, much of importance 
doing, which, with the wide range, diversi- 
fied character, and large volume of.the trad- 
ing, combjned to make an interesting and 
encouraging showing. 

But of much more significance was the 
sharp improvement in the undertone of the 
market and reports of much inquiry and ad- 
vancing prices in certain parts of the city. 
That some big projeets are on there is no 
doubt, and if they materialize there will be 
an awakening such as the market has not 
seen for considerably over a decade Those 
brokers familiar with what is going on are 
confident that the era of the long postponed 
good times is at hand, but in any event the 
outlook seems tobe exceedingly encourag- 
ing. 

Of the week's transactions the chief inter- 
est centered about the purchase by Frederick 
L. Mandel, son of Leon Mandel, from Sam- 
uel Gregsten and his daughter, Eleanor 
Thompson, of the Windsor-Clifton building 
and leasehold interest at the northwest cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue and Monroe street, 
and the purchase of the Taylor bullding and 
leasehold interest at 140-146 Monroe street 
2 E. Spink from the Davis estate of St. 


Makes Investment Over $1,000,000. 

Mr. Mandel is said to have taken title for 
his father, Leon Mandel, who is out of the 
city and who acquired the fee of the property 
in question a few weeks ago from the estate 
of Joel Walter for $900,000. The considera- 
tion in the last deal is withheld, but it is 
said to be around $125,000. The board of 
review valued the building at $116,400. This 
purchase brings the price of the to 
Mr. Mandel up to over $1,000,000, but as the 
property in its present shape js said to net 
4.6 per cent on $1,000,000 it is not such a bad 
investment. 

The lease of the ground expires in 1912, 
and the cleaning of this up by Mr. Mandel 
and the further fact that all the leases in 
the building are said to be subject to can- 
.céllation has given rise to the report that 
important plans are on for the development 
of the property. 

One report is to the effect that negotiations 
are now on for a long term lease of the ground 
from Mr. Mandel with the view to the erec. 
tion of a great modern building on the prem- 
ises. It is admitted by the Mandels that 
inquiries have been made in this direction, 
but it is declared that no definite plans have 
yet been formed regarding the future of the 
property, and that possibly the building may 
be extensively remodeled and operated as a 
high class hotel. 


South Side Transactions. 

MONROE STREET—The Taylor building 
and leasehold interest at 140-146, which for- 
merly belonged to Warren Springer and 
passed from him by foreclosure proceed- 
ings to John T. Davis of the Davis estate of 
St. Louis, was, during the week, sold by 
the latter to A. E. Spink of this city, the 
considération being withheld. Mr. Spink 
is thought to represent John Borden, who 
owns the fee, and the transaction is believed 
to be the forerunner to important develop- 
ments regarding the property, especially 
since all the tenants have been notified to 
vacate by May 1. Mr. Spink declares, how- 
ever, that Mr. Borden is not connect- 
ed with the deal. The lot is 90x100 
feet and the building, a six story and 
basement structure, was valued by the 
board of review at $75,000. The ground was 
valued at $748,735. The lease is a revalu- 
ation one, expiring in 1922, and with the 
next revaluation in 1912. The present an- 
nual rental is said to be §22,500. There 
have been several reports current during 
the last six months ng alleged pro- 
jects concerning the property, and it is 
thought the present transaction may be 
connected with some one ofthese. E. Orris 
Hart & Co. were the brokers in the last 
transaction.
